Capt. John Fleming Dravo of Beaver, who 
Was to-day appointed Surveyor of Customs at 
Pittsburg, is the man who named Quay for the 
United States Senate in the General Assembly 


of 1887. The two men are noighbors. Capt. 
Dravo is sixty years of age. He is serving his 
second term in the Penusylvania Legislature. 
He was the author of the probibitory amend- 
ment to the Constitution, upon which the peo- 
ple voted iast June. In 1881 President Arthur 
appointed him Surveyor of Customs. and he 
remained until Mr. Cleveland kppointed D. O, 
Barr, Capt. Dravo is a Methodist local preach- 
er,fa coal operator, and Director of several 
banking and insurance concerns, He was for- 
merly President of the Pittsburg Chamber of 
Commerce, It was through his influence and 
diplomacy that the temperance people were 
prevented from slaughtering the Republican 
candidate for Biate Treasurer last Fall.

Tostead of being the chief figurein a grand 
street parade and becoming the guest of honor 
of his devoted admirers, ‘‘ Mailed-Hand”’ Quay 
celebrated his return to Washington to-day by 
spending five hours in the star-chamber sitting 
Oc the Senate and by taking an active partin 
the proceedings. The secret session was 
ordered early in the day at Mr. E:ximunds’s re- 
quest andin accordance with a private under- 
standing be had had with several Senators, 

Tbe public were driven out of the galleries at 
1 o’vlock and hustied down stairs by the door- 
keopers. Everybody but the special guards 
Were driven after them, and the guards them- 
aelvea Were not permitted to approuoh within 
ten feetof the iocked double doors opening 
into the chamber. Every possibie precaution 
except Ove Was tukeu to kesp inviolate the 
sacred secrecy of the starchamber. The pipes 
through which fresh air is blown into the cham- 
ber were not stopped up. 

When the Senators were satisfied that the 
public and tae newspaper men had been ae- 
curely cut oif from siesling or hearing any- 
thing that took place in the chamber, cigars 
were lighted and Mr. Edmunds iniormed his 
polleagues that he had asked for the star-cham- 
ber sitting in order to take up the nominations 
of Charles Swayne aud Joseph N. Stripling to 
be District Judge and District Attorney, re- 
spectively, for the Northern District of Florida, 
As Chairmanof the Judiciary Committee, Mr. 
Edmunds had reported lavorably upon the 
nominations, 1n spite of the protesis filed with 
tue committee by Messrs. Cail and Pasco, and 
Ye announced that, i? he had his way, the cases 
would be finally disposed of belore the doors 
were opened, 

Botb Mr. Call and Mr. Pasco had their desks 
Piled high with decumenis and memoranda 
concerning Swayne and Stripling, aud when 
Mr. Edmunds sat down Mr. Call began a sharp 
Bud bitter speech against the nominees. 
Swayne, he declared, was utterly unfit to oc- 
cupy a judicial position. He bad run the court 
in the interest of Kepublicaus as against the 
Democrats of Florida, and tad selected jurors, 
boib grand and petit, because of their political 
and par:y alftiliations and in order to make sure 
of the indivtwent aud Conviction of such citizens 
as were not in sympathy with his own poiitical 
ideas. Mr. Call weuton todeclare thatSwayne 
was only a carpetbayger in Florida, filled with 
blatred for the people of that State in particu- 
rand of the Suuib in geveral. He was, the 
Benstor added, inexperienced and incompetent 
as a lawyer and Judge, and he had been foisted 
upon the Florida beuch by the Administration, 
principally because of bis vindicative partisan- 
ship. His nomination was a disg¥ace to the 
Adininistration and his confirmation would be 
@ disgrace to the Senate. 

Mr. Cali did not regard District Attorney 
Btripling a8 quite such a bad man as Swayne, 
but he bad knowingly acte.t in concert with the 
Judge in securing packed juries, and was there- 
fore untit to hold office. 

Mr. Pasco followed Mr. Call with an equally 
Vigorous attack upon the nominees, and both 
Senators laid before the Senate a lotof evidence 
to support tneir charges. They brought out the 
fact that Swayne was one of Quay’s special 

ete, and they stirred up the Pennsylvania 

iectator until he jumped up and excitedly ip- 
sisted that no better man than Swayne ever sat 
on the bench in Fiurida or any other State. 
«qyuay bad just returned from a fishing trip to 
Fiorida waters, and he protessed to have alot 
of kuowledge on the awiul things done by the 
Dewocrats of that State. 

Quay’s remarks opened up the exasperating 
subject of Southern * outrages,” and (his, as a 
matter of course, brought Mr. Chandler to his 
fee. Tue New-Hampshire Senator still smarts 
uoder the lashing he received from Mr. Call 

_pome time ago, and under the open contempt 
felt for bim by the Southern Senators. He was 
quick to take advantage of the opportunity to 
make @&® mean speech about the people of 
Florida. The Senators from that State were not 
backward in replying, and several times the 
language vsed was 80 bitter, and the cuntro- 
versy so heated, that cooler Senators hai to in- 


tercede to keep the peace. Each of the 
four Democratic members of the Juidi- 
ciary Committee — Messrs. Pugh, Coke, 


Vest, and George—tola the Senate why they 
bad refuse! to join the majority in recommend- 
ing the confirmation of Swayne and Stripling, 
and each mude an eurnest speech against the 
nominees. Messrs. Wilson of Iowa ana Hoar, 
Republican members of the committee, fol- 
jowed Chairman Edmuuds’s lead in declaring 
Hot proved the accusations against Swayne 
and Stripiing, and Mr. Spooner made ove of 
his familiar attacks upon the Soutuern Demo- 
crats in giving bis reasous for supporting the 
numinees. 

It was about 5 o’clock when the speech 
makers became tired enough to allow a Voie to 
be taken, and then Mr, Edmunds discovered, 
to his disguat, that there were not enough den- 
alors present to make aquorum. Ail the Re- 
publicaus present vote: for confirmation, and 
all the Democrats for rejection. The Demo- 
crates wanted to adjourn, but Mr. Edmunds was 
ietermined tv see Swayne aud Stripling con- 
firmed, and be insisted upon a call of the Sen- 
ate. Word was sent out to pages and messen- 
gers to bunt through the cowwittee rooms for 
absent Senators,and two or three were captured, 
but not enough Mr. Edmunds persisted 
until he bad secured four diterent calls of 
;he Senate and wasted a full hour of time. Then 
he gave up ina very bad humor, and permitied 
the tired Senators to go bome, with the promise 
that he would have the Swayne and Stripling 
Cases disposed of Mouday or know the reason 
why. While Mr. Edmunds was holding the Sen- 
aie for a quorum Mr, Sherman was epjoylug a 
Grive in the suvurbs. ner

The Chinese Governmeut may be expected to 
regard with some concern the fate of the bill, 
already passed by the House, and under consid- 


eration in the Senate Committee on the Census, 
fora particular descriptive enumeration of all 
Chinese persons in tie United States at the 
time the census iytaken. i 
Mr. John W. Foster, formerly Minister to 
Russia, bas made an argument agaiust the ap- 
proval of the bill, the effect of which, if it be- 
comes a law, will be to exclude froin the 
United States al) Chinese persons not dipic- 
mutic and consular offivers Who may not be in 
thie country on June 1, as it declares that Chi- 
nese persons not then enumerated shall be 
deemed to be unlawiully in the United States, 
He holas that it plainly excludes teachers, 
students, merchants, and tourists wuo may 
thereafter come to the United States, as wellus 
laborers. So stringent are its provisions that it 
subjects to mprisoumeut for tive years, or to 
deportation, tue Chinese person failing to be 
enumerated. : 
Mr. Foster declares this to be a violation of 
the treaty of 1880, which accesds freedom of 
coming and going to Chinese teachers, students, 
merchants, or tourists. He argues that the ex- 
jating laws again-t Chinese laborers have been 
adequate to exclude that class of Chinese, and 
he gives figures tosbow that the departures 
from this country now exceed the arrivals an- 
nually. Re thinks that existing legisiation bas 
gone as far as it is possible to xo and continue 
¢o maintggn commercial lutercourse with China, 
sani nce of the humiliating conditious 
mpoged upon Chinese merchants Visiting this 
country, be cites the case of two Chinese belong- 
ing to one of the oidest and most respectable 
firms.of Hong-Kong, who could not prouuce the 
required consular certifieate that they were 
querchants, and who, although they offered to 
ive a bond of $20,000, conditioned upon their 
geparture from the country in four months if 
phey wore not merchants, they were kepton 
poard the steamer and sent back to Hong: 
Kong. Mr, Foster makes a long and careful 
argument against the proposed law and plainly 
intimates that it is not to be submitted to by 
China without a decided and effective protest.

on War Claims, called up a bill for the allow- 
ance of certain claims for shares and supplies 
taken and used by the United States Army, as 
reported by the Court of Claims, under the 
proVisions of the act of March 3, 1883, known as 
the Bowman act. This bill was reported favora- 
bly by the committee, Mr. Ormsby B. Thomas, 
the Chairman, alone standing out against 
his colleagues. He wrote a minority report, in 
which he declared that the claims carried by 
the bill, amounting to $538,198, bad not in a@ 
siugle instunce been examined upon the facts 
by the committee, and he considered that to 
approve the bill would be to nullify the act 
under which tie Court of Claims took jurisdic- 
tion of the cases. 

The unusual spectacle was presented to the 
House of the Chairman of a committee holding 
the floor in a projonzed and vigorous speech on & 
pointot order to defeata bill favorably reported 
by his own committee, He did it with spirit and 
success. He questioned the soundness of un- 
dertaking, after a lapse of twenty-five years, to 
reopen claims decided adversely. He did not 
regard the Court of Claims censurable, but he 
considered tpe information scaut upon which it 
had acted. A comparison of the testimeny 
taken by the court and thatof the Southern 
Claims Commission or the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral’s Department, Would force the conviction 
that in many instances the cases were rotten 
from top to bottom, and the claimants kuown 
to be disloyal during the whole war. 

As one reason why the bill should not pass, 
Mr. Thomas directed attention to a supple- 
mentary report made by Mr. Enloe a month 
after the original report, which shows that the 
bill was hastily thrown together, for there sre 
surKested by wuy of amendment and correc- 
tion twenty-four different items, adding claims, 
changing names, amounts, descriptions, and 
other pardoulars, 

Mr. 'Lhomas was attacked with frantic energy 
by Mr. Houk, and also by Mr. Enloe, his asso- 
ciate on the committee, but he answered all 
their assaults, held the floor covstantly except 
for ashort time when the motion to adjourn 
was made to give his voice a rest, and he haa 
not tinished when 5 o’clock arrived, and the 
house took the recess required under a stand- 
ing order. The Southern members were gpgn- 
erally in favor of the bill, as it favors Southern 
claimants.

The Boardof Bureau Chiefs of the Navy De- 
partment has recommended to Secretary Tracy 
the adoption of the plan proposed by Engineer 


in Chief Melville for measuring the speed of 
the new cruisers, for which speed premiums 
are to be paid. Lhe speed will be calculated by 
first ascertaining the number of revolutions 
made per krot at different speeds, and then 
from the whole number of revolutions made in 
a.four hours’ run the average speed will be cal- 
culated. 

Before one of the new ships is tried by this 
method it will he thoroughiy tested by some 
experimental runs of one of the ships already 
in commission. The Baltimore wili probably 
be used tor this purpose as soon as She is fitted 
for sea and has been up to the city of Baltimore 
for a ten days’ stay. She will hardly get away 
trom the Norfolk yard vefore early in May. It 
was the original intention to send her to sea 
aiter putting her six-inch guns on board, to re- 
turn later and receive her four eight-inch guns, 
but Commo iore Folger has expeatted the work 
ot the Ordnance Bureau so much that ber eight- 
Inch guns can be put on at once, and she will go 
to sea with her Laiteries compiete.

Strong efforts are being made hy the post 
traders, the Women’s Christian Temperance 
Union, and the saioon keepers in the veixzhbor- 
hood of military posts to induce Congress to do 
away witb the canteen sysiew, which has been 
adopted at the prineipal military posts througnh- 
out the country. The post traders and saivon 
keepers Oppose the system because it hurts 
their business, and the Women’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union opposes it because 1f allows the 
sale of wine und beer at the posts under Gov- 
ernment auspices, 

The officiais in the War Department, on the 
other hand, are enthusiastically in favor of the 
8y8t~m as reported, and Btatistics show that 1t 
has Operated well wherever it has been tried, 
and bas tended to decrease drunkenness, as the 
liquor is sold under proper restrictions, 


An amendment to the World’s Fair bill, in- 
troduced to-day by Senator Daniel, proposes 
that the opening ceiebvration of the four hun- 


dredth anniversary of the discovery of America 
Shali be held in Washingtoa instead of Chicago 
in October, 1892. The plan of celevration shall 
include the unveiling of a statue of Columbus 
in Washington Oct. 12, 1892, to be preceded by 
areview of the navies of the world, first in 
New-York Harbor and then in Hampton Roada, 
aud the erection in Washington of a memorial 
ball, suitable for the hviding of large recep- 
tions and conventions. The President shall es- 
pecially invite the Presidents of the eighteen 
American sister republics, the King of Italy, 
the Queen of Spain, and the rulers of all other 
nations to visit the United States and take part 
in the unvellfang ceremonies. On the comple- 
tion of these ceremonies the foreign represent- 
atives and guests shall be Invited to visit Chi- 
cago and jein in dedicating the exposition 
buildings. ‘

A new Anti-Trust bill, introduced by Sanator 
Morgan to-day, declares it to be unlawful and 
acrime, punishable by fine and imprisonment, 


for any person or ¢orporation to monopolize 
any article the subject of commerce with the 
intent to limit tke supply thereof or to control 
the seliing price. Property conveyed from any 
State to auvother in pursuance of an intention 
unlawiully to interfere with commerce, shall 
be liable to contiscation during, or within three 
months after, transporiation. All contracis 
and agreements made in contravention of the 
act are declared to be void. Persons injured by 
apy sueh unlawful agreements shall have the 
right to recover threefold damages. The act 
is made inapplicavle to cases in which the 
transactions concern one State ouiy, this being 
left for State regulation. 


The official report of the Secretary of the 
Senate, for the last fiscal year, shows that the 
people were charged $140 during the year for 
3,360 street car tickets * for use of United States 
Senate.” This was a fraction over forty-four 
tickets for each of the seventy senators then on 
the rolls, and each of whom was paid a salary 
or $5,000 @ year anda very hberal allowance 
for expenses in traveling from and to bis home. 


The Naval Advisory Board has submitted its 
final report on the Roach cruisers to Secretary 
Tracy. It finds that the assignees of the late 


tirm of John Roach & Son are indebted to the 
Government inthe amount of $54,000. The 
assignees, On the otuver hand, have putina 
claim for nearly $100,000, which they assert to 
be due thein from the Government. Secretary 
Tracy bas recommended them to submit their 
claim to Congress. 


The House Committee on Elections Dassed 
upon two more election contests to-day. In the 
case of Waddell against Wise, Thira Virginia 


District, the committee by a party vote de- 
eided to recommend the seating of the Repub- 
lican contestant, Waddell. The Democratic 
inembers of the committee took the ground 
that neither party was entitled to the seat ana 
will recommend that another election be held. 

In the second case—McDufiie against Turpin, 
from the Fourth Alabama District- by another 
party vote the committee also decided to re- 
port in tavor of the Republican contestant, 
MoDuitle.

GOVERNOR GIVES NEW- 
YORK A SURPRISE. 
DANIEL, E. SICKLES, A DOUGHTY WAR- 
RIOR, TO BECOME THE HERCULES 
OF TAMMANY’S AUGEAN STABLES. 


The news was received from Albany early 
lasy evening that Gov. Hill had appointed Gen. 
Dantel E. Sickles to succeed James A. Flack as 
Sheriff of this county. 

Much surprise was manifested in local polit- 
ical circles over this appointment, as the name 
of Gen, Sickles had not beén mentioned here 
in connection with the place. Alarge number 
of New-York Democrats got the idea into 
their heads yesterday that Hans 8. Beattie, 
ex-Surveyor of the Port, was to be the fa- 
vored man. 


Goy. Hill said yeeterday, in response to an 
inquiry whether he had accepted the resigna- 
tion of Sheriff Flack, that there was no such 
thing as an acceptanee of the resignation of a 
Civil officer. When the resignation was received 
and placed on file in the Executive Chamber 
the office became vacant. 

Gen. Sickles left this city for Albany on tne 
3 o'clock train yesterday afternoon, in response 
to a telegram, and as the appointment was not 
announced until in the evening, it is supposed 


that it was only made after the Governor had 
discussed the matter witb Gen. Sickles and had 
secured bis acceptanee of the post. 

Daniel Edgar Sickies was born in this olty on 
Oct. 20, 1822, and comes of good old Knicker- 
bovker stock. He was an tinpetuous, head- 
strong boy, and during bis teens tramped about 
the country as a journeyman printer rather 
than submit to the rules and discipline of 
school. He finally came home and entered the 
University of New-York, but soon left it 
and began the study of law under Benjamin 
Franklin Butler of this State, then Unitea 
States Attorney General. He was admitted to 
the bar in 1843, and the following year started 
alittle campaign paper advocating Polk and 
Dallas, in which all the matter was written by 
himself, 

Sickles became a leader in the Democratic 
ranks, and in 1847 was elected to the Legislat- 
ure. In 1853 he was made Corporation Coun- 
selfor this city, but gave it up two mopths 
later to goto England with Mr. Buchanan as 
Secrotary of Legation. He returned in 1855, 
was elected to the State Senate, and in 1856 
and 1858 was chosen a member of Congress. 

When the war broke out he raised the Excel- 
sior Brigade of Volunteers from New-York, 
and in March, 1862, was confirmed by the Sen- 
ate a Brigadier General. He did gallant serv- 
ice at Williamsburg, Malvern Hill, Fair Oaks, 
Richmond, Antictam, and Gettysburg, at which 
battle he lost w Jez. He continued in active 
service till the early part of 1865, when be was 
seat on @ confidentiai mission to Colombia. He 
joined the regular army July 28, 1866, us Col- 
onel, and received his brevet as Major General 
for gallant vonduct before the year had passed. 
In 1869 he was placed on the retired list, with 
fuil pay of Major General. 

Gen, Sickles was appointed by Grant Minister 
to Spain May 15, 1869, and relinquished his 
post in Mureh, 1873, and took up bis New-York 
law practice. Gov. Cleveland appointed him a 
member of the New-York State Board of Civil 
Service Commissioners, aud he was chosen 
President of that board. He resigned in De- 
cember of last year, mainly because, he said, 
he was getting along in life and waniea to be 
free of as many duties as possible. He gave 
utterance af the time in an interview with a 
TIMES representative tv views that may possi- 
bly stagger many of his Tammany Hall friends 
of to-duy. Hesatda: 

“T sought in handing in my resignation to im- 
press upon Gov. Hillhow thoroughly in sympathy 
with the office and its aims iam. 1 said that when 
{ assumed the office I doubted the expediency of 
civil service reforip. But a thorough acquaintance 
with the workings of the department and a careful 
siudy Of the system have taught me that they are for 
the best interests of the Sta.e. L assured him that 
I could now say positively that I was strongly in 
tevor of the success of the commission. | stated 
that in my opinion the carrying out of civil service 
reform ideas gives very much better public service 
than was obtained under the old system.”

THE EX-COLLECTOR APPOINTED TO

Gov. Hill yesterday appointed Leonard A, 
Giegerich, ex-Assemblyman and ex-United 
States Collector of Internal Revenue, to be 
City Judge to fill the vacancy caused by the 
death of Judge Nehrbas. 

The appointment was well received in this 
city, particularly among the German-Americans, 
who felt that they were entitled to considera- 
tion in the choice of a successor to a man who 
has added lustre to the German name by a 
record singularly brilliant as a citizen and a 
mauistrate. 

Judge Giegerich made an honorable rg¢cord in 
the Assembiy, where he represented the 
‘T4velftn District several terms. His career as 
Collector of Internal Revenue for the Beecond 
District, to whion oltice he was appulnted by 
President Cleveland July 4, 1887, biougnt into 
conspicuous prominence his business Ability 
and good judgment, and makes his appoiut- 
ment to his present responsible pusition par- 
ticularly acceptabie. 

Mr. Giegerich is a native German. He was 
born May 20, 1855, anu came to America with 
his parents at a tender age. His education 
was acquired in the public schoois of Wood- 
Btuck, Coun., where he passed bis youth, and 
Was tinished 1n tie public schoois of this city, 
to which he came with bis parents shortly after 
the war. He bas always been a Democrat, and

THE CITY OF PARIS. 





NINE DAYS OUT AND STILL NO NEWS 
OF THE OCEAN RECORD BREAKER. 


There was still no word yesterday from thé 
belated steamship City of Paris, which left here 
at 3:30 on the afternoon of March 19, bound 
for Queenstown and Liverpool. Nine days is 
a@ very long time for such a record breaker as 
the City of Paris to take for crossing the 
ocean, being three days longer in fact than her 
trips usually require. c 

There has been no violent weather reported 
inthe track of transatlantic steamers, and the 
White Star steamship Britannic, that left New- 
York ter Queenstown on the same day as the 
City of Paris, arrived in port in good condition 
and did not report any difficulties. 

This delay haa naturally caused much uneasi- 
ness among those who have friends on the City 
of Paris, and there ia also some anxiety mani- 
tested at the oflice of the Inman Line’s agents. 
It 18 said at the latter piace, however, that 
there is no occasion for alarm, as the steamer 
teok @ southeriy course On purpose to avoid 
the danger of ice. That some break in the ma- 
cbinery bas occurred is regarded as by far the 
most reasonable cause to assign for the length 
of the voyage. The only possible chance of 
mishap to a vessel so stauch and well bandied 
seems to have been from icebergs, and these are 
rarely to be found as far south as the course 
taken by the City of Paris. 

An Associated Press despatch from London 
late last night said: **A dense fog prevails oa 
the Irish coast, and it is presumed that the 
steamer City of Paris is proceeding direct to 
Liverpool without touching at Queenstown.” 





MR. SPKRECKELS’S DISCOVEERY. 





HE SUSPECTS A CONSPIRACY AGAINST

Ibave heard ru- 
mors that [ would never have a chance to refiue 
sugur at my refinery, and this naturally put 
me on wy guard” 

“Then you do not intend to prosecute Mr. 
Stimpson and Mr. Hunter?’ 

“No; I will take no action against these 
men,” was the reply, ** because [ just wanted to 
Ket them first and see ifl was rizht ion my sus- 
picions. I tound that my surmises were ail 
correct as both of these men confessed, and 
made &@ much more startling confession that [ 
will not make publie. I don’t want to injure 
anybody’s reputation and therefore I simply 
diecharged these two men, for reasons of wy 
own.” 

‘Then you suspect men of higher standing in 
your employ?” 

‘Well, I simply discharged Stimpson and 
Hunter to get at men of a higner mark who are 
In the game. We have found a gooa deal more 
about the plot, and know w# great many engaged 
in it, but we cannot give this mtormation for a 
few days.

NINE MEN WERE KILLED. 





THE TERRIBLY FATAL EXPLOSION 
THE CHICAGO SUGAR RKFINERY. 


CHICAGO, March 28.—Nine men were killed 
and three others injured by the explosion at the 
Chicago Sugar Refinery last night. The names 
of the dead are: Auguet Thermans, Albert 
Alaas, Frank Wallison, John Otto, Henry Hu- 
beldt, Michael Hener, Maurice Flynn, Albert 
Witzke, and Fred Graff This evening all the 
bodies had been recovered. 

At day break as many laborers as eould be se- 
cured had been put to clearing away the débris. 


The stormy weather greatly impeded the work, 
but did not prevent large crowds of curiosity 
seekers trow assembling. 

The bodies were all terribly crushed and dis- 
figured, and sume were only identified by their 
clothing. 

Coroner Hertz. when asked if he thought any 
blame would be attached to the company, re- 
plied: “I can’t say now. It depends upon 
whethor every precaution Was taken to pro- 
tect the men’s lives. No money suould have 
been spared to surround workmen in an es- 
tablishment like this with every precautionary 
measure,.”’ 

A jury was impaneled, which will examine 
the wreck to-morrow and then adjourn until 
Thursday, to give the injured time to recover. 
The representatives of the company are still as 
dumb as ever regarding every detail of the 
calamity.

ORUSHKD UNDER A FALLEN ROOF.

While reports of the work done by the dread- 
ful tornado which struck Louisville, Ky., 
and other places in that State, Illinois, 
and Tennesyee on Thursday sent oust 
that night prove to have been greatly 
exaggerated, the extent of the calamity 
as far as loss of life is concerned is still suffi- 
ciently great to be appalling. Late last night 
it was reported that in Louisville not more 
than 150 persons had lost their lives, and in an 
official address to the people of that afilicted 
city the number was placed at only 75. 

Telegraph communication with the other 
Stricken places—and with Louisville, also, to 
some extent—is stillin avery demoralized con- 
dition, and reports from Metropolis, lil, and 
Bowling Green, Ky., are of thea most meagre 
nature asto dotails. Bowling Green, a town 
with a population of 5,000, is reported to have 
been almost entirely destroyed, and itis also 
said that the loss of life at that place was very 
great. 

From Metropolis comes the bare statement 
that the town was struck by a furious tornado, 
that hundreds of lives were lost, and 
that hundieds of houses had been demolished 
by the gales. That is all the news that 
has been received from either of those 
two places in which the most damage—aside 
from Louisville—has been done, but itis proba- 
ble that more definite information concerning 
the condition of the towns will be received this 
morning. 

The storm from which these tornadoes, occur- 
ring at almost the same time but in such widely 
separated lecalities, sprung, has been care- 
fully watched by the Signal Service authori- 
ties for almost It began 
last Wednesday in the southwestern part 
of Nebrasks, and since that time it 
has traveled eastward a distance of al- 
most 2,CO00O_ miles. At 6 o'clock last 
night its was over Erie, Penn. 
and still traveling east, though at a much lower 
rate of speed than that with which it sped 
through the Western States through which it 
passed.

The storm covered a space in point of 
width occupying about 1,500 miles, and from 
its various “branches” sprang the tor- 
nadoes which have worked such awful 
havoc. That particular tornado which 
was felt severely in Kentucky 
eovered, apparently, a distance of about 130 
miles and an average distance in width of 
about halfa mile. It came from the southwest, 
traveling in a zig-zag way to the northeast. 

The Illinols torgado ami that whioh struck 
towns in Tennessee seems to have been an er 
tirely different blast, caused by local atmos- 
pheric conditions.

A TERRIBLE 
DONE 


STORY OF THE DAMAGE 
BY THE TORNADO THERE, 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 28.—Death and 
destruction followed everywhere in the wake 
of the furious tornado which struck this un- 
fortunate city last night with such awful foree. 
Scores of buildings were destroyed by that 
fierce blast; hundreds of lives, it was at first 
believed, were sacrificed to its madfury. Fuller 
reports, however, showed that the loss of life 
Was exaggerated, while an official statement 
put forth to-night reduces the number of the 
killed to seventy-five. 

Itseems even now hardly possible that so 
much damage could have been done in so short 
atime. The tornado burst upon the city with 
absolutely no warning. It lasted but a very 
short time; then the skies were cleared of the 
sweeping clouds that had obscured them, and 
the moon came out to shed its soft light upon 
such a scene as was never before witnessed 
here or about here. Whole blocks of houses had 
been mowed down, demolished, crushed to 
splinters. Hundreds of men, women, and chil- 
dren were buried in tho shattered ruins, and 
the howling of the storm was quickly su- 
perseded by the frightful ories of those out of 
whom the life had not been altogether crushed. 

Relief parties were organized as quickly as 
was humanly possibly, and within ten minutes 
after tie loosened winds had subsided hundreds 
of williug bands were at work in the task of 
rendering assistance where it was needed. 

The wrecked portion of the city lies between 
Eighteenth-street, Broudway, Eleventh, and 
Main streets, the toruado having passed diag- 
onally across the section, whichis probably a 
mile square. Probably the greatest loss of life 
ocourred at the Falls City Hall, which was in 
the center of the tornado. In the lower rooms 
of the hall were from tifty to seventy-five chil- 
dren, With their mothers and other relatives, 
taking dancing lessons. There were at least 
one hundred and twenty-five persons on the 
lower floors and seventy-fitre more were attend- 
ing a lodge meeting on the upper floor when the 
terrible wind swooped dows upon the building. 
‘Lhe entire structure in less than five minutes 
wasa@ shapeless mass of briek and mortar, 
burying Over two hundred helpless victims in 
the ruins, of whom few escaped uninjured. 

Along Main-street the path of the storm ex- 
tended from Sixth to Eleventh streets and not 
a single building in thatarea was left standing. 
Occasionaliy a Massive stone or iron front still 
stood intact, while all of the rest of the struct- 
ure proper had been swept entirely away. In 
the course of the storm lay the prided tobacco 
market of the city, ang to-day the warehouses 
almost to the lastone are in ruins, They in- 
clude the Kentucky, Picketts, Ninth-Street, 
Falls City, Phenix, Green River, Louisville, 
Enterprise, Central, and Planters’. The destruc- 
tion of the Loutsville and Ninth-Street ware- 
houses could not possibly have been mores com- 
plete. Thonsarnds of hogsheads of tobacco lay

to view, others buried from sight beneath the 


débris. 

WIDESPREAD EFFECTS OF THE BLAST. 
The effect of the tornado was widespread. 
For miles in either direction about the city oc 
casional roofs were torn oif and the trees lifted 
out of the ground by the roots. As the special 
train sped toward the fated city bearing As- 
sociated Press representatives from Indianap- 
olis, the evidences were first noticeable fully 
fifty miles out Firat came to view an oc- 
Casional dead tree broken into pleoes, then 
larger and more substantial trees, and finally 
monarchs of the forest which had been felled 
by the awful force of the gale. Many of the 
little towns along the Jefferson, Madison and 
Indiana Ratiroad were fairly stripped of their 
signs and ginger-bread work. 

A few miles south of Henryville, about twen- 

ty-one miles from Louisville, lay an engine, 

with its greatiron nose plunged into a bea of 

soft yellow mud. On the opposite side lay the 

Massive tender, and behind it two coaches 

tipped over on their sides. It was the wreck of 

train No. 6, acombination which runs between 

Indianapolis and Louisville. The train was 

making the best time possible in the heavy 

wind, when it struck a bireh tree that had been 

torn up by ite roots and flung across the track. 

No one was injured. 

When Lowsviile was reached an appalling 

sight was presented. Crowds of people 

thronged the Fourteenth-Street Station, and 
from there up Main-street to the heart of the 
city Wasa muses of humanity dodging horses, 

street gars, and all sorta of vehicles in the 
middle of the street. On either side were wreck 
and ruin. Great masses of brick and stone in 
heaps presented the appearance of having 
simply crumbled to the earth Gangs of 
rescuers were working like gophers on the 
great mass of débvris in the search for human 
victims of the awful calamity. 

Women and men darted before mad horses 

whose hoofs it seomed would orush them to 
death. Burly policomen were stationed at 
street crossings to prevent people from attempt- 
ing to pass through the ruined thoroughfare, 
where partially wrecked walls stoud as a men- 
ace to human life, but their efforts were futile, 
and men, women, and children made their way 
aown the dangerous streets with astounding 
recklessness. The morbid crowd was not to be 
held back in its wild desire to satisfy curi- 
osity. 

The Louisville Hotel, between Sixth and 
Seventh streets, was unroofed and otherwise 
injured, while the building next to it on the 
west, oceupied as acigar store upon the first 
floor, and sleeping rooms upon the second and 
third, was razed to the ground, not a single 
brick remaining in place. In the destruction of 
this house a number of lives were lost, princi- 
pally of persons who occupied sieeping rooms 
there. Many of them were young girls em- 
pioyed at the hotel next door. 

Eleventh-street seemed to serve asa kind of 
flue for the storm, as all intercepting objects in 
that line are practically reduced to nothing- 
ness. As the tornado rushed down this street 
it carried wWithitthe fronts of the buildings, 
which are mostly residences, on each side, leav- 
ing in many instances the furniture and other 
contents unmolested. Frequently from the 
centre of some three-sided dwelling the un- 
broken chandelier is still seen swinging in its 
place. Jefferson and Market streets arein al- 
most a8 bad a condition as Main, and bundreds 
of wagons are busy carting away soiled and 
proken furniture from ruined homes. The mas- 
sive trees in the park on Jefferson-street were 
twisted and broken like reeds, and now lie 
crossed and piled up high on each other. 


BODIES IN THE RUINS OF THE DANCE HALL. 
Immediately after the burst of the cyclone 
the fire bells sounded, and within ten minutesa 
posse appeared at the Falls City Hall to begin 
work there. The walis of the adjoining houses 
were first propped, and then began the work of 
cutting through the heavy slate roof that cov- 
ered all. At first work was difficult and labori- 
ous on account of the anxious multitude that 
thronged the wreck. Diflicult was the task of 
clearing the ruins of women, who were found 


digging at the slate with their fingers, crazed 
oe tae groans benueatb, each of which they 
thought came from the lips of some dying rela- 
tive or friend. Every one did noble work. 

After an bour of ceaseless labor the first vic- 
tim, Mre. Sarah Kelly, was unearthed. She was 
found sitting in an upright position, her head 
bruised and one arm broken, but conscious. 
She aaid at the first quake a rush was made for 
the entrance to the ouilding, and many women 
were knocked down and trampled on in the 
mad rush to escape. 

The work of excavation was then moved from 
the rear of the building to the front, where it 
was supposed the greater crowd of victims 
was gathered. As soon as the roofing was re- 
moved and the mass of brick beneath disposed 
of, the sight that met the eyes of the work- 
ers was anything but hopeful. Ten women, 
locked in each other’s arms, were drawn out of 
tne débris. Mr. James Hasson was foremost in 
the work and the first person whom he drew 
out of the ruined building was his wounded 
wife, who had been at the lodge meeting. She 
died in his arms, and he laid her body by the 
side of the others who were dead and continued 
to work for the living. 

Inside of the next hour the dead bodies of 
thirty men and women were drawnout. No 
wounds were discovered on them, and it is 
thought all met their death from suffocation. 
The gas pipes bad broken by the crash, and this 
caused the lights to go out, but the broken 
pipes flooded the aépris with @ Vapor almost as 
deadly as tire. 

Ways were pierced into the breast of the ruin 
and dead bodies and dying people were brought 
oat. One part of the building was reserved for 
the dead, and the wounded were taken into the 
stores and houses on the opposite side of the 
atreet, where physicians and priests admin- 
istered to souls and bodies, 

At 12 o’clock to-day the opening up of a por- 
tion of the débris of the hall caused a draugnot 
to penetrate the ruins, whereupon the smolder- 
ing fire broke out with tremendous fierceness. 
itspread rapidly ana forced the workers to de- 
sert the pile. As s00u as the fire gained head- 
way the groans of the imprisoned people be- 
came shrieks, and so great was the horror of 
the moment that the watchers grow frantic 
and screamed and ran about like wiid, the ter- 
rible sufferings which they were unable to 
alieviate driving them todespair. Several lines 
of hose were 500n throwing water on the flames, 
but it was more than an hour before work 
could be proceeded with, and then it was car- 
ried on with much aifficulty on account of the 


heat. 

At about 11:30 o’clock the room where the 
children bad been dancing was reached. Mr. 
Louis Simms, Jr., of 1,124 Market-street, had 
for bours been moving about in an agony of 
grief in front of that portion of the wreck where 
this room bad been, fur his wife and four little 
children were there imprisoned. When the 
room was reached Mrs. 5imms was the first one 
found, and she was discovered to be fatally 
hurt. Thep, within about fifteen minutes of 
each other, three of the Simms children were 
discovered. They were unconscious, and there 
is only a faint possibility of their living. While 
the father was imploring the workers to get his 
other child tire broke out, and work was sus- 
pended. The iast man taken out alive before 
the flames. started was John Hepden of 2,109 
Weet Broadway, and just previous to that a 
won)an, Who was unable to give her name, was 
recovered. It was uot possible to tell the ex- 
tent oc the injuries of either. 


A THRILLING EXPERIENCE. 

A thrilling experience was that of Mr. Georga 
H. Capito of 1,431 Stewart-avenue, who was 
present at the meeting of Jewel Lodge, No. 2, 
Knights and Ladies of Honor, in their lodge 
room, on the top fleor of the Fails City Hall, 
when the bailding collapsed under the terrible 
impact of the cyclone. He says: 
“Tne first intimations of danger we had 
were two distinct rockings of the building, 
about which time a dormer window on the 
lodge room was blown from its casings and 


immediately after the plastering began to drop 
from the ceiling. A wild rush was made for 
the ante-room, Which carried we with it. Thad 
just reached the door when the entire floor 
wave wayanud we were precipitated to the 
pasement, blinded acd almost suffocated by a 
cloud of dust, and crushed and jammed by 
failing timbers. In some way the door frame 
fell with me and maintained an upright post- 
tion when it stopped, enabling me to extricate 
wyself from the débris and muke an exit to 
the street through an adjoining house, the 
doors to which I kicked in. Meanwhile the 
sprieks and groans of those still imprisoned by 
the wreck furmed a cherus that in connection 
with the howling or the storm made my very 
heart siek. 

**T was, so faras hasty examination could 
show, comparatively uninjured, and at once 
returned over the ruins with several men to 
the rear of the place and extinguished a fire 
that had begun to biazetiercely. By this time 
the rain was falling in torrents, and it was 
ditticult for those who bad gathered from the 
neighborhood or who had been a8 luoky as [ 
was to escape with life, to tell where to begia 
the work of reseue. The vivid ligntniug flashes 
only gave momentary views of the position of 
the ruins and blinded everybody. Among those 
whom I eaw and recognized as having ee 
from Jewel Lodge I can name only one, Mra. 
Lizzie Walters, the Treasurer of the lodge, who 
was covered with dust, drenched by the storm, 
and well-nigh distracted by the probabie fate 
of her aged father, who had attended the 
ledge meeting with her and was still in the 


ruins. 

“The entire building oslnapes® in front and 
rear, and of the east and west 4ide walls pothing 
‘was standing above the second story. ere 
were nearly a hundred members present at our 





in the mass of brick and mortar, some exposed

for initiation. Fully two-thirds of those thera 
were ladies, Besides our lodge another order 
was holding a mesting on the same floor with 
us. A German band was rehearsing On the sec- 
ond floor, and a party of decorators were at 
work in the large hall on that floor, preparing 
for some entertainment. 

“So far as I could judge when I had succeeded 
in escaping, thero were less than a dozen, all 
told, who got out unhurt, and the cries for help 
and zroans that issued from the broken and 
twisted heap were proof that scores were still 
there, unable to escape.” 


WORKING IN DARKNESS. 
The coming of night did not prevent the 
bands of brave rescuers from continuing their 
work, but they seemed to work more silently 
though no less arduously and to take on the 
gruesome appearance of ghouls. As each rem- 
nant of the piles of wreckage was lifted, it waa 
with the anticipation of uncovering to view 
the lifeless form of some human victim of that 
awful storm. In the presence of such awful 
disaster even a whisper sounds so loud that the 


utterer hesitates, half expecting to see the dead 
aroused from his eterna! sleep. 

As the night wore on, the work becsme more 
awful. Then the advantage of light and its 
fear-dispelling quantities were denied the work- 
ers, for all the electric wires were torn down by 
the storm and left the city to be enshrouded in 
the deepest gloom. Still the untiring and 
atrong-hearted workers continued to dig in tha 
storm-made graves of the dead. There is no 
estimating the number of those who lie buried 
in their track. Tne people are still learning of 
missing members of their families, and mothers 
and fathers stand wildly gazing on the ruins 
and calling the Almighty to deliver to them at 
least their dead. 

The streets are thronged with multitudes of 
people to-night. They etand upon the corners 
with tear-dimmed eyes solemnly discussing the 
dreadful catastrophe or move from one point 
of the wrecked district to another gazing at the 
scenes of ruin. There are at least a hundred 
families homeless in the streets that were hap- 
pily situated yesterday in the single possession 
of their homes. One poor woman between her 
half-stifled sobs told how that very evening her 
husband had paid toa building association the 
last dollar they owed upon their house, and 
now all that remains is a confused mass of 
brick and mortar. There are many other casey 
almost paralle} tothis. Notonly were the houses 
aashed to the ground, but the furniturein many 
instanees was entirely destroyed. 

Hundreds of thousands of dollars worth of 
goods lay last night upon the business streets 
at the mercy of thieves. It now seems almost 
impossible to find storehouses for this vast 
amount of merchandise. At many Page 
towering walls of brick are oscillating in the 
air ready to descend at any moment. These 
points of danger are guarded by the police and 
a military company called the uisvilie 
Legion, who drove the surging crowds back at 
the point of the bayonet. At the entrance of 
tne various “dead rooms” stand a breathless 
mob clamoring for admittance, but itis invaria- 
bly refused unless it be to identify some relative 
or friend. 

Coroner H. C. Miller has ordered that no body 
be interred untilit has been viewed by him. 
This has caused some dissension by those who 
wish to take immediate charge of the remains 
of their friends. The telephone wires are all 
down ana it will take ten days to get them up 
and working again. 

The search for victims is going steadily on 
and each hour adds largely to the already long 
list. At many placestne men labor in great 
danger of being buried beneath the tottering 
walls at any moment, and other accidents are 
looked for momentarily. 


A POSSIBLE WATER FAMINE. 
Chief Engineer Hermany visited the water 
works this afternoon and inspected the dam- 
aged portion. He found that the stand pipe 
had been completely blown down, but no other 
damage had been done. This of itself, however, 
is enough, for it will soon leave the city with- 
out water. No pumping can be done, and there 
is only about enough waterin the reservoir to 


last for five days. Attheend of that time ths 
public wells will have to supply the demand. 

Mr. Hermany was asked about how long tt 
would take to repairthe damage and put an 
end to the inevitable water famine. 

“It is impossible,” he said, ‘for me to make 
even an estimate, forido not know. Ihave 
put men to work clearing away the wreck and 
1t will be done immediately. but just how much 
time it will take I donot know. But on accoant 
of the scant supply in the reservoir the city 
will soon be without water. I estimate that 
the damage to the stand pipe will amoun: tu 
about $20,000.” 

This afternoon President Long issued notice 
to all water consumers that, with ths excep- 
tion of the Fire Department, all water supply 
would be turned off for a week, or until re- 
pairs are completed. In the meantime, the 
public is assured that these repairs will be 
prosecuted as diligently as possible. 


SOME OF THE WRECKED BUILDINGS. 

Crushed and blackened ruins mark the spot 
where only last evening stood the splendid, 
large Union Station, at Seventh-street and the 
river. When the crash camo a Louisville South. 
ern train had just comein, and the Ohio and 
Mississippi was ready to pull out, but both wera 
caught by the falling mass and were crushed 
like shells. Tne wide river, disturbed by the 
fury of the tornado, Is yet raging, and what was 


left of the station by the wind is momentarily 
tbreatened by the strong waves that surge 
under and about the platforms. 

The lunch-stand man, William Geizel, was in- 
stantly killed by falling timbers, and eix other 
persons were injured, but none fatally. Owing to 
the speedy removal of the bodies last night, the 
names of the injured could not be learned, but 
some passengers are thought to be among the 
number. A force of men is at work at the sta- 
tion aud while it is building all trains will use 
the Jeffersonville, Madison and Indianapolis 
tracks and the old Onio and Miseissippi station 
at Fourteenth and Main streets. 

From sSeveath-street and tne river as far 
down as can be seen one continuous sea of des- 
olation meets the eye and bewilders the thou- 
sands of spectators who never dreamed of any- 
thing so terrible. Old soldiers who survived 
the stormiest battles of the civil war, scarred 
and thoughtful, walk nervously about, and their 
disconnected utterances tell plainly enough 
that the most horrible catastrophe of their lives 
has been suddenly realized. 

Market-street was this evening a total wreck. 
For blocks every house on that thoroughfare 
had beer more or less damaged, some of them 
destroyed altogether. The tobacco factory of 
Kremelberg &Co.,at 914, was totally demolished, 
as was the building occupied by the dry goods 
store of Otto Huber, at 936. The W. B. Trumbo 
Cowpany’s building, at 932, was blown down te 
the first floor, and, as all the occupanis af the 
house Were at the time of the crash assembled 
on the ground floor, they escaped serious in- 
jury. Three new building, in process of con- 
struction, at 940, 942, and 944 were razed. 

Other of the more important houses on this 








street which were partially or entirely de- 
atroyed by the tornado were those of Mont- 
gomery & Bailey, candy manufacturers, at 


1,018; Beisch & Co., wall paper, at 1,028; 
Frauk Menter, jeweler, at 1,038; F. Heigning, 
china warehouse, at 1,040 and 1,042; Great At- 
lantic and Pacitic Tea Company, at 1,104; 8. 
Huback & Brothers, wall paper, at 1,108; 
Harver & Son, toys, at 1,116; A. Lauber & 
Son, jewelers, at 1,118; I. H. Wateon & Co., 
grocers, at 1,138; the Flavoring Extract Com- 
pany, Market and Eleventh streets, and the im- 
mense iron foundry of Ainslee, Cochran & Uo, 
Besides these business houses, there were half 
@ dozen tenements which were knocked into 
splinters by the tornado, 

The storm seemed only to have swept Broad- 
way from Fifteenth to Ninth streets, but nearly 
all the houses between these streets and on the 
intersecting streets were demolished. Most of 
the cottages, however, and low frame buildings 
escaped without serious injury. From Fif- 
teenth to Sixteenth streets are mostiy small 
frame houses, occupied by colored familiea. 
The roofs of all of them were torn off, but not 
a@ great ainount of damage was done, and none 
of the occupants were hurt, 

From pixteenuth-street down to Nineteenth- 
street, however, the destruction was terrible. 
Mr. Peter Speth and family, who live at No. 
1,603, were quietly seated in their parlor when 
the storm burst with all its fury. The building 
swayed and tottered, and finaily the walls of 
the second story reeied and fell with a re- 
sounding crash. All of the family remained 
huddied in the hallway and escaped withous 
injury. The furniture and the building were 
destroyed, and the total loss will be about 

3,500.

Adjoining is the residence of Mrs. Welsh, 
1,615. It waa literally aemolished. By aimost 
a miracle the members of the family escaped. 
The loss will be about $5,000. Mrs. Joha 
Brown lived at 1,617. Her house received ithe 
full force of the first terrible gust, and the 
walls bent and crumpled like so much a a 
The lady berseif was caught by the falling 
timbers and pinioned to the ground, but her 
husband succeeded in extricating her. She 
was not seriously injured, and was immediate- 
ly removed to the residence of her brother, Mr. 
Peter Speth. Her home is a mass of ruins. 

At 1,619 lived Mrs, Shulte in a fine two-story 
brick building. It was leveled and, together 
with all it contained, is a total lose. The mem- 
bers of the family opened the door and ran out 
when they heard the crash, thus barely saving 
their lives. 

The Catholie buildings at Seventeenth-street 
and Broadway were the Sisters Home, the paro- 
chial school, Fatuer Disney’s residence, anc the 
Sacred Heart Church. They were all biown 
down, and Sister Pius was buried in the ruing, 
Shortly after, when taken out by a rescuing 
party, she was dead. All or the other sisters. 
escaped without injury, ~ 
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Sons, on the corner of Light 

fell and instantly the rerky oto | rcpt 
caused an awful conflagration. The building 
consisted of five stories and was comparatively 
& new structure, By hard work the firemen 
managed to control the blaze despite the char- 
acter of the stuff that filled it. The buildings 
adjacent to it were considerably torn up, and it 
18 quite certain that several dead bodies lay be- 
neath the ruins. The great building at 745 
Main-street, occupied by 8 F. Gunther, tobacco 
broker; H. R. Toewater, and James W. Prath- 
er, was nearly demolished, as was also an 
immense building oecupied by the H. A. Thier- 
man Company, wholesaie liquor dealefa. The 
Langdon-Krieger Saddlery Company, at 787, 
lost the root of their building, and Carter 
Brothers’ storage rooms weré badly damaged, 
Several men were injured in the queensware 
store of Charles Rosenheimarn & Co. at 745. 

SOME ESCAPED, OTHERS WERE KILLED. 

The residence of Matthew Zettler stood apart 
from the other houses and was in an open 
epace. The rear of it was blown away and the 
bricks were scattered all over the adjoining 
eommons, but the members of the family 
rushed to the front door and remained there 
Pe the storm subsided. None of them was 

urt. 

Major Galt of the Louisville and Nashville 
Road and his family, who lived in a two-story 
brick house, were sitting in an up-stairs room 
When the building began rocking, Still they 
apprehended no danger and did not become 
really alarmed until the walls fellin. Major 
Galt succeeded in getting out without injury to 
himself, and then, noticing that his wife was 
not with him, he hurried back into the ruins to 
look for her. The unfortunate lady was found 
buried in a pile of bricks. By a superhuman 
effort her husband succeeded in extricating 
her, and her unconscious iorm was carried to a 
neighvoring Gwelling that had escaped the gen- 
eral destruction, where she was resuscitated, 
A physician was sent for, and examination 
showed that she was not badly hurt. The 
shock to her nervous system was great, how- 
Bver, and she is now lying dangerously ill. The 
house 1s @ total wreck, and nearly all of the fur- 
niture is destroyed, 

Three lives were lost at the eorner of High- 
teenth and Mapie streets. The killed were 
John Emerick, aged forty years; his daughter, 
aged four years, and James Fitzgerald, a neigh- 
bor. Emerick kept a grocery at thatocorner and 
at the time of the acvident there were in the 
store the proprietor, his wife, little daughter, 
ana Fitzgerald. ‘Lhe building was a frame one, 
two stories high. 

At the first gust of the wind the walls doubled 
up and the roof droppedin. Mr. Emerick was 
erushed by the falling timbers and was taken 
out dead ashort time afterward. His wife was 
extricated In an unconscious condition. Later 
in the night the searching party saw a tiny 
hand protruding from the débris, and the man- 
gled form of the baby girl soon lay beside its 
dead father. 

James Fitzgerald, a Louisville and Nashville 
brakeman, Who boarded across the street, was 
missed this morning, and a searchin the ruins 
was wade for him. About 8 o’clock his black- 
sned and bruised corpse was dug out of the 
ruins. He was thirty-five years old, and 
wasasingle man. The bodies were taken in 
eharge by an undertaker and were immediately 
removed from the scene. Emerick’s building 
was totally destroyed, and the light wood of 
which it was bull6é was scattered ail over the 
neighborhood. 

Eleven men were crowded into the little bar- 
ber’s shop of John Reuther, at 1,803 Broadway, 
when the storm burs:. The roof was torn off, 
the second story carried away, and the side 
walls were tumbling in when the men broke the 
windows and doors and ran into the street. Not 
one was hurt in the least, but the building was 
totally destroyed. 

Mrs. Fitzpatrick and her family, who lived at 
1,438 Seventeenth-street, were all gathered in 
an Up-Stairsroom It was impessibie for them 
to get out alter the first shock, and they re- 
mained in the room terrorsiricken. 

The houso is @ large two-story brick, and the 
wWalis fell outward. It bappened that the floor 
upon which they were standing still held up, 
and after the wind had spent its force they 
were able to get down. 

A thrilling experience was that of Mrs. Mary 
Roemeie, who kept a dry goods store at Colgan 
and Seventeenth sirecis. Her house was a new 
brick. At the time of the storm ber nephew, 
Willie Killmir, was with her. When the walls 
began to shake and threaten to fall both of 
them were uearly frightened to death. Without 
pausing to look, they rushed tu the front door 
— as a Whirlwind was passing. It gathered 
n both of them and carried them into the air a 
distances or forty feet. They were both hurled 
against a fence, and remained unconscious until 
they were found by the neighbers a few min- 
utes later. Dr. Andersen was summoned to 
attend them. He found the lady was badly 
bruised anu perhaps hurtinternaliy. Killmir’s 
right arm war broken at the wrist, his ankle 
Was sprained, and there was a deep gash in his 
throat, No vital part was touehed, though, and 
he will recover. The house was destroyed and 
not a thing will be saved, 


HAVOC WORKED AT PARKLAND. 

\ll the entire western portion of Parkland, 
which lies just beyond the southwestern limits 
of the city, was wreeked. The storm struck 
that piace before reaching this city, and its 
course was @ most peculiar one. It did not 
move in a direct line, mowing down a path be- 
fore it, but went about its dreadful work in 


zigzag fashion. On the outskirts of the town 
the two-story brick residence of Mayer Keppers 
was struck by the win'!. The heavy tin roof 
was roiled up like @ piece of paper and carried a 
long distance. Mrs. Keppers wasfill with pneu- 
monia, aud no sooner Rad the reof been blown 
oif than her hueband aud another mau pickea 
up the bed upon which she was lying to earry 
herto a place of saiety. Lhe work was not 
too quickiy begun. No sooner naa they reached 
tne yard with their burden than the full force 
of the wind struck the roofless building and 
swept it down like a shell 

A number of houses wore blown down, but 
the inmates were all up and had time to escape. 
The frame schoolhouse was lifted from its 
foundation and moved several feet. The Daisy 
Line station was almost totally destroyed and 
that track covered with débris for several hun- 
dred yards. The Masonic Temple was injured 
in the upper tloor, but without much damage. 
The residences of Messrs. Gregory, Memser, 
Harrison, Matt Wise, Kane, Sheppard, Barnes, 
Van Pelt, and Kice were all badly damaxed, but 
none of the inmates was hurt. The churehes 
escaped, with the exception of the Baptist, 
which was somewhat twiste’. 

The track of the storm in Parkland was about 
three blocks wide, but in sucha zigzag mavner 
did the tornado travel that it is aimost impos- 
sible to measure the exact tract. To the west 
of the town from the direction in which the 
storm bad come a path several hundred yards 
wide 1s mowed down, the trees being cut off like 
stalks of grain before the reaper’s soythe. 


NO ONE KILLED AT JEFFERSONVILLE. 
Jeffersonville was struck by the cyclone at 
8 o’clock. The roar of the storm was very 
distinctly heard two muies in the country, 


where people wondered what it meant. Fér- 
tunately, not a person was killed in Jefterson- 
ville, though some were badiy hurt. 

: East of Front-street the damage is as fol- 
ows:

$3,000; T. Goldhert, $800; Old Orphans’ Home ana 
property of M. V. McCann, totally demolishea, 
with coal offices and stables, $5,000; Bass prop- 
erty, $1,000; Maybury property, $500; residence 
of Capt. William Howard, totally gone, $4,000; 
two tenements, Maybury property, occupied by 
John Noonan and Henry Eimer, $2,500; Judge 
.Ferguson’s home, $600; Ben Conway’s and Charles 
Collins’s residence, total wreck;. the steamer Lan- 
caster, pilothouse and starboard guards gone, loss 
$200; A. EK. Bailer, residence, $500: Jones Row, 
damaged, $300; ADsolam Singleton, $200; James 
Burke’s and Judge Jaewett’s residences, total 
wrecks, $10,000; residence of the Hon. J. G. 
Howard, damaged; houses of Mr. T. J, Hawkins 
and Thomas McKinney, total wrecks; old glass 
works swept awsy; no damage at Howarid’s 
ship yard; trees, fonces, &c., are all down, and the 
wonder is that no lives were lost, 

The destruction in other parts of the town is 
terrible, and the whole loss is estimated to 
be not lower than $500,000. The force of the 
wind carried everything before it, A skiff was 
littea bodily from the river and blown into the 
second-story window of the_ resicence of 
W. A. W. Dorney. The terrible cloud was 
seen approaching up the river by several 
pergous, who say it looked like a biavk 
fouble funnel, with the narrowest part 
in the middle. Its roar could be heard long be- 
fore it strack the city, and people were alarmed 
by it. At the Strauss House, corner Spring and 
First streets, alarge number of guests were 
gathered, some for shelter. The funnel struck 
jt, and everybody tried to escape. A hail of 
brick and tumbling walls met the fleeing crowd, 
but, strange to say, though the building was 
almost totally wrecked, no one was badly hurt. 
Capt. E. Stratiss was caught by the falling 
wail, but escaped witha stove-up hand anda 
cut on the head. 

At the foot of Front-stroet, near the car works 
pum phouse, are several shanty boats. One, oc- 
tupied by Henry Wilkins, three children, and 
wife, was bodily lifted and thrown into the 
river and the inmates flung into the water, 
where they would have drowned but for Frank 
Wallace and a number of car works employes, 
who heroically risked their own lives. Voices 
could not be heard above the roar of the cyclore, 

nd the waves dashed in fury wpon the bank, 
Cireatonind to carry everything away. 


MEASURES OF RELIEF. 
A well-attended mesting of the Board of 
Trade was held at noon to-day with the inten- 
tion of discussing some measure for the relief 


pf the sufferers, President William Cornwall, 
Jr., presiding. A relief committee of fifty mem- 
bers was selected by the President and con- 
rented to serve. It was decided that fonr mem- 
bers should be assigned to each square and all 
parts of the wrecked district be visited. An es- 
timate of the damage Will be!mmediately made 
and the firat help extended to the poor people 
in @ destitute condition; then the committee 
will turn its attention to revairing the damage. 
It was requested thatthose having teams should 
close their business and use every effort to as- 
sist those needing help. An Executive Commit- 
tee of seven Was also selected to secure homes 
for those who are homeless. Within 3 few 
minutes after the passage of those resolutions 
$15,000 had been subscribed. 

At the meeting of the General Relief Com- 
mittee of the Board of Trade at 6 P. M. reports 
were he from the canvassing committees. 
The City Council had been officially added to 
the committees so ag to secure unanimity of 





action. They were represented in the Execu- 
tive Committee by CounciJmen Stall and Eyler. 
Chief of Police Taylor was present to represent 
Mayor Jacob, who is ex officio a member of the 
Executive Committee. 

Reports showed that the total eevet subscrip- 
tion was $20,000, to: which is added $ 00 
voted as a relief appropriation by the City 
Council. It was determined bz resolution to 
use the citizens’ subscriptions at once and to 
reserve the $20,000 voted by the Council till 
private aid bad been exhausted. Tne Hon. 
Harry Weissinger was appointed a committes 
of one to join with City Engineer Scowden in 
securing a force in clearing the streets. Early 
this morning Chief of Police Taylor, by order of 
the City Council, was put in charge of 120 men 
to remove wreckage. Chief Taylor divided them 
into two details, sixty for day and sixty for 
night service. The sixty day men were put to 
work at once upon the Falls City Hall ruin, 
where most were killed. They have been busy 
all day removing acbris and recovering bodies. 
The sixty of the night detail were put to work 
at the same place to-night. To supplement tho 
work of these, Weilssenger and Scowden 
will employ about three hundred men 
and begin to remove the wreckage 
from the streets where travel is now 
blocked. The most important of these now 
is Market between Ninth and Eleventh. Main- 
street was opened at 5 P. M. Anumber of resi- 
dence streets are still choked with beams and 
piles of brick and mortar. As soon a3 these are 
cleared the men under Wissinger will be used to 
give relief to the most needy in clearing their 
premises and in furnishing rations where abso- 
lutely needed, 

The feeling of the committee was thatas yet 
there 1s no absolute suffering among the unin- 
jured; that the people are panio-strieken and do 
not as yet know what they require, while the 
committee must take time to investigate de- 
mands so far as possible. Tho weather is mild 
and care will be taken that none suffer from 
hynger. 

n discussing the reports of the committees 
making house to house investigations, a con- 
siderable diversity of opinion as to actual 
property loss was developed. The lowest esti- 
mate putit at $1,000,000, the highest at $3,- 
000,000, and the best, grounded upon facts, 
presented, placed it at $2,500,000. There is 
almost nginsurance. It was finally voted that 
the Chairman of the committee should prepare 
a statement to be authoritative for the use of the 
Associated Press. This was overlooked by a 
wajority of the committee and approved. It is 
as follows: 


A CONSERVATIVE ESTIMATE OF LOSS, 
To the People: 

The calamity that has overtaken thecity of Louis- 
ville by the cyclone of last night about 9 o’olock 
spread over a territory of our city covering a space 
of ground some four hundred yards wide and three 
tiles in length through the business and residence 
person of our city. The loss of life is in the neigh- 

orhood, if is believed, of some seventy-five per- 
sors, and the loss to the city, the calamity in damage 
to houses and goods, is believed not to exceed two 
millions of dollars. While the calamity is a great 
one, our citizens feel able tocope with it and are 
not cast down, but will at once proceed to repair 
and resume in the channels now interrupted. In 
all other portions of the city business is resuming 
its usual channels,

THE CITY OF LOUISVILLE. 

Louisville is the largest and most important 
town in the State of Kentucky, and, next to 
Cincinnati, in that section of the country. It is 
a city which has grown most rapidly In re- 
cont years, a result, perhaps, of its singularly 
200d natural location. It is on the banks of the 
Ohio River, 180 miles below Cincinnati, just at 
what are called the ‘ falls” in the river. 

Itisan important manufacturing city and is 
the largest market for leaf tobacco in the United 
States. The great tobacco warehouses, many of 
which were destroyed by this tornado, were dis- 
tinotively a feature of the city’s sights and were 
looked upon a good deal in the light of orna 
ments. 

Louisville is an exceptionally beautiful city, 
Its streets were laid out more with the view of 
making the town beautiful than in economizing 
in the matter of space—from the nature of the 
level plain on which it was bulit, there was po 
necessity for that—and in the style of architect- 
ure of its buildings there is none of the same- 
ness which usually characterizes structures in 
other cities of the same size, The streets were 
broad and always well kept, and many of them 
were avenues lined on either side by spreading 
shade trees, 

In many sections of the city the dwelling 
houses were built away back from tie pavement, 
leaving a garden in front and on one or both 
sides, and some of the houses boast of inci- 
dental lawns which are ordinarily found ooly 
at country residences. 

The principal business interesta of this unfort- 
unate city are the manufacture of leaf tobac- 
co, distilling of whisky and beer brewing, pork 
packing, the sugar curing of hams, the tanning 
of leather, and the manufacture of cement. 

The population of Louisville is in the neizh- 
borhood of 200,000 souls. It is the county 
seat of Jefferson County. 


METROPOLIS ALMOST WIPED OUT. 


SCORES OF LIVES REPORTED LOST BY A 
FEARFUL CYCLONE. 


METROPOLIS, IIL, March 28.—This town was 
visited by the most fearful storm yesterday 
that has ever occurred in its history, resulting 
in the wounding and death of a portion of its 
citizens and such a wholesale destruction of 
property as was never known before. 

Nothing peculiarly strange in the appearance 
of the skies had occurred to forewarn the most 
cautious persons, save the greenish cast of the 
heavens. Suddenly there came from the south- 
west a whiriwind, apparently born of the 
union of two clouds which met in mid-air, ina 
moment swooped down into the Ohio River, 
now at tlood tide, and, on lifting, there followed 
it a column of water estimated all the way from 
50 to 200 feet in height. This curious phenom- 
ena swept onward, striking the river front like 
the sledge hummer of Hercules, 

The first buildings to go were the large three- 


story bricks owned by D. Davis and B. Baer & 
Co. They were wrecked in the twinkling of an 
eye. The large three-story flouriug mills of 
Quante & Brother were struck simultaneously, 
alarge partot the upper portion of the buila- 
ing being carried away. The notel property of 


Jobn N. Allen followed in the general wreck. . 


Sheiton Brothers’ machine shops, a new in- 
dustry only started up, were kuocked into 
splioters in a moment. 

The stave works of Glass & Minton were the 
next to go. The Metropolis Woolen Millis 
shared the same fate. Kraper’s cigar factory 
is so badly damaged that the concern is remov- 
ing to-day where the stoek can be kept in 
safety. ‘he new brick residence of A. Quante 
is unroofed and theend blown in. Withit went 
the third story of the First National Bank 
Building. William Eberlish’s frame residence 
and the brick residence of Capt. John Joiner 
and John Norden were Wrecked completely. 

Vhe two-story brick residence occupied by 
Postmaster Slack sucoumved to the storm, The 
two-story brick wagon and carriage factory of C. 
C. Whitman is a partial wreck. The jail aud city 
buildings enter the general ruins. Cooley’s and 
Copelund’s livery stavles are also damaged. 
Two-story brick residence of Solomon ‘Tou- 
houser has the ena blown out, 

The new two-story storehouse and residence 
of Jeff Shepard is blown down to the founda- 
tion, In this building were Mr. Shepard, his 
wife, and sen Ollie, John Kerth, Jr., ond Mrs. 
Mary Keebler. Mrs. Shepard’s thigh is broken, 
Mrs. Keebler’s arm is broken, and the men are 
padly bruised, but no bones are broken. 

‘Yhe residence of William Mathias was swept 
from over the heads of hitsselfand family, com- 
posed of a large number of little children, not 
a soul being hurt, ‘Lhe upper story of Rankin’s 
brick residence, owned vy J. M. Choat, was 
wreeked. The Empire Flouring Mills are un- 
roofed anda large portion of the walls are 
down. Nearthem lived Emily Marshall, col- 
ored woman, and theowner of two comfortable 
residences. Both of them were desiroyed and 
the owner was instantly killed. 

The large handsome residence of B. Baer, 
uncompleted, was wrecked. ‘The brick resi- 
dence of Daniel Proctor is destroyed. The 
private residence of Jobn Allen, No. 2, was 
swept entirely away, and the owner badly 
wounded. Three box cars on one side track of 
the St. Louis and Terre Haute Railway were 
blown trom the track, and a fourth Is literally 
splitintwo. The station is smashed in and un- 
roofed. . 

he residénce of Green Choate, an old man 
sick in bed, was blown down. Mrs: Catherine 
James is badly hurt by falling walls of the resi- 
dence. At the stave factory of Glass & Minton, 
Mr. Glass was badly hurt, and Thomas Rob- 
bins, a hand, had both arms broken. The reat- 
dence of Henry Riggins, colored, was blown 
away and his wife seriously injured. 

Jn the country the devastation is even more 
appalling. On William SBruner’s farm, the 
residence and outbuildings are a gs | swept 
away. Mrs. George Mathews had her leg 
broken, Kingston Chapel and the graveyard 
adjoining, gravestones and all, are wiped from 
the face of the earth. Gus Kelk had a barn 
knocked down and two mules killed. The 
houses and barns of Harris Leech, fred Munger, 
George Nuttendorf, Fred Baker, Frank Jones, 
Jack Gurley, Tom Protlit, Mrs. King, Barrett 
Litton, and a host of others are all gone. 

A quarter of a million is perdaps not an exag- 
goerated estimate of the loss. 


Metropolis was, until this calamity befell it, 
a flourishing little town of about 4,500 popula- 
tion. Itis the capital of Massac County, and is 
situated on the Ohio River, thirty-eight miles 
above Cairo. It is built on comparatively high 


ground, well above the flood water mark of 
the river, and has never suffered from the 
general overflows of the Ohio, which oc- 
cur 80 frequently, and which have caused such 
great losses. it boasts of many handsome 
public buildings and private residences, and is 
a good deal of a manufacturing town. There 
ure there a large saw mill, flour mills, a ship 
yard, a tobacco factory, and potteries. Two 
newspapers supply the phe oar with their 
local news, and eight churches afford them 
ample means of attending to their spiritual 
welfare. 


* BOWLING GREEN DESTROYED. 


THAT LITTLE TOWN ALSO STRUCK BY 
THE TORNADO. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, March 28.—Late dispatches 
state that the tornado struck the town of Bowl- 
ing Green, Warren County, Ky., and complete- 
ly wiped it out. As the wires are down no de- 
tailed report can be obtained, and but the 


meagre fact that the calamity had occurred has 
been received. 

Bowling Green has a popelation of about 
5,000 inhabitants, and the loss of life is eon- 
jectured to be correspondingly large. 


Bowling Green is a pretty little town on the 
Barren River, known principally as a con- 
venient place from which to atart on the journey 
to Kentucky’s famous Mammoth Caye, which is 


about thirty miles away. The town, which is 
114 miles southwestof Louisville, is the capital 
of Warren County, and, being situated at the 
head of navigation in the river, has grown to 
bo considerable of a shipping point. Its popula- 
tion at the last census was 5,090; it is on a 
branch of the Louisville and Great Southern 
Railroad, and supports a college, three bauks, 
several mills, mauy churches, and two news- 
papers. 


Pee Seen 
AWFUL WORK IN TENNESSEE. 
LIVES LOST AND HOUSES DESTROYED 
IN SEVERAL TOWNS. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Mareh 28.—Tho storm in 
this section of the State was the most severe 
known in many years, and dispatches received 
from various points tell a sad story of the 
frightful havoc of the wind. The damage in 
Nashville was not serious, although a very 
strong gale prevailed for hearly two hours, but 
surreunding towns ‘suffered greatly. Scores 
of private residences and business houses were 
blown down or partially destroyed, some were 
consumed by flames originating from lamps 
that had been overturned when the orash came, 
people were buried under the débris and in 
some instances killed or dangerously injured, 
and several trainmen lost their lives in a wreck 


duo to a collision with trees blown across the 
railroad track. 

Full details of the work of the wind have not 
been received, but enough has been learned to 
show that the fury of the tornado was terrible. 
At 10 o’clock the residence of John Hibbell, 
two and a half miles from Gallatin, was demol- 
ished, and Mr. Hibpell, his wife, their eighteen- 
months-old baby and two sons, and Miss Lang- 


ford were caught under the timbers, Mrs. Hib- 
bell, unaided, removed the débris under which 
her hnusbahd was lying, and finally crawled 
through the storm to the house of a neighbor 
for assistance. Mr. Hibbell died at 4 
o’clock this morning. The babe and Miss 
Laugford wers instantly killed, the throat of 
the latter being gashed from ear to ear by the 
jagged woodwork, Her skull was also crushed, 

three-year-old son of Mr. Hibbell wandered 

o the home of a neighbor, and an examination 
showed that he was only slightly hurt. The 
Kitchen, the only partof Mr. Hibbdell’s house 
that was not demolished, caught fire and was 
Tedueed to ashes. Mr. Hibbell was a proii- 
nent farmer and a brother-in-law of the Rev. 
M. B. De Witt, D. D., of Nashville, General Sup- 
erintendent of the Sunday schools of the Cum- 
beriand Presbyterian Church, 

The residence of William Patterson, across 
the turnpike from Mr. Hibbell’s home, was 
wrecked, and a small building in which four 
young men were sleeping was blown fiity yards 
away. Oneof the uumber, named Patterson, 
received internal injuries, from the effects of 
which it is thought he will die. Jefferson Me- 

amie, who was also in the building, was pain- 
ully bruised. ‘The residence of James 
Patterson, on the turnpike leadiug to Harts- 
Ville, was more or less damaged. Mr. 
Patterson was hurt by falling timbers 
and his wifeand two other ladles sustained 
Blight injuries. Mrs. Tatem, who resided at 
the home of L. A. Green in that vicinity, had a 
thigh broken. She is quite old, and will proba- 
biy not recover. The house of John Alexander 
was unroofed, and several head of stock ina 
barn were killed. Miss Alice Turner and her 
brother, Erskine Turner, were seriously hurt, 
their residence being blown dowa. D. M. Phil- 
lips’s house was demolished, 

The iron bridge over Deshers Creek on tho 
Chesapeake and Nashville Railroad wasthrown 
into the creek. The 200-foot trestle was con- 
verted into kindling wood. The bridge cannot 
be replaced for several weeks. 

Tbe storm struck the town of Rogana, a few 
miles from Gallatin, with territic force, blowing 
away every house with one exception. House- 
hold goods and portions of buildings are scat- 
tered far and wide. A child of Postmaster 
Woods was killed. 

The best portion of the town of Fayetteville,. 
in Lincoln County, was almost entirely de. 
stroyed, One person was killed and many in 
jured, some of them seriously. The path of the 
storm was about a quarter of a mile wide and 
through the most densely-populated portion of 
the place. Nota singie house in the path es- 
caped, The roofs of nearly all the business houses 
were Carried away and the stocks of goods 
damaged by the heavy rains that followed. Dicie 
Green, colored, was Killed, Mrs, W. L.Shotner waa 
severely hurt, and Dr, W. F. Crunk was injured 
by the fall of the walls of his house. The build- 
ing caught fire, and was entirely destroyed. 
The kev. R. M. Woodward was severely hurt. 
Mrs, Redman had arib broken, David Thomp- 
son and wite, colored, were probably fatally 
injured. Henry Wilson, colored, had his shoul- 
der blade broken and was internally injured, 
William Markham, colored, had his collar bone 
broken. 

Milton College was totally destroyed, and the 
timbers blown into Rose Hill Cemetery, several 
hundred yards’ distant. The Baptist, Method- 
ist, and Christian churches were demolished; 
also nearly allthe colored churehes, Several 
persons were seriously hurt at Fosterville, 
forty-six miles from Nashville, on the Nash- 
vilte, Chattanooga and 8t. Leuis Railway. The 
stores of L, H. Edwards and H. E. Turner were 
blown down and burned with their contents. 
Miss Edwards was seriously hurt, the sight of 
one eye being lost. Patterson, Harris, and 
Thomas Faulkner were injured. The former had 
his shoulder dislocated, one hand broken, and 
his heat bruised. A ebilad of J. A. Elam had 
his leg broken and his head bruised. The new 
Cumberland Presbyterian church was demol- 
ished. Ten houses were destroyed and the sta- 
tion was blown across the railroad tracks. Men, 
women, and children were blown out of their 
homes, 

A sad story comes from Belleview, Ky., where 
the store of McGhee Brothers was wrecked and 
burned. John MoGhee, a member of the firm; 
Chester Gray, and Marshall Blakeley, both col- 
ored, Were burned to death. Mr. McGhee ha 
just stepped out on a front veranda to wate 
the storm, when the building turned over and 
he was buried under the timbers. The lamps 
were lignted, and they set fire to the bnilding. 
Mr. McGhee’s wife was at the dwelling, about 
seventy-five yards away, and saw the disaster. 
She ran to the store and talked with her 
husband, who begged piteously for help. 
The fire was closing around him, but in the ex- 
citoment nothing could be done, and his wife 
was forced to stand stilland see her husband 
literally roasted to a erisp. Nothing but the 
skull and a few ribs of the unfortunate man 
were left to be interred. 


DAMAGE DONE AT PRINCETON, IND. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Maroh 28.—A Sentinel 
special from Prineeton, Ind., says: ‘Shortly 
before 6 o’clock last night a tornado swept over 
the country just north and west of this city, 
doing an immense amount of damage to farm- 
houses, farms, and valuable timber. The West- 
ern Union wires were blown down for some dis- 


tance, and on the farm of Richard Biggs about 
the only thing left standing was his residence. 
His little son was struck by a piece of timber 
and hurt. 

Next to this was the farm of Robert Howe, 
and all the buildings, including his residence, 
were almost totally wrecked. Mr. Howe re- 
ceived some bad bruises and his wife and baby 
were served in the same way. On the farms of 
John Sloan, Samuel Hargrave, Hiram Keith, 
and Jesse Glas, the:damage isgreat. The last- 
pomee farmer lost several valuable horses by 

is barn being blown upon them. No out- 
buildings were left standing on either of the 


farms. 

White Church, just west of the city, is ruined. 
At Lyles Station, five miles west, Ralph Ashby 
is badly hurt; the roof of his residence falling 
in on him held him down till assistance came 
to take him out. In short, at least tifty build- 
ings iu this county have been wrecked, together 
with a large number of valuable stock killed. 
The total loss will be great. 


MANY LIVES LOST AT MARION. 

MARION, Ky., Mareh 28.—This city was dev- 
astated by the same storm that wrought such 
ruin at Louisville. There was great loss of life. 


HEAVY STORMS IN OTHER PLACES 

LINCOLN, Neb., March 28.—A cold rain last 
night and early this morning was followed 
about noon to-day by a big fall of the thermom- 
eter, the rain turned into snow, and with the 
high wind accompanying, a blizzard in a mild 
form, excepting the intense cold, resulted, 
Trains on ail lines are somewhat delayed and 
street cars are impeded. No serious damage is 
reported. 

CHICAGO, March 28.—About four and one-half 
inches of soggy, wet snow fell here last night, 
and the wind reached a velocity of sixty miles 


an hour. A good many chimnies were toppled 
over, signs blown down, and telegraph and 
telephone communication more or less de- 
moralized by the snapping of snow-laden wires 
and the blowing down of poles. Incoming 
trains from every direction were more or less 
delayed, No serious accident from the storm 
has been reported from any quarter in this 
neighborhood. 

STAUNTON, Va., Mareh 28.—A very heavy 
windstorm has prevailed here sinee noon, un- 
roofing houses, uprooting trees, and blowing 
down fences, 


CHARLOTTE, N. Y., March 28.—A furious 
storm, with sleet and snow, commenced about 
midnight and atill continues with unabated 


fury. Much anxisty is feit for the vessels whieh 
were on the lake last night. The schooner Wa- 
tertown, one of the largest vessels on the lake, 
went ashore early this morning near Bear 
Creek, twelves miles east of Charlotte. Se is 
owned by Folger Brothers of Kingston, Onta- 
rio. She has a catgoof 500 tons of ice for E.

The huge bail of brass shat crowned the 
pole was burled to the sidewalk and narrowly 
escaped striking a pedestrian, who was stunned 
by the lightning stroke. 

MILLVILLE, N. J., March 28.—Violent thunder- 
storms have prevailed throughout Cumberland 
County to-day. Early this morning lightning 
struck Enoch Moore’s livery stable in Bridgeton 
and killed a horse, and a Jittle later the barn of 
Ladlam Hand,on the outskirts of Bridgeton, 
was struck, set on fire, and consumed. About 4 
o'clock this afternoon there was a violent 
wind and rain storm in Millville, deluging 
the streets, flooding cellars, and uprooting a 
number of trees. Hail accompanied the rain, 
and considerable damage has been done to 
pesch and other fruit trees throughout the 
county. During the gale Zachariah Parsons 
(colored) took refuge in a barn near South Vine- 
land, tne barn was damolished and Parsons 
was killed by the falling timbers.

CYCLONES AND TORNADOES. 


SOMETHING OF THE JLIFE AND PROP- 
ERTY DESTROYED IN RECENT YEARS. 


The difference between a cyclone and a tor- 
nado {s not generally understood. A cyclone 
is a low-area storm with an atmospheric press- 
ure below the average and a wind system 
blowing spirally inward and upward. It is far- 
ther characterized by cloudy weather, south- 
erly and easterly winds, precipitation, temper- 
ature that is oppressive in Summer and 
abnormally bigh in Wiuter, a falling barometer, 
and an increasing humidity. 

The cyclone is elliptical in form, and in the 
United states generally has its major axis from 
West-southwest to east-northeast, with a mean 
velocity varying. from GUO to 900 miles a day. 
A tornado is a local disturbance resulting from 
the meeting of acurrent of warm air from the 
south and a current of eold air from the north, 
both blowing toward the centre of the cyclone. 
While a cyclone may be a general storm ex- 
tending across a continent, as in the pres- 
ent instance, and exerting an influence 
on vast areas, a tornado is purely local and 
rarely has a width of more than three-qharters 
of a mile, while its length is due entirely to its 
forve. Atornadoisa gigantic whirlwind, and 
its principle of existence and operation is the 
Same as that of the ordinary whirlwind, the 
difference being only in magnitude, 

Every inuabitant of Central Kentucky is 
familiar with these tornadoes, although that 
which occurred at Louisvilleis probably the 
most violent, as itis certainly the most disas- 
trous, the State has ever known. These torna- 
does come with alarming suddenness, and the 
more powerful ones are accompanied sy | a tre- 
mendous roaring that is terrifying. t often 
happens, too, that the phenomena are marked 
by a dense cloud of reddish-brown color. This 
rushing, whirling volume tears along in its nar- 
row path, tearing up trees and demolishing 
buildings until its force is spent. Tornadoes of 
such violence as to demolish or even unroot a 
well-built house, however, are rare in Ken- 
tucky, The average Kentucky tornado confines 
itself to the destruction of cornfields and fences. 

One of the most notabie recent cyclones was 
that of 1888, which lasted from Aug. 16 to 22, 
inclusive, and, starting from the West Indies, 
erossed the Gulf of Mexico, entered the United 
States at a pointin Western Louisiana, curved 
off toward the northeast, and with slight vari- 
ation went directly across the country to New- 
England, whence it passed off into the Atlantic. 
This storm was excessively damaging to crops, 
buildings, bridges, and everything that coulda 
be injured by excessive rain and violent winds. 
The damage in Louisiana alone was estimated 
at $500,000, and that tothe whole country 
could not havé been less than half as much 
again. 

The island of Guadeloupe was devastated 
Sept. 6, 1865, by a tornado, and there was great 
loss of both life and property. The cyclone of 
1873, extending from Aug. 14 to 27, inclusive, 
and known as the ‘* Nova Scotia cyclone,” 13 
one of the most destructive that ever visited 
the Atlantic coast. It recurved between the 
island of Bermuda and Capo Hatteras, and its 
centre at no time touched the coastline, One 
thousand two hundred and twenty-three ves- 
sels are known to have been destroyed by it 
and 223 human lives were definitely reported 
as lost. Jt has been estimated that at least six 
hundred lives were lost in this storm, including 
the crews of missing vessels that were never 
heard from. Tbe storm seriously crippled the 
fishing interests of both the United States and 
Canada, and the pecuniary loss was estimated 
at more than $3,500,000. 

On Sept. 15, 1875, a cyelone occurred at In- 
dianola, Texas, and nearly destroyed that place. 
The wind reaclied a velocity of eighty-eight 
miles per hour, and this, with a general inun- 
dation from the sea, resulted in the loss of 176 
human lives and more than $1,000,000 worth 
of property. This same storm then moved 
noribeastward across the United States and left 
the coast between Capes Henry and May, de- 
stroying proverty and causing many marine 
disasters. The cyclone of October, 1878, first 
damaged buildings and sank shipsin Havana. I¢ 
thenentered the United States near Wilmington, 
N. C., and moving due north passed over Wash- 
ington and Eastern Pennsylvania and left the 
coast at Portland, Me. This storm totally de- 
stroyed more than 700 buildings in Philadelphia 
alone, sank twenty-two vessels there, and killed 
eight people and injured many more. Other 
loss of life was reported from the path of the 
storm, while many ships were wrecked on the 
coasts of North Oarolina, Virginia, and New- 
Jerasy. 

The cyclone of August, 1879, did an enormous 
amount of damage to maritime and inland 
property. It skirted the coast trom Cape Look- 
out, N. ©., to Eastport, Me. The wind reached 
a velocity of 138 miles per hour at Cape Look- 
out, where the anemometer was carried away. 
On Aug. 23,1881, a cyclone entered the United 
States near Savannab, and followed & very un- 
usual course northwestward to Minnesota 
The loss of life and damage to property in 
Charleston, 8 C., Tybee Island, and along 
the coast was very great. Four hundred 
lives were lost and hundreds of houses 
were destroyed. Charleston was visited by a 
similar stermin August, 1885, when twenty- 
one lives were lost and $2,000,000 worth of 
property was destroyed. In August, 1886, a 
cyclone completely destroyed Indianola, Texas, 
which had been almost swept away in 1875. 
Not a house was left standing, and more than a 
score of lives were lost. 

The recent awful loss of life at Mount Vernon, 
Tll., was due to a tornado, and the great Samoan 
disaster of less than a year ago was due to a 
similar cause. The great difference betwoen 
the pressure at the storm centre and its rear 
sometimes causes a&@ storm wave to follow in 
the path of the eyclone, thus {nundating such 
low-lying, level lands as are inits course. In 
such cases, if the land is inhabired, the lvss of 
human life sometimes has been enormous, 
The Calcutta cyclone of Oct. 5, 1864, was 
followed by a storm wave of sixteen feet 
over the level delta of the Ganges, and 
45,000 people were killed. Again, on Oct. 31, 
1876, the Backergunge cyclone was accompa- 
nied by a storm wave that covered the Eastern 
edge of the delta of the Ganges with water 
from ten to nearly fifty feet in depth. The 
lowest estimate fixed the number of people 
killed by this wave at more than 100,000.

READY TO GIVE HELP. 

CoLtumBus, Ohio, March 28.—Gov. Campbell 
has been endeavoring all day to learn what ald 
he can render the suffering thousands at Lonis- 
ville. Telegrams sent early this morning to the 
Mayor of the stricken city have not yet been 
answered. The Governor has offered to send 
1,500 tents at once and supplies of any 


kind desired. <A telegram from Gov. Buek- 
ner was received from Lexington  to- 
night to the effect that communication 
with the stricken city was cut off, and as yet he 
had heard nothing except that contained in the 
peess dispatches. A public meeting of citizens 
will be held at the Board of Trade rooms to- 
morrow morning, when arrangements will be 
perfected to receive contributions. 

Sr. Louis, March 28.—On learning the extent 
of the calamity at Louisville, Mayor Noonan of 
this city to-day wired the Mayor of Louisville 
extending the city’s sympathy and proffering 
substantial aid if needed. Riehard Mansfield, 
the tragedian, now playing here, sna whois 
booked for an engagement in Louisville week 
after next, has wired Henry Watterson of the 
Courier-Journal offering to give nis’ entire 
Easter week profits to the storm sufferers. 

INDIANAPOLIS, March 28.—The Relief Commit- 
tee of the Indianapolis Board of Trade, under 
the leadership of Col. Eli Lilly, left this city at9 
A. M, to-day for Louisville, with a corps of sur- 





geons and surgical appliances, The Colunel 
also carried $1,000 to relieve the immediate 
wants of the destitute and suffering. 


QUEER WEATHER IN THIS CITY. 


NEW-YORKERS SEE HALF A DOZEN 
ene» CHANGES DURING THE DAY. 


The weather in New-York yesterday at one 
time assumed a rather alarming aspect in view 
of the frightful disaster that had occurred at 
Louisville. About 4:30 o’clock P, M. the —_ 
became suddenly enveloped in a dense biac 
cloud, and timid people began to fear that the 
inetropolia was on the eve of a cyclone of its 
own. In the next half hour some remarkable 
changes occurred. 

At 4:30 o’clock the cloud was so opaque that 
artificial light had to be usedin the editorial 
rooms of THtr TIMES, apartments whose win- 
dows are unobstructed by any surrounding ob- 
jects. All at once a shaft of white licht spread 
along the North River, clearly revealing the fer- 
ryboats and ships and outlining the buildings on 
the Jersey snore. The effect was singularly 
theatrical. It looked as if some mammoth 
bunch-light was shooting its rays across the 
back of a gigantic dark scene. In et oe | other 
direction it was almost as dark as night, the 
only relief being turnished by a curious pink 
tinge low down on the horizon to the northeast. 

Within five minutes the shaft of white light 
was lostinadense volume of fog that rolled 
down the Hudson in such @ mass that the river 
could not be seen from the top of TH TIMES 
Building. In the next ten minutes the white 
shaft appeared again and gradually broadened 
until the blue sky was plainly seen overhead 
through the rifts in the clouds. All these 
changes occurred within twenty minutes, but 
with no more serious effect than to frighten 
some people and to wet others, for considerable 
rain fell meantime 

Sergt. Dunn of the Signal Service Bureau 
said that the storm was centred over Lake 
Erie yesterday and was moving eastward, 
Rain bad fallen in all the States south of the 
lakes, and snow was falling in the lake re- 
gion, Northern New-York, New-England, and 
Canada. High winds were reported in all the 
States east of the Mississippi and along the 
Atlantic coast, where there was also a dense 
fog, the winds and the fog combining to make 
navigation perilous, The fail of snow inthe 
Northern States was from four to five inches, 
and the temperaturein the lake region was 
about the freezing point. 

Sergt. Dunn said that the disaster in Louis- 
Ville was due to ob yore tornado, which was @ 

art of the general storm and was caused by 

he meeting of a warm current moving from 
the south with a coid current moving from the 
north. These opposite currents move toward 
the storm centre and usually come together to 
ae souewer or rear of the storm centre, be- 
cause the colder air from the north, being under 
greater pressure, travels faster than the warmer 
current from the south. This is what causes 
local tornadoes, many of which have followed 
the general cyclone in its journey eastward, 
and have prevailed in Kansas, Illinois, Tennes- 
see, Kentucky, Indiana, and Onio In tne 
opinion of Sergt. Dunn these tornadoes have 

een the most Violent and destructive known 
nh yoars. 

The cyclone or general storm formed near 
Salt Lake on Wednesday and started eastward. 
Thursday it centred over Eastern Kansas and 
oroduced a blizzardin the Northwest. Its in- 
Toonee extended to the Gulf of Mexico and 
caused high winds from the south, especially 
in Texas, The storm centre continued to move 
eastward across [llinois, Ohio, Kentucky, and 
Northern Virginia, carrying in its track the 
tornadoes, the most violent of which was at 
Louiaville. , : 

The temperature yesterday in New-York City 
was very even. At 3 o’clook A. M. Hudnut’s 
thermometer registered 42% At 6 A. M. the 
mercury had failen to 37°, where it remained 
antil noon, when it took an upward turn to 41° 
and remained there at 3:30 P. M. The rainfall 
was heavy in the morning and was accompanied 
by thunder andlightning and stiff winds. Sub- 
sequently the rainfall wa 8 intermittent and the 
winds decreased in velocity from thirty-six to 
twelve miles per hour. 


MANY ANXIOUS SOUTHERNERS HERE. 
The New-York offices of the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad Company were visited by 


hosts of seekers after information of the Loais- 
ville calamity. Many of the inquirera were 
curions merely, more were anxious, At the 
offices of other corporations with Loulaville 
connections there were crowds of callers seek- 
ing details. But at all the offices there was a 
lack of definite news. 

President Norton of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville Company did hia utmost to obtain a tele- 
graphic report which would be of value, but it 
was impossible to get any information beyond 
that given in press dispatches. Telegraphic 
service was 80 poor by reason of the storm’s 
ravages that private dispatches could not get 
prompt transmission, and so demoralized was 
the panio-stricken town that delivery of 
messages to addressed persons there was a 
practical impossibility. 

Such news as was received in Wall-street’s 
special dispatches only corroborated fully the 
horrors told in the press reports, 

A Director of the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad said that that company, whatever its 
own loss might be, would contribute liberally 
of its means to help the stricken city. He be- 
lieved that corporations with headquarters in 
Wall-street having Louisville relations wouid 
contribute or cause to be contributed close to 
$1,000,000 if such aid be needed. And ever 
Tailroad entering the city, it was said, wil 
promptly offer free transportation for relief 
supplies. 

Col. William E. Sinu, manager of the Brook- 
lyn Park Theatre, has offered the use of his 
theatre to the Mayor and citizens of Brook- 
lyn for a_ relief meeting in aid 
the Louisville sufferers. Col. Sinn 
instructed Manager Macauley of 
Louisville Opera House to draw on him for 
$100 for the sufferers. The zeal thus shownin 
the matter of relieving the distressed districts 
is highly commendable, and will meet with 
hearty co-operation.

NEWS FOR THE ANGLERS 


THE TROUTING SEASON TO BR. 
GIN ON TUESDAY. 
FISHERMEN ANTICIPATING GOOD sPORT 
ON LONG ISLAND—BILLS BEFORE 

THE LEGISLATURE. 


Trout anglers are happy in the thought that 
their favorite sport can be indulged in next 
Tuesday on Long Island. The opening day 
will be observed religiously by many members 
of the South Side, Amityville, and Suffolk an- 
sling clubs, and the rush to the island will 
probably be larger than in manyaday. The 
Beason is an early one, and there is no reason 
Why at the preserves some very nice trout 
should not be taken. 

Fish Commissioner Eugene G. Blackford will, 
#8 usual, display a number ofthe beauties at Ful- 
ton Market, as has been his custom for several 
years past. Mr, Blackford is only sorry that 
there are no new varieties for nim to show. 
Everything in the trout line has already been 
exhibited. They may all be seen next Tues- 
day—handsome varieties of rainbow brown 
trout, Dolly Vardens, Canadian wild trout, and 
some of the beautiful brook trout of Long Ial- 
and, 


To anglers who have no preserves to go to, 
the opening of the season on Long Island does 
not bring visions of joy and anticipations of 
fine sport. The free wator containing trout is 
scarce, and not very reliable at best There 
is a little of such water at Glen Cove, on 
Smithtown River, at Farmingdale, Eastport, 
and along the South Side Railroad east of 
Patchogue. Sometimes a few nice trout are 
caught in the small streams whieh flow into 
South Oyster Bay. Massapequa Lake last 
Spring was a fair fishing ground. This year, 
however, the lake has been partially drawn, 
and workmen employed by the Brooklyn Public 
Works Department are at work there. The old 
lake was famous in its day, and some very fine 
trout have been taken out of it. Like many 
Bimilar haunts of game fish, it has had to give 
(Way to the needs of a busy and growing city. 
‘Once in a while a trout is caught in the Bronx 


River, while a few streams in New-Jersey near 
the city contain an occasional speckled beauty. 
The Long Island trout will rise to a fiy at the 
Opening of the season, but it is safe to say that 
even some of the aristocratic, ssthetic, and 
perhaps dainty members ef the South Side and 
other 6lubs will eagerly clutch the squirming 
angleworm, ruthlessly plunge and twist the 
barbed steel into its slippery and tender skin, 
and with feelings of satisfaction throw it into 
the pond or river, a lure for the big fat trout. 
The man who will shudder at the snail or grub 
in his Summer walks, when on the trout stream 
Will often, without a murmur, and nossessing 
the heroism ofa Titan, grab the fat and juicy 
lobworm if a big trout is lurking in ths »dool 
below. The fastidious forget the means if the 
end is a big fish. The great trouble at the open- 
Ing of the season is to procure the right fly to 
allure the fish. It would be absurd to cast the 
Parmachene Queen on Long Island. Small ilies 
oan be tried with better etlect; firstthe Hackles, 
smali Duhs, a Coachman, and perhaps 4 small 
Professor. Dainty little gray flies, with yellow 
hackles, may also be tried. To watch for what 
is skipping around over the water is a good 
pian. 
Then, too, the angler, like enough, is out of 
practice at fly coasting and gets discouraged be- 
cause the trout do not like his meched of manip- 
ulating the feathered deceits. Sometimes the 
fish do not want files and will not have them 
any Way, then it is no disgrace to use the worm. 
The bait fisherman is hot to be looked down 
upon or sneered at. He represents a type of 
intelligent, genuine, and honést anglers, Poets, 
artists, professional men of the highest stand- 
ing have dallied with the humble worm. Some 
of the standard Long Island flies are the Brown 
Dan, Cow Dung, Grizzly King, Abbey, Queen of 
Water, and Blavk Gnat. 

The varieties of artificial flies are to be num- 
bered by the hundreds. To carry a fly book 
loaded with them aliis bad taste. There are a 
few old standbys that a trout will not resist, 
ay gee they are tossed to him ‘ag ted and 

e is not suffering from indigestion. These are 
the ones to havein stock. If it is found that 
there is a peculiar bug or fly on the water that 
the tish are jumping for, it is easy enough to 
telegraph a tackle dealer for a supply of the 
artificial fellows something like. 

Hundreds of girls have been tying the flies all 
Winter that will be east this Bummer. Girls 
make the best flies. Their fingers are more 
fieft and they have an inherent fondness for 
working with silk and feathers. One girl can 
tie eight dozen flies of the commoner varietios 
In a day. High grade trout flies—those with 
mixed wings and hackles—can be made at the 
rate of a dozen a day per girl. To make the big 
“shannon,” however, takes @ girla whole day 
unless she is unusually expert. It would take 
the average manu a week. The new files are 
tested before they are sold, but the wise angler 
will see that they are ali right before putting 
in his leader. The flies left over from last year 
— alwuys be weil tested before they aré 
used. 

Fishermen in this city were rejoiced to hear 
that the Stadler bill to probibit seine arawing 
ia Jamaica Bay had passed the Senate by a 
vote of l8 to4. Of course much sympathy was 
expressed for Mossbunker Hawkins, who had 
fought so ably against the measure which tbe 
entire fishing population of New-York and 
Brooklyn favored, Senator McCarren’s siding 
with the Senator from the fural district of 
Long Island was a surprise, a8 he had been re- 
ported as favorable to the bill, The anglers 
only hope now that the bill may commend itself 
to the members of the Assembly, and that the 
fine fishing grounds may be preserved for the 
hand line and rod and ree!) fishermen. 

Flounders are now quite abundant in Pelham 
and Jamaica Bays, while the smaller ones are 
not working into Bowery Bay. The fish at 
Rockaway average better in sizeso far, nice 
pound fish having been taken. ‘The trains to- 
morrow will undoubtedly ve well filled with 
fishermen who like to catch flounders ana bring 
home a mess to their families. There is not 
much skiliin catching these fish, All that is 
necessary isto drop down the bait, and the 
flounder will hook himself, A favorite method 
of those who are alixious to secure quantities is 
to use two hand lines at once. On eaeh line are 

laced two hooks, 60 that when the fish are 
iting briskly four may be brought in at once. 

Striped buss are expected to begin biting 
about any day now. A few have been caught 
in the Hudson, but they were so small as hard- 
ly to be worthy of recording. Bass are being 
taken in the nets, and very nice ones they are, 
too. That they are presentin the waters near 
the city there is no doubt, though the weather 
has been against them. 


Tarpon fishing will be atits height in April 
A few early tarpon are now veiling caught. 
Some of the old tarpon anglers have been de- 
laying their visit South until now. Joha G 
Heckscher and Dr. Grimes who have no peers 
in the sport, wi!l go down to Florida in about 
two weeks. Shad are being taken in nets as far 
north as Barnegat. They are late this Spring.

Woodcock a8 
a rule breed early, nesting in April in this latl- 
tude, but the young are slow in development 
and are really only about half grown by July, 
Hunters find them a comparatively easy mark, 
and really they do not have haifashuw.

stumbled upun vy the quailand rabbit shooters. 
Rutted grouse, better known as partridge, May 
be shot according to the new Dill in September, 
October, and November. 

Another bill has reference to deer. The time 
for this grand spert 1s shortened to the period 
between Aug. 15 and Nov. 15, and only three 
are allowed te each sportsman without paying 
a forfeit of $100 for each additional animai 
shot. Hunting deer With dog 18 allowed, except 
in St. Lawrence and Delaware Counties, acourd- 
ing to the new measure. Deer shooting was so 
much better last Fall, owing, no doubé, to the 
more stringent game lawe,that the hunters 
were Much eucouraged. They are now desir- 
ous that still more stringent Jaws shall be 
passed. There is a great chance for the evasion 
of the laws or direct violation of them without 
mucha danger of detection. Many trout angiers 
in May and June have not hesitated to kill the 
graceful little creatures, when age 
ashamed to aim ariflieat one. 
with a chance shot, they even steal forth from 
camp at night and float for them 
lily pads and on the eméll lakes.

80 near the — The birds did not stop long, 
and only came in at night, when the law does 
not allow sneaking up on them for shooting 
purposes, The railroais have pretty much 
stopped shooting on this broad, shallow ex- 
panse of water, whioh affords good feeding for 
wild fowlas well as fish, The ducks come in 
at night to rest and feed, but just as soon as 
the sun peeps up they are oif to the sea, where 
they float along lazily on the waves all day. 
At hight they are seen filing in, and even heard 
in the dark, but they do notstay. The gulls 
have the bay pretty much to themselves dur- 
ing the daytime. Gulls were scattered over its 
surface by hundreds last Sunday. 

It is selaom that so mild a Winter occurs that 
good eating duek can be shot from Ootober to 
May on the Great South Bay without interrup- 
tion, but it has happened this season. There 
has not been a day but that the merry crack of 
the duck gun has been heard somewhere from 
Fire Island te Montauk Point. In quantities 
they have been kilied. The batteries have been 
in active commission. Now some of the better 
and rarer birds are working into the bay. Ked- 
heads are arriving in afew bunches. They are

A few damp Spring mornings are only neeaed 
to fetch the English snipe flights. They will be 
found chiefly in the fresh-water meadows, They 
are fine birds, but somewhat erratic, and itis 
impossible to suggest localities where they can 
surely be found. A goodly number will appear 
one morning, while the next the most diligent 
scouring of miles of marsh land will fail to 
flush a single bird.

Instead of the position 
of the Lehigh Valley being a surprise tu every- 
body, as has been alleged, it was openly avowed 
from first to last during the two days’ session.”

MANY CHANGES IN THE CONSTITUTION 
OF THE CLUB LAST NIGHT. 


About 150 members of the Manhattan Ath- 
letic Club met in the clubhouse, 524 Fifth-av- 
enue, last evening to vote on amendments 
to the constitution and by-laws of the 
club. A number of changes were made. 
The limit of active membership was 
put at 2,000. The club has now between 
1,300 and 1,400. The number of life members 
allowed is 300, the first 150 of whieh will be 
admitted at $300 each, and the second 150 at 
£500, in addition to the reguiar initiation fee of 
an active member, There are at present three 
life members, L. F. Myers, the professional 
runner; T. P. Couneff, the distance runner, and 
Frei Westing, the sprint ruoner. These three, 
of course, did not pay to be made life members, 
their athletic ability serving them in the place 
of money. 

Non-resident members will have to ride fifty 
miles away from this city in future instead of 
ten miles as heretofore, and the initiation fee 
for such members is $25 instead of $20. 
After the next annual meeting there will 
be only one Vice President Instead of three, and 
the Board of Governors will consist of 21 in- 
stead of 15 members. No one under sixteen 
years of age will be admitted to the club. The 
initiation fee is now $50, but when 1,80U active 
members are enrolled the fee will be $100. 
After July 1 dues will be payable semi-an- 
nualiy. 

The Board of Governors was given the power 
to elect by ballot any member of the elub to 
take charge of any branch of its sport, to be 
known as director of such sport, thus relieving 
the Athletic Committee of much work. Initiation 
fees of athletes will be waived at the discretion 
of the Ataletic Committoe, jnstead of the Com- 
mittee on Admissions. The club decided to 
adopt the definition of amateyr framed by the 
Amateur Atbietic Union, of which itis a mem- 
ber.

FIGHTING FOR ANEW TRIAL 


THE FLAOKS AND MEEKS NOT 
YET SENTENOED. 

THEIR COUNSEL ASK FOR A NEW TRIAL 

CHIEFLY ON THE GROUND THAT A 

REPORTER WAS IN THE JURY ROOM, 


Sentence of Sheriff Flack and his two con- 
victed associates in the divorce conspiracy case 
Was again postponed yesterday after hours of 
argument had been indulged in tn the Court of 
Oyer and Terminer, A desperate effort on be- 
half of the convicted conspirators was made by 
their counsel to secure a new trial, mainly on 
the ground that tte reporter Choate’s presence 
in the jury room had had some effect on the 
character of the verdict rendered by the jury. 
Judge Barrett took the whole matter under 
consideration, promising to render his decision 
next Monday morning. 

Of course, if Judge Barrett should hold that 
the Choate episode was of sufficient importance 
to warrant him in setting aside the verdict of 
guilty rendered last Saturday night sentence of 
any kind on that verdict would necessarily be 
suspended. 

The argument of the new trial question 

began yesterday immediately after some other 
phases of the Flack case had been temporarily 
disposed of. Ex-Judge Russell first moved 
that a new trial be granted on the strength of 
the various exceptions taken to the Judge’s 
charge, and his motion was promptly denied. 
Then he took up the question of Reporter 
Choate’s presence in the jury room and its 
probable effect on the jury in finding its ver- 
dict. He dwelt at great length on the subject, 
arguing that the fear of being subjected to 
abuse by the paper represented by the reporter 
in case they did not render # verdict in accord 
with the views of that paper must have had its 
effect upon the jury. The knowledge that not 
only their votes but their remarks would bo 
printed was also caleulated to have a very 
strong effect upon the verdict rendered. Judge 
Russell quoted half a dozen law cases in which 
new trials had been granted on almost similar 
grounds, and then gave way to Assistant Dis- 
trict Atterney Goff, who opposed his applica- 
tion, 

Mr. Goff read an affidavit signed by the twelve 
men who composed the Flack jury, in which 
they swore that they had already agreed upon 
a@ verdict of guilty if Judge Barrett should in- 
struct them in a certain way as to a legal ques- 
tion of criminal intent, before the eavesdropper 
was discovered in the room. Afterward his 
Honor did instruct them in that certain way 
and they very shortly returned with the verdict 
as agreed upon. The presence of the reporter, 
they devlared, had hud absolutely no elfect 
upon the nature of the verdict rendered. 

Mr. Goff talked at great length upon the im- 
portance of this document, and also laid much 
stress on another point. He argued that the 
counsel for the defeuse had forfeited their 
right to move for a bnew trial on this particular 
ground because they had failed to wake any 
objection or protest at the time when the re- 
porter was brought into the court room and 
questioned by the court. 

Mr. Bird, who had previously made the same 
statement, repeated vigorously the assertion 

hat there had been no time in which to make 
any such protest. It was exactly two minutos 
of midnight Saturday night wheu the jury re- 
tired, after receiving instructions from the 
court. No motion or protest could legally be 
entertained on the Sabbath day, and it Was, 
therefore, manifestly impossible, he said, for 
anything of the kind to be properly prepared 
and presented in the short time left them. An 
affidavit embodying these assertions was signed 

by the counsel for the defense and presented to 
the court. 

Several other erguments of the same general 
tenor were made by the various counsel, and 
Judge Barrett announced that he would receive 
briefs and render his decision on the application 
at 10:30 o’clock next Monday morning. In the 
meantime the defendants would continue at 
liberty under the same bail. 

The hearing in the case of Dillworth Choate, 
the reporter who concealed himself in the room, 
occupied by the Flack jurymen during their 
deliberations last Saturday night, and whe was 
ordered to show cause why he should not be 
puvished for contempt in 80 doing, went on 
yesterday morning in the Courtof Oyer and 
Terminer before Judge Barrett. Choate was 
present, and wascompelled tolisten to some 
very harsh denunciations of his conduet on 
that night. 

The reporter was represented by Mr. Frederic 
R. Coudert. Against him were the three law- 
yers retained as counsel by the Flacks and Mr, 
Meoks in their trial and District Attorney Fel- 
lows and two of his assistants. Along time 
was spentin arguing the case, but no definite 
action was taken, Judge Barrett reserving his 
decision until next Monday morning. 

Another effort was made at the outset by Mr. 
Bird to have James F. Graham, city editor of 
the World, included in the order, and he submit- 
ted an afiidavit charging Graham with having 
been in the court room Saturday night, and 
practically charging him with collusion with 
Choate in getting into the jury room. The affi- 
davit was not entertained, Mr. Coudert vigor- 
ously objecting to having this new evidence 
“sprung on him” without warning, but it will 
probabiy be heard from again. 

Mr. Coudert argued that his client had al- 
ready been punished for any offense he had 
committed; that he had been called upin open 
court, reprimanded for his conduct, deprived 
of property in the shape of notes ho had taken 
in the courtroom, and then discharged.

Mr, 
Coudert aceordingly addressed the ceurt at 
length upon that point and cited authorities 
to uphold bis view of the case. 

District Attorney Fellows, in reply, main- 
tained that the jury was an inseparable part of 
the court, and thatit made no difference whera 
its deliberations were conducted. The immedi- 
ate previncts would be a part of the court cham- 
bers, apd an offense which would be a contempt 
of court if committed under the eyes of the 
Judge would be just as muchacontempt if 
committed in that part of the precincts of the 
court whieh was used by the jury for its delib- 
erations. 

Col. Fellows eited authorities showing that 
this view of the case had been held by various 
courts. Judge Barrett took the papers and 
eald he would deliver his opinion in writing on 
Monday.

OUSTOMS UNION SUGGESTIONS 


RECOMMENDATIONS TO THE PAN-AMER- 
ICAN CONFERENCE. 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—The Pan-American 
Conference to-day postponed further consider- 
ationofthe reports from the Committee on 
Monetary Convention until the speeches al- 
ready made can be translated and printed. The 
United States delegates have agreed to join in 
supportof thereport of the majority of the 
committee, except the clause which makes the 
proposed international coin legal tender in all 


the countries. If this change is accepted by 
the Sou.h and Central American members of 
the committee and approved by the confer- 
ence, it will devolve upon the Monetary Union, 
proposed in the report, the power to fix or reg- 
— the legal-tender quality of the proposed 
coin, 

The report of the Committee on Customs 
union was taken up and generally commended 
by the delegates in attendance. Had a quorum 
of the conference been present when its con- 
sideration was concluded, the report would 
doubtless have been adopted. 

The committee bad already made a prelim- 
inary report, recommendiug the adoption of a 
plan for the assistance of exporters and im- 
porters, by meansof an official and uniform 
nomenclature and classification of merchan- 
dise. The report under consideration to-day 
contained a large number of suggestions, fol- 
lowed by a recommendation that the countries 
represented adopt several measures, ‘the 
acceptance of which,” the committee says, 
“need not imply a change in sueh legislation 
of any of the American Republics as already 
coptaing more liberal provisions, the purposs 
of the conference being not merely to propose 
uniform rules, but to establish more liberal 
provisions than are now iu force,” 

Among the measures thus recommended are 
the following: 

That every reasonable facility be afforaed for the 
unobstracted transit of merchandise through one 
country to an adjacent country, the contents of the 
packages to be in no case subject to duty or exain- 
ination by customs officers while in transit, except 
such as is incidental to proper safegnards against 
the ee introduction of merchandise into whe 
country. 

That the scale of duties be so arranged as to avoid 
the necessity of additional fees and charges, and 
that a list of all statutory fees and charges be pub- 
lished by each country. 

That customs examinations be mado solely for the 
veritication of declarations of the invoiceand entry; 
when the duties are specific the inveice valuation 
to be accepted for statistical purposes without veri- 
fication. 

That samples of merchandise of no commercial 
value, solely for inspection, and persona! effects 
and tools of trade or occupation be admitted free of 


duty. 

That every country agrees to circulate prompt 
information of the existence of contagious disease 
among cattle and other live stock, and to establish 
proper precautions where importations of this char- 
acter are threatoned. 

That all the Governments unite for the establish- 
ment of an American International Bureau for the 
collection, tabulation, and publication, inthe Eng- 
lish, Spanish, and Portuguese languages, of infor- 
mation asto the productions and commerce, and as 
tothe customs laws and regulations of their re- 
spective countries, 


The Committee on Customs is asked to fur- 
nish the conference a plan of organization and 
a scheme for the practical work of the proposed 
bureau. 

The conference will pay a visit to Mount Ver- 
non Saturday of next week, making the trip on 
the United States steamer Despatch.

The Commissioner has also prepared a state- 
ment of the appropriation which will be re-

pension of $8 per manth te ail honorably dis- 
charged Union soldiers over sixty-two years of 
age, aud granting increase of pension in certain 
other cases. 

This statement shows that there are now 
80,493 survivors of the war over sixty-two years 
of age who are not drawing a pension. If placed 
on the rolls at $96 per year the amount would 
be $7,727,328. It is also shown that there are 
25,642 penslonere sixty-two years of age or 
over, wha would be entitled to an increaso of

fhe probable number of widows who would be 

entitled to pensions under the Morrili bill is 
given as 39,863, amounting for the year to 
$3,769,248, making the total cost of the serv- 
ice feature of the bill for the year $12,625,849, 
The oost for the first year under Sections 2 and 
4 of the bill is estimated at $27,135,267, mak-

CHANGES IN HIS BROOKLYN THEATRE

FASSETTS TRANSIT BILL 


ITS DEFEAT IN THE HOUSE 


IS THREATENED. 
VAN GORDER’S PROHIBITION AMEND- 
MENT GOES TO A THIRD READING 
—GEN. CURTIS WAS ANGRY. 


ALBANY, March 28.—The modified Fassett 
Rapid-Transit bill, a synepsis of which was 
pripted in these columns yesterday, was report- 
ed from the Railway Committee of the Senate 
to-day and ordered to the Committee of the 
Whole. At the same time the Ives Rapid-Trans- 
it bill was reported adversely. Mr. Ives was 
not in the House, and his colleague, Mr. Cantor, 
as amatter of form, moved to disagree with 
the report of the committees, and also moved to 
lay the matter on the table. This the Senate 
agreed to. 

The bill can hardly be considered this com- 
ing week, for every session will be burdened 
with a special order of some kind. It may be 
possible that Mr. Fassett will request the Sen- 
ate to hold a night session for the purpose of 
having the bili progressed. Time is becoming 
scant, and no matter how easy may be the 
progress of the measure in the Senate it is cer- 
tain to encounter formidable epposition from 
the moment it entera the Assembly. 

The Fish-Gibbs Republican combine are al- 
ready threatening to defeat the measure, and 
as they coalesce with the Democrats in all 
measures in which Mr. Platt is known to have 
an interest, they are in a position to make their 
words good. But the large investigating club 
which Mr. Platt is swinging with so disastrous 
effect upon Tammany Hall may produce a 
change of sentiment before the session is over

The ‘‘secret session’ which the United 
States Senate held yesterday for the consid- 
eration of the two Federal appointments in 
Florda which are so obnoxious to the re- } 
spectable people of that State afforded an 
jllustration at once of the motives which the 
Senators have for secrecy and the futility of 
their efforts to secure it. The Florida Sena- 
tors gave reasons against the confirmation 
of SWAYNE and STRIPLING which would be 
very convincing to fair-minded persens out- 
side the Senate, and yet the partisan ma- 
jority under the lead of Mr. EDMUNDS 
were determined to force these men upon a 
reluctant community, the one as a Judge 
and the other as a prosecuting officer. 
The discussion was of a kind that 
those who were on the wrong side 
might well be anxious to conceal, for it 
showed that merit and fitness had nothing 
to do with their support of the appointees. - 
They seem anxious to force upon the people 
of the South officials whom those people 
have reason to detest, for no reason except 
that they are detested. This seems to be the 
way of the present Administration of seek- 
ing support in that section. Mr. EpMUNDS 
had neglected to secure a quorum before the 
doors of the “star chamber” were closed 
and was unable to secure one afterward, and 
so the appointments were not confirmed 
after all the five hours of excited talk. 








Although the combination of the starch 
manufacturers of the United States was 
not completed until yesterday, the decisive 
preliminary steps were taken before the 
majority members of tho Ways and Means 
Committee reached an agreersent as te the 
duties on starch and dextrine, and pub- 
licity was given to the proceedings at the 
time. Mr. McKin.ry and his assistants 
decided, therefore, with full knowledge of 
the condition of the industry, that the duty 

« on dextrine should be increased by 100 per 
cent., and that the present duty on starch 
(equivalent to 914, per cent.) should be re- 
tained. When will Mr. Burrows of Mich- 
igan protest against such exhibitions of 
his associates’ tender solicitude for the, 
comfort and welfare of Trusts and other 
similar combinations? We are sure that 
he will protest eventually, for he de- 
clared at the beginning of the session 
that he bslieved that the products of 





all combinations ought to be put on the j

free list. How keen must have been his 
mental anguish as he saw his wicked part- 
ners in the committee extending aid and 
comfort to so many “combines”! But we 
shall hear from him by and by—unless his 
proclamation at the beginning of the ses- 
sion was made hastily and without due re- 
gard for the interests of all the influential 
persons who might find it unpalatable.

The appointment of Gen. SICKLES to be 
Sheriff, to fill the vacancy caused by the en- 
forced resignation of FLACK, is probably as 
good as could have been expected from Gov. 
Hitt. Doubtless the Governor would have 
been better pleased if he could have seen 
his way to appointing amore active “ work- 
er’ in his own interest. The very politi- 
cians who would like most, in ordinary cir- 
cumstances, to hold the office would not 
care to take it under the present conditions. 
Public attention has been strongly directed 
to the office, and there is reason to expect 
that its abuses will be reformed by leg- 
islative action, which means that its emol- 
uments will be cut down. At any rate, 
it is just now too much exposed to scrutiny 
to be desirable for a greedy politician. 
Moreover, there is a doubt whether the 
incumbent by appointment is eligible for a 
full term of the office. Gen. SICKLES has 
been for a long time out of active politics. 
He is an impressive figurehead, and there 
is no danger that he will extend the prac- 
tices of FLacK and GRANT to which the 
Grand Jury has called attention, though 
there is also, and for the same reasons, no 
likeihood that he will exert himself strenu- 
ously in the direction of reform. 














The General Term of the Supreme Court 
has reversed the decision of Judge AN- 
DREWS in the taxpayers’ suit for an in- 
junction to restrain the Board of Electrical 
Control from executing the subway con- 
tract with the Standard Company. Itdoes 
not deny the authority of the board to 
make a new contract, but rests its decision 
on the defective character of the proposed 
contract, which does not properly secure 
the rights and interests of the public, It 
implies that a proper contract, clearly pro- 
viding for the protection of all rights, can™ 
be entered into by the Board of Control for 
the construction of subways by other cor- 
porations than the Consolidated Company, 
which has thus far had a monopoly of the 
business. 








The statement that IsHak Khan is rais- 
ing a force in Bokhara with a view to in- 
vading Afghanistan has not unexpectedly 
followed the previous report of a rebellion 
against the Ameer. IsHak is the cousin of 
the reigning monarch, and rose against him 
year before last, but was defeated at Mai- 
mena and driven across the border into 
Russian territory. ISHAK and ABDURRAH- 
MAN had been fellow-exiles at Tashkend 
during the reign of their uncle, SHERE ALI, 
whose right to the throne of Afghanistan 
several of his brothers unsuccessfully dis- 
puted. About twelve years ago the British 
made war upon SHERE ALI, who died dur- 
ing that well-remembered campaign. After 
a brief effort of YaAkouB Khan to succeed 
him, ABDURRAHMAN and IsHAkK came back 
from exile, and the former was hailed by 
the people and accepted by the British au 
thorities as Ameer. One of his early acts 
was to give hiscompanion a very important 
office as Governor in the northern prov- 
inces. But whether it was personal pique 
or Russian instigation that moved him, at 
all events ISHAK ventured on rebellion in 
1888, and as aresult has since had to live 
in exile, thus renewing the experience of 
his younger days. That he should now 
again be meditating an attempt to restore 
his fortunes by war is quite credible, but 
at the latest accounts the Ameer had dis- 
covered and punished the attempt to co- 
operate by treason at Cabul. 








AN INFAMOUS TAXATION BILL. 

The Assembly Committee on Taxation 
and Retrenchment has reported a bill 
which is said to combine the Larmon 
and Dempsey listing bills. As these 
two bills cover pretty much the same 
ground, doubtless the measure reported is 
made up of the bad features of both, aud 
neither of them contains any but bad 
features. It is substantially the same old 
Larmon bill of last year and the Brundage 
bill of two years ago. The proposed legis- 
lation is based on the policy of compelling 
all persons liable to taxation to fill outa 
list of all their property subject to assess- 
ment, and to make oath to its correctness, 
and to various other things intended to pre- 
clude fraud and evasion. The Larmon bill 
requires the blank lists to be furnished 
to all persons owning or having in their 
possession “any real or personal property,” 
and they must make the sworn return 
whether they have property liable to taxa- 
tion or not. There are penalties for failure 
or neglect to do so, and in all such cases 
the Assessors are required to ascertain the 
possession of taxable property for them- 
selves, to fix its value, and to double the 
amount of the assessment on account of 
the failure to make the return. ‘There are 
penalties also for any failure of the Assess- 
ors to perform their full duty. 

The schedule of taxuble property which 
each citizen is required to make and swear 
to must contain a statement and descrip- 
tion of any real estate “‘owned or pos- 
sessed” by him; a detailed statement of all 
liens of mortgages or judgments thereon; a 
full statement of personal property, includ- 
ing ‘‘all moneys on hand or deposited sub- 
ject to check, draft, or order”; all stocks or 
ponds not exempt from taxation; all debts 
due from solvent debtors, ‘‘ whether on ac- 
count, contract, note, bond, or mortgage’’; 
the aggregate value ef all goods, chattels, 
and merchandise not exempted from taxa- 
tion, and a statement of all debts owing, 
with the name and residence of each cred- 
itor and the amount due toeach. The As- 
sessors are required to make up an assess- 
ment roll of all real property, deducting 
fronfits full value in each case the amount 
unpaid upon any indebtedness secured by 
lien of any mortgage or judgment, and an 
assessment. roll of personal property, de- 
ducting from the full value in each case 
the amount of debts owing in good faith, 
oxclusive of debts secured by lien upon real 
estate. 

Ia short, this bill contains all the odious

: The 
features of the listing system in its most 
aggravated form. We have not the space 
to repeat here the oft-reiterated objections 
to this abominable system of taxation, 
that in every effort to enforce it produces 
fraud, evasion,’ perjury, and inequality 
without end, which it is simply impossible 
to prevent. Let any one for a moment 
consider what force of Assessors, spies, and 
constables would be necessary in the city 
of New-York to make a respectable pretense 
of enforcing it; what blackmail and brib- 
ery would result, and what a clogging 
of the criminal courts would come from the 
effort to exact penalties and punish of- 
fenses. The system is utterly imprac- 
ticable in a large city. The committee 
stated that the bill reported had been 
agreed upon after several hearings 
at which the ‘farmers had been rep- 
resented.” So far as we have known, 
nobody else was represented, and nobody 
but a particularly thick-headed farmer 
could ever desire the adoption of such a tax 
law. The farmers seem to be laboring 
under the delusion that somehow their bur- 
dens are increased by the escape of per- 
sonal property from assessment in the cities, 
But they are in no way concerned in city 
taxation except so far as it contributes to 
the State revenues, and only about one- 
seventh of the taxes of this city go for that 
purpose. Moreover, the cities are now com- 
pelled to pay more than their share of the 
State taxes. 

An attempt to enforce an absurd system 
like that proposed would in no way relieve 
the farmers, and it would work a vast deal 
of mischief in the cities. Aside from its in- 
quisitorial features, which could never be 
enforced, it is open fo one or two very seri- 
ous objections which were pointed out last 
year and the year before when similar bills 
were pending, Take, for instance, the 
provision that the amount of ths 
mortgages shall be deducted from the 
valuation of real estate, and that debts 
due on mortgage sball be included in 
the assessment of personal property. This 
would subject savings banks to an enor- 
mous tax on the mortgages in which 
they have invested; compel the with- 
drawal of vast amounts in loans and 
the readjustment of interest obligations; 
upset the calculations of real estate invest- 
ors and builders, and produce a confusion 
that would be disastrous without bringing 
benefit to anybody. This provision and 
that which would include savings bank 
deposits in property to be assessed for 
taxes are alone enough 1o condemn the 
measure to infamy. The subject of taxa- 
tion requires for its rational consideration 
an order of intelligence and capacity of 
which the Assembly committee seems to be 
totally devoid. This absurd Larmon-Demp- 
sey bill, which has been made a special 
order for next Wednesday, cannot have the 
support of any man with a glimmer of 
sound sense on the subject of taxation. 








PAN-AMERICAN RECIPROCITY. 

As announced in our Washington dis- 
patches yesterday morning, theres a fair de- 
gree of probability that the Pan-American 
Conference will recommend a series of reci- 
procity treaties between the countries rep- 
resented in the conference. It is reported 
that Mr. BLAINE has already taken steps, 
by the appointment of Messrs. FLINT and 
COOLIDGE, to study the trade relations of 
the various countries with the United 
States, and prepare a basis of negotiation. 
Every one who understands what a serious 
drawback to the progress of the United 
States the restrictions imposed by tariff 
legislation in all the countries has been 
will welcome any sincere attempt to re- 
move them by means of treaties, and 
though this mode of action is partial and 
imperfect, it may do much good within its 
range of practicability. 

Of course the first element in the prob- 
lem that must be met is the concessions 
that it will be possible or protitable for the 
United States to make, and it is precisely 
with this element that Messrs. FLINT and 
CoodLIDGE have been charged to deal. The 


‘spirit in which they are likely to take up 


their work may be judged by remarks re- 
cently made by the former of these two 
gentlemen in the conference. They were 
addressed to the “‘ statements in the press 
that the members of the International Con- 
gress are wasting their time in endeavor- 
ing to extend trade with the United States 
until this country admits South American 
products free of duty.” In reply to these 
statements Mr. FLINT called attention to the 
fact that of the imports from the countries 
of the South, amounting to over $120,000,- 
000, 87%g per cent. were free of duty, while 
only 121, per cent. were taxed. He further 
pointed out the contrast between this fact 
and the fact that we levy a tax on 75 per 
cent. of the imports of all other countries. 
He added a comparative statement showing 
the march of liberality in our treatment 
of our southern neighbors during the last 
twenty years. In 1870 we bought but 
$45,000,000 of them, of which less than 
$4,500,000, or 10 percent., were free of duty, 
while now we bought nearly three times as 
much and 88 per cent. were free of duty. 
In the meantime we sell to the States of 
the south some $50,000,000 of goods, and 
of these 90 per cent. are subjected to tariff 
tax. 

These are interesting-facts, and they show 
a positive progress toward freedom of com- 
merce with the States to the south of us 
which has its value, particularly when we 
recall that every measure of relief from 
tariff burdens has been followed by increase 
in the amount of trade and by common ad- 
vantage to both the buyers and the sellers. 
It is, perhaps, in that fact that the chief 
significance of the comparisons lies. But 
we have little doubt that neither Mr. FLINT 
nor the Secretary of State regards this com- 
parative statement as a satisfactory answer 
to the suggestion of difficulty in the way of 
the extension of trade between the coun- 
tries represented in the International Con- 
ference. Itis plain that the real progress 
in liberal trade relations cannot be meas- 
ured by the taxed and untaxed goods 
actually bought from our neighbors. Sup- 
pose, for instance, that the duties now 
levied on the 12 per cent. of those goods 
were made prohibitory, we should then 
find that from 10 per cent. of untaxed 
goods in 1870 we had passed to 100 per 
cent. of antaxed goods, Would we, thero- 
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fore, have really perfected our liberality? 
The suggestion is plainly absurd. The 
real test of our liberality lies in the pro- 
portion of the goods which our neighbors 
could sell us if we would buy them, which 
we are willing to allow our people to buy 
without a fine in the way of a tariff duty 
collected at the entrance to our territory. 
Judged by this test, there is still much to 
be desired, and much that a rational sys- 
tem of reciprocity could accomplish. 

This will be made still clearer if we ex- 
amine the actual trade with some of our 
neighbors. Thus, we bought in the fiscal 
year 1889 of the Argentine Republic goods 
to the value of $5,454,615, and of these 
$1,320,212 were taxed and $4,134,403 
were untaxed. But we find that more than 
two-thirds of the taxed goods were wools, 
or $909,969, and of the remainder nearly 
all, or $362,722, was flaxseed. Now, both 
these classes of goods ought to be free, and 
it would be far better for the trade of this 
country if they were free. Any reciprocity 
treaty that would relieve them from tax- 
ation would be an advantage to both coun- 
tries. Again, we bought of Mexico in the 
same year over $21,000,000 of goods, of 
which a little over one-third was taxed. 
But of these taxed goods sisal fibre was by 
far the largest part, being $5,900,000, and 
the rest was made up of small amounts 
of coal, copper,; and carpet wool, 
with a little tobacco ($43,000) and a 
very little sugar, ($7,000.) Plainly, the 
small amount of eopper, less than 
$100,000, and of coal about $260,000, as 
compared with the $7,000,000 silver 
ores, $3,000,000 coffee, and $1,500,000 
of hides, does not show progress but back- 
wardness in our trade relations. Then we 
must remember that the copper of Chili, the 
iron ores of Mexico, and much of the wool 
of all the South American States are now 
either prohibited by taxation or very heav- 
ily taxed, and that if reciprocity treaties 
could be devised that would let down the 
bars to them we should very greatly in- 
crease our trade and indefinitely advance 
our own interests. And we believe that it 
is from this point of view that the negotia- 
tion of the treaties should be approachéd. 








THE HURRICANE IN THE WEST. 


The calamity which has devastated the 
Ohio Valley is one that is by no means 
novel in the West except for its extent. By 
reason of its extent the hurricane included 
one large city and a considerable number 
of thriving towns and villages. The tor- 
nadoes of which we get tidings almost every 
year are so local and limited in their scope 
that the chances are much against their 
striking the site of a town. Their force is 
expended in the open agricultural country, 
where its intensity is testified by the 
wrecks of farm buildings and “ improve- 
ments,” but not often of any natural ob- 
jects, for the plain reason that there 
are no natural objects to diversify 
the flatness of the prairies in which 
they occur, not even trees of any 
magnitude. Still less are there any arti- 
ficial objects so massive and monumental 
that their ruins attest impressively the 
power of the storm. The flimsy wooden 
structures that are alone in the path 
of the storm disappear, and as their dis- 
appearance does not show of what the 
hurricane would be capable if it meta 
more determined resistance, the stories 
of men and animals caught up and whirled 
through the air, sometimes for miles, are 
received with tranquil incredulity by re- 
mote readers who have never experienced 
such a manifestation of the power of the 
air. A hurricane on the prairies, since it 
is not potent to “smite flat the thick 
rotundity of the world,” leaves scarcely 
more traces of its passage than a hurricane 
upon the sea. 

It is the distinction of this hurricane that 
it extended over a much larger space than 
is common, and that this space happened to 
be strewn with populous towns, In conse- 
quence, this hurricane left more impressive 
and memorable signs of its power than have 
ever been left before. It has probably been 
more destructive than any windstorm be- 
fore, at least in the annals of this country, 
simply because there was more in its path 
to destroy. Louisville is as solidly built, 
doubtless, as most American cities, but 
there seems to have been no more 
effectual resistance to the tornado on 
the part of the strongest buildings 
attacked by it than on the part of the 
weakest. It is doubtful whether any 
buildings reared in this country, or, indeed, 
any buildings except such masses of ma- 
sonry as the pyramids, would have with- 
stood a wind pressure so tremendous any 
better than it was withstood by the build- 
ings of Louisville. By a diversion of which 
the causes are so untraceable that it 
seems to have been a mere freak, the storm 
attacked but one quarter of the town. If 
it had blown with equal fury throughout 
the city there is no reason to doubt 
that it would have leveled every 
building in Louisville. Whatever it 
struck with its full force went down 
before it, and it swept over a great 
expanse of prairie. Roughly speaking, the 
scene of its ravages seems to have been a 
parallelogram of about two hundred miles 
from west to east and a hundred and fifty 
miles from north to south, the corners of 
the parallelogram being Nashville, in Illi- 
nois, Cairo, Louisville, and Bowling Green, 
and the Ohio River forming a very irregu- 
lar diagonal from the southwest to the 
northeast corner. No city or village within 
this space seems to have escaped scot free, 
though there were great differences in the 
severity with which it fell upon the different 
places within its limits. There is very seldom 
any topographical reason why one village 
should be more lightly passed over than 
another, or why one house should be 
taken and the next be left. The most 
scientific observer of the track of a great 
storm is as much at a loss in the presence 
of the ruins wrought by it as the most un- 
scientific, and he must be tempted to attrib- 
ute the difference to caprice, though he 
knows thatit isin fact a result of rigid 
natural laws. 

One thing can be said with confidence of 
these storms, and that is that they do not 
occur either in uneven or in well-wooded 
countries. A treeless plain is necessary to 
the production of a windstorm of such 
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extent as that which has fallen upon 
the valley of the Qhio. Such a level 
is like the liquid plain of the sea, and 
it is a curious fact that not even 
upon the sea are windstorms so violent as 
upon the prairies. At least no town upon 
any coast has ever been visited by gales 
from the ocean so destructive as those 
which often fall upon the towns that oc- 
cupy or nearly adjoin the open prairie. It is 
more than probable that extensive planta- 
tions of timber would act as wind-breaks 
in default of the inequalities of ground 
that perform this service in other States 
than those of the Mississippi Valley. The 
occurrence of such a tornado as that of 
which the results are chronicled to-day fur- 
nishes a cogent argument for systematic 
arboriculture in the West in addition to 
the arguments with which the Western peo- 
ple are already familiar.

“DELUGE” OF FOREIGN CORN. 


By the laws now in force a tariff duty of 
10 cents a bushel is imposed on foreign 
corn. This duty the majority members of 
the Ways and Means Committee have not 
undertaken to increase and have thus 
failed, we are told by the Chicago Inter 
Ocean, to take proper precautions for surely 
averting frum the people of this country a 
dire calamity, the same being nothing less 
than a “deluge” of imported corn from the 
Argentine Republic. 

It was just before the schedules of the 
new bill were published that our uncom- 
promising high-tariff contemporary in Chi- 
cago discovered that this ‘“‘ deluge” was im- 
pending and urged that the tariff wall 
should be made higher in order that it 
might withstand the shock. It saw the 
stream coming “from Buenos Ayres,” and 
it cried loudly that “ the present duty seems 
inadequate forthe protection of the farmer.” 
This was on the 17th inst. “The duty on 
corn should be doubled,” said the Inter 
Ocean, and the suggestion was made that 
it might even be necessary at the same 
time to repeal the rebate on raw material 
imported only to be exported afterward in 
the form of a product of manufacture. 
Something must be done to keep out “the 
cheap-labor corn of Buenos Ayres!” 

When the schedules of the new bill were 
published, the Inter Ocean saw with a feel- 
ing of dismay that the old duty had not been 
increased, and made, on the 20th inst., the 
following comment: 





A 


“The duty on corn is left at 10 cents, which 
may continue to be a sufficient protection 
against the vast importations which the Argen- 
tine Republic would like to land upon our 
shores.” 

It will be noticed that the Inter Ocean is 
by no means confident that the old tariff 
wall is high enough to keep these ‘“‘ vast im- 
portations” out. It will hope for the best. 

Our contemporary evidently has exclu- 
sive sources of information about this 
South American corn. The farmers who 
are burning their corn because they cannot 
sellit will be glad to know that the corn 
growers of the Argentine Republic gave no 
sign of their fell purpose in the fiscal years 
1888 and 1889. In those years, coming 
down to June 30, 1889, no corn was brought 
into the United States from that country. 
In the last fiscal year, however, we did im- 
port the “vast” quantity of 2,401 bushels 
of corn, distributed as follows: From Cuba, 
54 bushels; from other West India islands, 
24 bushels, valued at $25; from Canada, 
174, and from Mexico, 2,149 bushels, evi- 
dently for use in the northern half of some 
town that is cut in two by the boundary. 

Nor does it appear that in the current 

year the imports have become larger, for in 
the seven months ending Jan. 31, 1890, the 
entire quantity brought in was only 1,122 
bushels. At this rate the imports for the 
twelve months will be less than those of 
the preceding year. 


An irrelevant and unimportant fact 
is revealed by the official reports in 
which the foregoing figures are record- 
ed. This is that in the last fiscal year 
the farmers of this country exported 
bushels of corn, and that the exports for 
the current year, at the rate observed 
for the seven months ending Jan. 
31, will exceed 72,000,000 bushels. The 
Inier Ocean is probably familiar with these 
figures, and we presume it has found a curi- 
ous pleasure in contemplating the official 
statement that we exported 17,411 bushels 
of corn last year te the Argentine Republic, 
of all places in the world, the very country 
from which the ‘ vast importations” are to 
come! 

If the Argentine Republic had sent us 
even one bushel of the ‘ cheap-labor corn 
of Buenos Ayres,” there would be something 
to set against these 17,411 bushels. But 
with not the smallest sample of this corn to 
look at and only 2,401 bushels carried 
across the river in some town on the Mexi- 
cap boundary or imported as a curiosity, 
the farmers may take courage for at least 
another year. 








Our artists have some reason for jubila- 
tion over the placing of works of art on the 
free list, provided that step of wisdom be 
not forthwith retraced before the assault 
of the enemy. The enemy is here in the 
singular, because one THOMAS DONALDSON 
of Philadelphia appears to have hitherto 
constituted himself the opponent of all 
measures to relieve the fine arts from an in- 
sulting discrimination. It has been stated 
without contradiction that at his instiga- 
tion the duty was raised from 10 to 20 per 
cent. Beaten in Congress, the artists did 
not forget who was directly to blame for a 
duty which places them in a false position 
as a guild requiring protection from their 
European fellows. When Mr. THomas Don- 
ALDSON’S name appeared for ejection to a 
certain club of artists, actors, and lit- 
térateurs on Gramercy Park, the guild 
promptly rallied and had it lowered with 
such dispatch that the eminent protection- 
ist must have been surprised to find in the 
babes whom he protected so much vigor 
and adult wrath. Perhaps the yielding of 
the Ways and Means Committee has less to 
do with the arguments made by the com- 
mission of artists, or with the neutrality of 
“Tom” DONALDSON, than with matters 
pertaining to France. Atleast our Minister 
to France, returning with a mind widened 
by travel, and no longer submissive to the 
raw rhetoric of “Tom” DonaLpson and his 








tribe, now advocates free trade in the 


fine arts. 





There is something pathetic in the report 
which a Senate committee has made on the 
bill to increase the pension now allowed to 


REN, the renowned commander of the Fifth 
Corps on so many a field. “Mrs. WARREN,” 
says this report, “is now becoming old, in 
weakened health, with a very limited and 
uncertain income, so that her present posi- 
tion does not afford the comforts of life. 
Beyond this she has little that she can de- 
pend upon, and besides herself has neces- 
sary expenditures for two of her children. 
Her personal labor has become unavoidable 
in obtaining a livelihood.” This is written 
of the widow of that officer who, by seizing 
for the Army of the Potomac the very key 
of the Union position at Gettysburg, using 
his authority as a staff officer of Gen. 
MEADE to order a New-York regiment to 
occupy Little Round Top, performed at a 
critical moment a service of incalculable 
value to the country in the greatest battle 
of the war. 








QUEER OLD PICTURES. 


A large collection of pictures and bric-d-brac 
which has been about one year in the United 
‘States, but has not been shown before, is now 
to beseen at the American Art Galleries, on 
Madison-square. They were here when the Duc 
de Dircal offered his old masters, and it is quite 
among the possibilities that the slender results 
of the sale of his treasures discouraged the 
owner of these. He is a merchant of Bar- 
celon&a named Don Franciscvu Guiu de Ga- 
balda, part of whose business is in paints, 
and who may have begun his collection 
by accepting modern Spanish pictures and old 
masters In payment of debts due him from 
artists. Later he appearsto have taken a lik- 
ing to pictures, but his collection is also swelled 
by works consigned or accumulated as a specu- 
lation. At any rate, the pictures in olls are 
very curious, containing as they do canvases by 
modero Spaniards, by at least one Spanish 
colonial painte: of the most singular variety, 
bad beyond conception, and by known and un- 
known artists of the great epoch in the Nether- 
lands and Spain. We may well wonder how it 


should come about that many of these plotures 
still exist, four there is nothing in them that 
would seem to warrant their keeping. We 
must suppose that they have lain in garrets of 
rambling provincial houses, in monasteries and 
sacristies, and on the walls of mildewed hospi- 
tals. To students of the past in painting some 
of those waich are unutterably bad, technically 
speaking, will prove worth examining, so far 
as itis possible to examine under the circum- 
stances. Owing to their size and number taey 
are placed high up the walls of the iarge lower 
gallery, so that itis impossible to see what 
some of the dim canvases may once have 
meant. 

On the other hand, among this mass of rub- 
bish, there are pictures of startiing excellence. 
Thus, of tive attributed to Velasquez, one is cer- 
tainly a superb feat in color. t 1s called a 
portrait of the Princess Marguerite of Spain. 
the grays and pinks are most charming, and 
notwithstanding the outrageous atiffness of 
dress and arrangement of hair, belonging to 
the period, itis the portrait of a personality, 
even ifit be only a personality reduced by 
Ceurt etiquette to the level of a doll. The 
greater part of the pictures have names at- 
tached to them which are far too weighty for 
their frail merits to support, but this 
1s true of most collections of old masters 
which have not been weeded out during 
the last twenty years. Forexample, a Lionardo 
da Vinci has given pause even to the enthu- 
siasm and generous liberality of the person who 
composed the catalogue. He suggests, very 
naturally, that the picture ascribed by the fond 
Owner to Lionardo 1s by his pupil and imitator, 
Luini, for most of the paintings formerly given 
to the great Vinci are now catalogued as Lu- 
ini’s. But in truth Luini was far too fine a 
painter to have wrought ‘** Our Savivur among 
the Doctors”; in any other country and at any 
other time in Italy Luini would bave been con- 
sidered a grand and incomparable master. 

The Raphae! offers anotuer upfortunate iden- 
tification. The owner of these pictures has not 
learned that in the present day he can get far 
better prices by having his old masters properly 
identified as works by men of the second and 
third rank than by pursuing the old, dull routine 
of dubbing each with the name of some painter 
whose work be would like to own. There is 
generally self-deception at the bottom of these 
matters, but to protect themselves the auction- 
eers expressly declare that they will not be 
responsible for authenticity of work. ‘The col- 
lection resembles, indeed, the contents of sev- 
eral bric-a-brac shops in some moldy old 
town of Spain, and one has almost as 
much fun in examining it as when one 
pokes about in such queer places. The 
oid masters are only a portion of the whole. 
There are modern Spanish and French works, a 
lot of water colors, books and manuscripts, 
carved chests, old pottery and glassware of ex- 
ceeding quaintness, metal work, porcelains, 
draperies, tapestries and stuffs—a perfect wil- 

derpess of bric-a-brac! We have not had such 
& mess since a modern Spanish painter of some 
note gave away the contents of his studio and 
those of others to* grateful New-Yorkers for 
three or four times, what the articles were worth. 
Seior Don Francisco Guiu de Gabaida has no 
corps of friends here to help bis sale, butitis only 
just to him to say that his coliection contains a 
larger number of good pieces. The water col- 
ors will be soid on Monday, the modern bits on 
Tuesday and Wednesday, the old paintings on 
Thursday, and the bric-a-brao and so forth on 
the afternoons of the same days.

METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 


Bellini’s **La Sonnambula” was given atthe 
Metropolitan Opera House last night before one 
of the largest audiences ever seen in the build- 
ing. The reason was, of course, simply Patti. 
The famous songstress is in her happiest mood 
in the lighter operas, in which the airy flitting 
ofher voice from note to note fills the atmos- 
phere with ripples of melody and the hearers 
with tremorsof delight. Last night, if the un- 
happy truth must be told, the diva was not In 
the very best of formin the early partof the 
evenping. She seemed to be somewhat tired, 
and her singing at times was just a trifle flat. 
But, of course, such a state of affairs couid not 
continue long, and the great singer earned her 
customary meed of applause and received the 
usual abundance of floral offerings. 

Signor Kavelli made his reappearance here 
as Elvino. He, too, was out of form in the 
early part of the performance, and in his first 
auet with Mme. Patti sang flat and carried her 
off the key with him. The lovely quality of his 
voice is unimpaired, and he sings still with 
grace and sweetness. He was heartily ap- 
piauded througnout the evening. 

The Count was Siguor Marcassa, who sang in 
general satisfactorily. The smaller parts were 
tolerably well tilled. The chorus and orchestra, 
unuer the competent direction of Signor Sapio, 
discharged their simple duties in a thoroughly 
commendable manner.

OBITUARY. 
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REV. CORNELIUS E. SWOPE. 

The Rev. Dr. Cornelius EF, Swope, minister 
of Trinity Chapel in West Twenty-fifth-street, 

| near Broadway, died very suddenly at his rooms 
, in the Chelsea Flats in West Twenty-tnird-street, 
yesterday. Christmas afternoon Dr. Swope 
was seized with the influenza and was exceed- 
ingly ill for about @ fortnight. When he re- 
covered he was still so weak that he was led to 
follow the advice of his friends and made q 
somewhat extended tour of the South. Thig 


lasted about six weeks, and his improvement 
Was 80 great that che came North, returning to 
the city Feb. 21. 

Though still unfitted for duty, Dr. Swope 
celebrated the Feast of the Annanciation on 
last Tuesday. This was the last time that he 
appeared before the people of his parish. He 
remained home Wednesday, and Thursday 
went to the chapel only to doa little work on 
his Easter sermon, which he was resoived to 
deliver. 

Yesterday he spent indoors, his sister, Mra. 
Anna Ellicott, going to his rooms to take lunch- 
eon with him. They nad finished the meal and 
Dr. Swope nad lighted a cigar and was walking 
up and down the floor, when ne suddenly haited 
and exclaimed that he was In great pain. Then 
he fellto the floor and became unconscious, 
Before physicians could¢ arrive he was dead 
from paralysis of the heart. 

Dr. Swope was born in Hagerstown, Md., in 
1826, and upon his last appearance in Trinity 
Chapel had spent twenty-three years ae minister 
of that church. He was educated in St. James’s 
College, Maryland, and then went to Buriing- 
ton, N. J., where he was ordained a deacon by 
the Bishop of that diocese. He was then called 
to Trinity Church tn Chicago as assistant rector. 
He subsequently went to Grace Church of the 
same city, and after remaining there three 
years as rector was Called to Trinity Church, 
Pittsburg, Penn., where he remained until he 
was summoned to take charge of Trinity Chapel 

Dr. Swope was regarded with much love by 
his congregation, as well as by his fellow- 
clergymen. His relations with his rector, the 
Rev. Dr. Morgan Dix, were intimate and 
cordia). He was President of the New-York 
Churchmen’s Association, he was one of the 
standing committee of this diocese, and was a 
delegate from the diocese to tae General Con- 
vention of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
He was one of the corporate members of the 
American Board of Foreign and Domestic Mis- 
sions and was Chairman of the committee 
which at the last General Convention presentad 
a winority report against the revision of the 
Book of Common Prayer. Dr. Swope was mar- 
ried nearly forty years ago, but his wife lived 
only a few montus.

EMANUEL BERNHEIMER. 

Emanue! Bernheimer, one of the owners of 
the Lion Brewery and one of the oldest brew- 
ers in this part of the country, died at his 
home, 351 West Fifty-fiftn-atreet, on Thursday, 
from complaints incident to his advanced ace. 
He had not beenin good health for several 
years, and for some months was unable, says 
rarely, to leave his house. The funeral will be 
held at his home to-morrow at 9:30 A. M., the 
the Rev. Dr. Gottbeil officiating. The burial 
will be in the Salem Field Cemetery, the Rev. 
Dr. Silverman leading the services at the grave 

Mr. Bernhneimer was born in Germany in 
1817, and served an apprenticeship of some 
years in a brewery in his native country before 
he came to this city in 1844. When he arrived 
here it was with some capital, and he engaged 
in the general importing business in Beaver- 
street. In 1850 he formed a partnership with 


August Schmid, and, recognizing the possibili- 
ties of brewing in this oity, established the 
Constanz Brewery in East Fourth-street. This 
was one of the first breweries started here, and 
it was successful beyond the hopes of the part- 
ners. 

In 1860 Mr. Bernheimer rebuilt the Lion 
Brewery at Ninth-avenue and One Handrea 
and Eighth-street, which, with ite additiens of 
a big garden aud a park for picnics, soon be- 
came quite famous, parties being made up in 
all parts of the city to take the then long trip 
to Lion Park for an evening’s enjoyment Mir. 
Bernheimer began the extensive and elaborate 
system of advertising which is now @ charac- 
teristic of the trade, and was the firet to estab- 
lish beer saloons of bis own in various parts of 
the city, gradually disposing of them to their 
lessees, much the same as is done .at present. 
Under the tirm name of Speyer & Bernheimer 
he continued the business for several years. 

About 1868 the firm was reorganized by the 
admission of August Schmid, and a year or so 
later it was changed into Suhmid & Bernheimer 
by the admission of Joseph Sehmid. In 1878 
Mr. Bernheimer retired from active partie:pa- 
tion in the brewery business, his son, 8. EF. 
Bernheimer, succeeding him, The business 
was carried on under the name of Schmid & 
Bernheimer until Mr. August Schmid died in 
July, 1889. Then the firm was composed of 
Mr. Bernhelmer’s three sons, 8S. E., Max E., and 
Henry Bernheimer. 

During the civil war Mr. Bernheimer was a 
liberal contributor to the various funds which 
were then established. He was a Democrat 
throuchout his life, following his party in na- 
tional affairs. In local politics he war disposed 
to be independent. He was one of the oldest 
members of the Temple Emanu-El, Was an act- 
ive participant in the work of the German 
Widows and Orphans’ Society, a patron of the 
Mount Sinat Hospital, the Hebrew Orphan Asy- 
lum, the German Hospital, and the Montefiore 
Home for Chronic Invalids. Besides his sons, 
he leaves one daughter. His wife died four 
years ago to-day. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 
J. O. Campbell, Chairman of the Illinois Demo- 
cratic State Central Committee, died at his home in 


Streator, Ill, Thursday. His death was entirely 
unlooked for,ashe had been in his usnal health. 
Mr. Campbell was forty-seven years of age. He 
was born in Preston County, Va,and with his 
parents moved to Illinois in 1854. Durirg the late 
war he served for three years asa private in Com- 
any E of the Twenty-sixth [linois. Since 1#79 he 
Bad been the manager of the River Bank Coal Com- 
pany. 
Joseph Hay, one of Boston’s retired business 
men, died yesterday, aged 100 years and 3 months. 
His faculties had become greatiy impaired within 
the last few years. From his twenty-first to his 
ninety-fifth year he missed voting but twice—once 
while abroad and again while ill. 








THE OANADIAN TARIFF. 


OTTAWA, March 28.—The budget debate was 
resumed to-day. The great features of the 
resolutions submitted to the House of Commons 
and the speeches with which the two Ministers 
supported them were a declaration of com- 
mercial war against the United States, a general 
increase of taxation upon the people of Cana- 
da, and acomplote repudiation and ahandon- 
ment by the Government of their ola policy of 
reciprocity in natural products. 

Without walting for the Congress of the 
United States to declare its policy with respect 
to trade with Canada, our Dominion Minister 
has proclaimed what is regarded as a policy of 
commercial war against our republican neigh- 
bors, ani have thereby placed in the hands of 
McKinley and the other American high-tariff ad- 
vocates a lever Dy means of which they can 
easily push through Congress their bill to prae- 
tically shut out Canadian products from the 
United States markets. 

Sir Charles Tupper two years ago declared 
that commercial war would be little short of 
actual war, and that it would prove utterly 
ruinous to Canada’s business and Canadian in- 
dustries. 

Having decided to put duty upon articles of 
natural produce which are now admitted free 
into both countries and to increase the duties 
upon various articles the produce of the 
United States before the Americans haves 
touched their tariff, our Canadian Tortes will 
now have no right to complain against any 
additional duties which Congress may impose 
upon imports from Canada. They argue in 
favor of trade restriction. 

The Opposition members voted by Sir Richard 
Cartwright are opposing the proposed changes. 
They came out impressed this evening directly 
in favor of unrestricted reciprocity. This they 
asserted will remain their policy. 

Mr. White (Ministerial) declared that if 
Canada could not afford to consider the possi- 
bilities of irritation in the United States, 
Canads must at all hazards preserve her own 
national dignity first. 











A NEW REFORMATION SOOIRTY.

THE MAKERS IN AN UNSET.. 


TLED FRAME OF MIND. 

HOPING NOW TO HAVE THE BILL 
READY FOR SUBMISSION MONDAY— 
MASSACHUSETTS CAUSING TROUBLE. 


_WasHINGTon, March 28.—Again, to-night, the 
Ways and Means Cémmittee expresses the hope 
that the Tariff bill will be ready for submission 
Monday. McKinley and his associates, having 
abandoned their temporary retreat in the room 
of the Appropriations Committee ana occupied 
the room that they have appropriated at the 
expense of the lady eallers upon members of 
Congress, have been listening to more delega- 
tions and individuals who hope te make changes 
at the last moment. 

Representative Carter of Montana, who had 
heard that the smelting interest had succeeded 
mn inducing the committee to take off the duty 
imposed upon lead ore, appeared once more to 
urge that it be kept on, as at firatintended. His 
wish will probably be complied with. If our 
Merican neighbors consider it an unneighborly 
thing to do, Mr. Blaine may find the obnoxious 
tax a convenient thing to “swap” for conces- 


sions when he comes to offer reciprocity to Mex- 
ico. 
It is ‘asserted that the committee resolved 
‘upon a carpet schedule to-day, and that the 
option of that schedule practically concludes 
its labors of preparation. It has advanced the 
ad valorem duty on carpets from 30 to 40 per 
cent. ag asort of agreement with the advanced 
duty\on carpet wools, and, beginning with the 
higher grades of carpet, which have been ad- 
vanced from 45 to 60 cents a square yard, the 
committee has correspondingly advanced the 
yard rate on ali imported carpets and rugs. 
One departure appears to have been made 
from the line of increased duties. By a vote of 
the committee it was decided to put nickel ore 
on the free list. In the same breath in which 


this reduction is announced it is asserted that 
the conclusion will not probably stand. That 
means thatit was only made free for a day, 
and that to-morrow, on the demand of the 
owner of the only nickel mine in the country, it 
wili be restored to the dutiable list for his sale 
benefit. 

The demand for free copper haa re- 
ceived no consideration. It was not expected 
that it would be made free. The copper pro- 
ducers are too strong to be defied. They are 
too wealthy to be offended as possible con- 
tributors to the campaign of next Fall 

Sugar is aettled, so it is asserted. On the 
other hand, Republicans outside the committee 
declare that the committee knows that it is not 
settied, and that it cannot be safely spoken of 
as settled until the bill bas passed the House. 
The attempt to make the duty specific has besn 
abandoned. While there was agreement as to 
the desire to makea specific duty, there was 
ditficulty in satisfying the memberaas to the 
equivalent ad valorem duty. With that diffi- 
culty in the way it was considered bestto go 
back to the firat proposition to make the duty 
an ad valorem one. If there is to be any 
trouble over this duty hereafter, it will be inthe 
House. The members of the committee affect 
to think very small of the efforts of the Western 
men to force the reduction to 50 and 60 per 
cen 

resentative Andrew of Massachusetts 
handed tothe Ways and Means Committee to- 
day a hundle of protests against the proposed 
big increase of the duty onlime. The protests 
were signed by 158 citizens of Massachusetts, 
including masons, plasterers, contractors and 
builders, tanners, dealers, and architects, and 
it was stated that fully three-fourths of the 
signers were Republicans. The present duty 
on lime is 10 per cent., or 3 cents a cask. Tho 
Ways and Means Committee proposes to in- 
crease the duty to 6 cents per 100 poundsand to 
put a duty on the weight of the casks. _ Casks of 
jime usually weigh from 200 to 260 pounds, 80 
that the proposed duty would be from 12 to 16 
cents a cask, an increase of 400 to 500 per 
cent. over the existing rate. 

Lime is used in the manufacture of gas and 
porer as well as by tauners, plasterers, and 

uilders. lts production in this country is con- 
trolled by a combination of dealers in Rock- 
lana, Me. Before the New-Engianders began 
to import lime from Canada, the cost of a cask 
was from $1 10 to $1 15. Itis now 95 cents a 
sask, and it is declared to be very profitable at 
that figure. The signers of the protests pre- 
sented by Mr. Andrew puint out that the only 
relief from the arbitrary action of the combina- 
tion controlling the lime sold in their market is 
the competition of the Canadian manufactur- 
ers. The proposed increase of duty is declared 
to be designed to drive out Canadian lime so as 
to raise present prices to consumers, 

The protestants state that the difference in 
freight rates is equivalent to an additional duty 
of about 17 percent. This and the existing 10 
per cent. they regard as a sufficient protection 
to the domestic manufacturer, ‘“ unless,” they 
add, “it be good policy to deprive the people of 
Massachusetts of the benefits of competition 
in the business and to allow the price of an in- 
dispensable commodity to be controlled by a 
tew domestic manufacturers acting in concert.”’ 

Massachusetts is giving Major McKinley and 
his colleagues much trouble. When it waa first 
learned that it was proposed to put hides on 
the dutiable list such an outcry was raised all 
over the State that the Massachusetts members 
hardly gave Mr. McKinley a moment’s peace 
until the obnoxious duty was taken off again. 
This concession having been granted, it was 
hoped by the Republican members of the Ways 
and Means Committee that New-Exugland would 
take the rest of the bill without a question. 

But there is now more trouble from the same 
source. At the request of Mr. Candler a_ meet- 
ing of the Republican members of the delega- 
tion bas been called for Monday morning, for 
the purpose of considering what will be the at- 
titude of the Republicans from Massachusetts 
on the wool schedules of the bill. Mr. Candler, 
although a Republican, represents an import- 
ing constituency, and, as he was for many years 
a heavy importer himself. his sympathies are in 
the line of lower duties. He isnot satisfied with 
the bill, and he says so frankly, and he particu- 
larly objects to the schedule relating to carpet 
wools. Mr. Candler said to-day that he did not 
know what conclusion the delegation would 
arrive at, as the matter bad not been discussed 
in any way, but, speaking for himself, he had 
no hesitation in saying that the duties Ceegeree 
{tn the McKinley bill were too high; that they 
must be reduced if New-England’s interests are 
to be considered, and unless they are he should 
oppose the bill. ; 

Mr. Candler is emphaticin this declaration. 
The Republicans are a good deal worried over 
the attitude assumed by Mr. Candler, as he is 

erbaps one of the best-informed menin the 
Frouse on certain items in the tariff as viewed 
from a practical standpoint, and if he kicks 
over the traces he may cause a good deal of 
trouble when the bill is debated underthbe five- 
minute rule. Heis particularly wel! informed 
on the sagar question, having been in the sugar 
trade for thirty yoars,and is an advocate of 
very low duties, if not the entire abolition of 
the daties on sugar. 

A committee of the tea importers of New-

THE BROOKLYN. LIBRARY. 


GOOD PROGRESS HAS BEEN MADE IN 
ITS WORK DURING TBE PAST YEAR. 


. The annual meeting of the Directors of the 


Brooklyn Library was held last Thursday even- 
ing, and the President, Mr. Alfred ©. Barnes, 
presented the yearly report, showing that, not- 
withstanding its limited income, good progress 
had been made in the work of the institution. 
During the year 2,515 volumes have been added 
at an expense of $2,799 79. The number of 


volumes contributed to the library was 2,027; 
average cost per volume of new books, $1 23; 
volumes bound, 1,697; number of duplicate 
books now on hand for sale or exchange, 2,295; 
volumes circulated, 99,002, an average of .3249 
to each member. 

The present membership, ineluding life and 
permanent members, is about three thousand. 
The reading room and the reference depart- 
ment continue to be the favorite resort of 
students and literary people. Eight stations 
for the delivery of books in various parts of 
Brooklyn have been utilized by subscribers to 
the extent of several thousand volumes. The 
classes in languages have netted $569 96. 
Fifteen thousand copies of the “* Library Bulle- 
tin of Books, &c.” were circulated in Decem- 
ber. The card catalogue of all additions is kept 
complete to date, and lists of additions are pub- 
lished every week in the Brooklyn newspapers. 

The course of four lectures and readings by 
authors fast Fall was a great success. Charles 
Dudley Warner, Miss Amelia B. Edwards, and 
several well-known authors contributed to the 
success of the course. The library will shortly 
be lighted by the Edison Incandescent Light 
Company, as the wires are now being putin 
position throughout the building. New sehelv- 
jing bas been constructed during the year ofa 
capacity of about forty thousand volumes, 
part of which is designed for the accommoda- 
tion of folded files of the New-York and Brook- 
lyn papers, for which there will now be abundant 
room. The collection of hewspaper clppings 
is being gradually oclassitied and arranged in the 
form of scrap books, thirteen volumes having 
been added during the past year. 

The financial statement shows that the actual 
receipts from all sources have been $19,916 03, 
and thé expenses in all departments were 

19,772 38, showing an unexpended balance of 

143 65. The library needs a larger endow- 
mentin order to prosecute its work satisfac- 
torily and to furnish more liberal supplies of 
books. Its usefulness, with adequate meads, 
would be very largely increased. 





REPEAL ALMOST CERTAIN.

THE LICENSE BILL RECOMMENDED FOR 
PASSAGE IN IOWA. s 


Des MOINES, Iowa, March 28.—Prohibition 
got a blow between the eyes to-day. It was 
administered by the Senate Committee on Cities 
and Towns. At that committee’s meeting this 
afternoon it was agreed, by a vote of 5 to 4, 
to recommend for passage the Democratic 
caueus License bill to reguiate the sale of 
liquors asa beverage. The committee stands 
politically five Republicans and four Demo- 
erats, but Senator Lawrence voted with his col- 
Jeagues and carried the measure, There are 
others in the committee who, if they had fol- 
lowed their personal convictions, would have 
joined with Lawrence in going over to the Dem- 
ocrats, and they way do so when the bill comes 
up for passage in the Senate. 

The sentiment for repeal may be accelerate 
by the near approach of the Liberal Republican 
conference, called for next week, but it is cer- 
tainly making rapid strides. It is quite certain 
that this bill will pase the Senate, and opinions 
are freely ventured that it will pass the House. 

The Senate Pharmacy Committee also agreed 
to-day to report a bill which, if enacted, will 
liberalize the pharmacy law. It so changes the 
statute that druggists will not be required to 
obtain signers to a petition upon which to base 
their application for a permit, and the permit 
once granted hoids until forfeited by violation 
of the law or pharmacy regulations, 

Tt also repeais that clause of the law requir- 
ing druggists to obtain a permit from the 
County Auditor for each consignment of liquors 
he buys for lawful purposes.

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STORMS AT SEA. 


THE EXPERIENCES OF THE ALLAN 
STEAMER POLYNESIAN. 


Hawirax, N. &, March 28.—The Allan Line 
steamer Polynesian arrived this morning from 
Liverpool, baving had a terrible passage. She 
left Liverpool on March 13. Bad weather set 
in almost immediately after sailing. One officer 
said there was not a single fine day, and hardly 
any sail could be used. A continuation of 
strong westerly winds was experienced without 
any abatement, accompanied by heavy cross- 
seas and at times rain, lightning, and heavy 
squalls, 

While the St. Elmo lights were “playing” on 
the yardarm the masthead was struck by a 


thunderbolt, and a shower of sparks fellon the 
vessel’s decks. On the morning of the 15th 
inst. the wind increased in violencé, waves 
washing the steamer fore and aft, necessitating 
ruuning at half speed. 

About midnight the vessel experienced 4, 


terrible storm, with heavy seas, lightning, tnt n-\ 


der, hail, and rain. The weather continued rot gh 
till the 19th inst., on which day great quantit es 
of water were shipped. The morning of ‘ho 
21st brought a howling tempest, in which ibe 
ship was much strained. On the evening of 
the 21st aregular hurricane was eucounter: dc, 
The ship was puton half speed. A large ni m-) 
ber of icebergs were passed, and at times ihe 
ship was surrounded by large bergs, some of 
which were of immense size, one being neally, 
a mile in length. F 

The ehip was tossing at the mercy of the 
waves amidst icebergs, the coal was fast run- 
ning out, and bags of sugar were.being utilized 
for fuel. 
~ On the evening of the 25th inst. a snowstorm 
was encountered. Abouttwo hundred bags of 
raw sugar were mixed with the remaining coal 
and burned. On the eastern edge of Sable Isl- 
and banks a fleet of fishing schooners was 
passed, and it was seen that one of them 
was flying ber flag union down. The steamer 
altered her course and went close alongside of 
the Gloucester, wnose Captain asked the steam- 
ertosapply him with water. Owing to the 
long voyage the steamer had barely sutticient 
for the 800 on board till they reavhed here, and 
was, therefore, unable to comply with the re- 
quest. There was no danger of the schooner’s 
crew suffering from thirst, however, as there 
etn a pumber of other fishermen all around 

em. 

When the morning of the 28th dawned land 
was sighted, to the great joy of the passengers, 
some of whom imagined they would never sea 
Halifax. The steamer brought avout five huno- 
dred immigrants. 





FLORIST AND MONEY GONE, 


KLUNDER SUPPOSED TO BE LIVING IN 
LONDON NOW. 


Charles F. Kiunder, the florist, has shaken the 
dust of his former successes from his feet, and, 
according to the President of the Klunder Com- 
pany, has taken about $4,000 of the company’s 
money without the consent of its officers. He 
is said to be at present in London, his wite and 
children being with him. The cause of his 
downfall, it is said, was racing. 

Mr. Klunder failed about three years ago. 
His creditors joined io continuing him in busi- 
ness, sending him ahead once again under his 


wife’s name. Last Autumn ili-fortune again be- 
fell ot aud be was obliged to make an assign- 
ment. 

In November, 1889, a company was formed 
by David Murray, William B. Smith, and George 
i. Rosé, representing several sovuiety people, 
with a preliminary capital of $3,000, which 
should be increased as the exigencies of the oo- 
casion might demanc. The business was be- 
gun again. After the New Year’s Ball an effort 
was made to get a tinal settioment of the bill 
for the Horal decorations, but Klunder, accora- 
ing to Mr. Smith, said that ne had repeatedly 
called on Mr. Ward MoAllister but baa been so 
unfortunate a3 to miss him. Mr. Smith wrote 
to Mr. MeAljister, asking for an explanation of 
the delay. 6 reply told him that the bill had 
been paid in full. Thereupon statements of 
their indebtedness were sent to the customers, 
and soon there came replies from Mrs. William 
K. Vanderbilt, Mrs, J. Pierpont Morgan, Mrs. 
Elliott F. Shepard, and others declaring that 
their bills had been paid. 

Klunder, Mr. Smith says, was taxed with this 
and he said that he had been obliged to make 
these Collections because of the demands of his 
private creditors. March 3 was the last day 
when Klurder was seen in this city. 

James Davis, a former employe of the com- 
pany, said yesterday that Kiunder had been 
compelled tu leave the business because of im- 
positions put upon him by the officers of the 
company. Mr. Smith declared that this was 
nonsense.

JERSEY CITY’S CAMPAIGN 


OITIZENS MAKING READY TO 
DEFEAT THE RING. 
MR. PERKINS CONSULTS WITH THE CITY 
COMMITTEE—TALK OF “‘ THE TIMES’S” 
WORK—‘“‘BOB” DAVIS'S BANQUET. 


The Jersey City Republican Committee held 
its weekly meeting at the Federal Club last 
evening, Chairman Datz presiding. The at- 
tendance was large and representative. Mr. 
George J. Perkins, the nominee for Mayor, was 
present and was very cordially welcomed. 
Among others present were Gilbert Collins, 
Samuel Dickinson, 8. Hammerschlog, J. H. Potts, 
William Broas, John Brennan, Thomas Cough- 
lan, H. W. Carr, William G. Nelson, John Fen- 
ner, Martin Finck, John H. Hepken, Charles 
Lows, James ©. Young, Richard Brown, 
Thomas McEwan, Jr., Benjamin Drachman, 
and Z. K. Pangborn. 

Mr. Perkins was asked to speak, and after a 
‘round of applause he said that he was present 
to consult and get information rather than to 
announce plans of his own for the campaign. 
He was in no sense a politician, and had accept- 
ed the nomination for Mayor with great reluct- 


ance. Buthe feltitaduty te those who nomi- 
nated him, to the Republican Party, and to oiti- 
zens generally to make the contest, and had, 
therefore, laid aside personal preference and 
aecepted. He hoped to receive the support ofa 
majority of the people, and, if elected, should 
endeavor to administer the affairs of the clty 
for the benefit of the citizens generally. 

Reports were heard from various committees‘ 
and Z. K. Pangboon made some general remarks 
on the outlook, expressing the opinion that the 
task ot electing Mr. Perkins would be easier 
than some people supposed. It was only necess- 
sary for those who desired itto work with 
spirit. 

An incident that caused some remark was 
the reception of a letter signed by Robert 
Davis, Chairman, and James Hennessay, Secre- 
tary of *“ the Democratic City ex-Committee,” 
asking the Republicans to “ appoint a commit- 
tee of five to consult with a like commit- 
tee from this [Democratic] committee in refer- 
ence to the ballot-box frauds.” The letter was 
a bluffof the cheekiest sort. Having “ fixed” 
the election boards as nearly as possible like 
the boards of last Fall that committed the bal- 
lot-box frauds, the Democratic bosses try to 
make a pretense of being opposed to fraud 
by asking for a conference on the s6ub- 
jeot. The pretense was of course believed 
to be fraudulent. But that the ring 
organs might not have an opportunity to say a 
fair offer was rejected. a committee was ap- 
pointed as requested. The Republicans named 
to meet the ring-ters are Gilbert Collins. Judge 
John A. Biair, Thomas Jordan, ‘‘homas Mo- 
Ewan, Jr., and Judge P. F. Wanzer. 

Whea the City Committee adjourned the sub- 
committees went into session to arrange the 
details of the campaign. A number of public 
meetings will be announced very soon. ne ie 
to be beld in Fairmount Hall this evening, at 
which Mr. Voorhees, the Kepublican leader in 
the Assembly at Trenton is to speak. Candi- 
date Perkins’s letter of acceptance will be 
given out for publication this afternoon. 

There is the usual friction in the Aldermanic 
districts over candidates. This is especially 
true in the Fifth and Sixth Districts, which are 
almost always Republican, but it is hoped to 
get representative men in the field. The im- 
portance of it appears to be widely recognized. 

The ring Democratic Convention to renowi- 
nate Mayor Cleveland weets this afternoon. 
The disinclination of gentlemen whoss names 
might have served as a cover for the rascalities 
of the ring to taintit by accepting the nomina- 
tion is not surprising, when even one ot the 
delegates went into print to declare yesterday 
that he would not serve in the convention be- 
cause of its associations, This letter appeared 
in one of the Jersey City papers last evening: 

In your last night's edition it was stated that I was 
elected as a delegate to the Democratic Convention.

The ringsters are coynting more upon the 
strength of the saloon influence than upon any 
other. The impression, therefore, is being in- 
dustriousiy circulated that Mr. Porkins, the 
Republican nominee, is a temperance man. He 
is not a temperance man in the prohibition 
sense, and is said not to carry his temperance 
ideas to the extent of refusing wine at dinner. 
But be is atemperate man. In these respects 
he differs from Orestes Cleveland, who is 
said to be a total abstainer. It would seem 
therefore, that the ringsters have very little 
ground for finding fault with Mr. Perkins. The 
only real point is the understood fact that 
Cleveland is not governed in his ofijeial acts by 
convictions of any sort. 

A TIMES reporter had a talk yesterday with 
Joho 8 Edwards, a coal dealer who was men- 
tioued as having made a bid for supplying 
Jersey City with 10,000 tons of coal for the 
water works. Mr. Edwards said that hia bid 
was 14 cents a ton less than Cayles’s, which is 
less than was stated, but woula have amounted 
to a 8um worth saving on 10,000 tons. He vid 
not believe that the city authorities would have 
given him the contract at any figure, ana did 
not believe that Cayle furnished either tio 
quality or amount of coal the contract called 
for. He happened to know of a dealer selling 
Cayle fifteen carloads of coal, which was of the 
free-burning ash coal, egg size, to be delivered 
at the Belleville Water worka. The centract 
called for old Lebigh mine coal, which was 
worth 30 to 40 cents a ton more than the coal 
Cayle purchased. 

Mayor Cleveland showed all his duplicity in 
dealing with Mr. Edwards. At the first inter- 
view the Mayor patted Mr. Edwards on the 
back and patronizingly told him that he could 
not possibly know that the coal he furnished 
was old Lehigh mine unless he saw it mined 
and loaded and rode on the car with it to town. 
Mr. Edwards characterized such talk as boyish, 
and showed his letter from the Lehigh Com- 
pany agreeing to furnish the sort of coal called 
for if Mr. Edwards got the contract. Afterward 
Cleveland utterly denied ever having met Mr. 
Ed wards. 

Mr. Ezgwards does business in the upper part 
of the city, baving an oflice on Congress-street. 
He says the feeling against the Mayor ia strong 
up there, and when asked why, replied: ‘“ Be. 
case the people believe he is not a square map- 
They do not believe what he says.”

RUSSIAN STUDENTS ARRESTED. 





‘THE UNIVERSITY AT MOSCOW CLOSED— 
TROUBLE IN ST. FETERSBURG. 


Moscow, March 28.—The University and the 
College of Husbandry here have been closed by 
the Government on account of the recent dis- 
orders among the students. Six hundred stu- 
dents attending the institutions have been ar- 
rested. The disorders at the college were due 
to the arbitrary action of the Director, who 
prohibited the circulation among the students 
of the ‘* Kreutzer Sonata,” a work of Count Tol- 
stoi, the social reformer. 

ST. PETERSBURG, March 28,—The students at 
the university here have presented a memorial 
to Prof. Mendelieff demanding a reduction of 
the entrance fees, the unrestricted admission o 
Jews to the university, and the equality o 
male and female students. Prof Mendelieff 


promised to intercede with the authorities in 
behalf of the students. 


LABOR PROBLEMS IN BERLIN. 

BERLIN, March 28.—The Labor Conference, at 
its eltting yesterday, rejected a resolution 
recommending the prohibition of night and 
Sunday work by women under twenty-one 
years of age. Mr. Delahaye, one of the French 
delegates, made an excited focialistic speech 
during the discussion of the resolution. 

The delegates had a farewell dinner at the 
Kaiserhof this evening. Thedinner was given 
by Baron von Berlepsch, Prussian Minister of 
Commerce, Delegate Reipelsberg of Austria 
toasted Emperor William. Baron von Berlepsch 
toasted the sovereigns of the countries repre- 
sented In the conference. Bishop Kopp, one f 
the German delegates, expressed satisfaction 
at the avreement of the results of the confer- 
ence with the teachings of Christian morality. 
He invited M. Jules Simon of France, as the 
eldest delezate present, to deliver an address, 
M. Simon made a few eloquent remarks, in 
which he said he hoped that the principles 
enunciated by the conference would find ulti- 
mate and universal practical application. 


THE FISHERY QUESTION. 

Lonpon, March 28.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-night Mr. William Redmond asked 
whether the Government, in view of the strong 
feeling in Newfoundland over the fishery ques- 
tion, would resume negotiations with France 
for the purpose of obtaining a fresh modus 
vivendi. ; 

Sir James Fergusson, Under Foreign Secre- 
tary, replied that France had been approached 
with a view to the settlement of the question. 
Tbe modua vivendi only applied to the present 
season. He believed the Government had re- 
peatedly expressed its desire that the Premier 
of Newfoundiand come to England, in order 
that negotiations might be carried on in a more 
direct manner.

BELGRADE, March 28.—The Servian Cabinet 
has been reorganized. Gen. Gruics has been 
made Prime Minister, Minister of Foreign A?r- 
fairs, and Minister of War; M.Vuics Minister of 
Finance and Ministerof Education; M. Taush- 
anovics Minister of the Interior; M. Gjorje- 
vies Minister of Justice, and M,.

RESIDENTS TO GOSSIPPING.

Caldwell as teachers in the High School, The 
teachers engaged the Bicknell cottage on Deer 
Park-avenve ana kept house, engaging a house- 
keeper to look after the details of the establish- 
ment. The cottage became the centre of a good 
dea: of social life until the tongue of gossip 
took the matter up, when one of the teaehers 
went to Principal Roberts and asked if he saw 
anything improper in their keeping house. 

He answered that their actions had placed 
them in a compromising position and were in- 
juring their value as teachers. The teachers 
became tndignaut and for some days refused to 
speak tothe Principal. Presently it began to 
be whispered around that some of the teachers 
had been seen leaving the Trustees’ office at un- 
seemly hours at night, and tbat they had been 
having pretty lively times at the cottage. The 
first resignation among the teachers was that 
of Miss Miller, Principal Roberts said. Her 
action was caused by a letter which she had re- 
ceived from Trustee Nicholl, it is said, in which 
the writer spoke of the lady’s visit to him as 
“like angels’ visits—few and far between.” He 
dwelt at length upon her personal charms and 
went into raptures over her beautiful eyes. He 
offered to secure for her an increase of salary 
or anything elaein the power of the board to 
bestow. 

Upon receipt of this letter Miss Miller placea 
it, with ber resignation, in the hands of Princi- 
pal Roberts, who handed it to Trustee Reid, the 
President of the board. The Principal in 
structed Miss Woodward to take charge of Miss 
Miller’s class. Qn the following morning, how- 
ever, When Miss Woodward reached the school, 
she found Miss Rowe in charge of the class, 
and in explanation the latter said she had been 

laced there by Trustee Nicholl, That evening 
President Reid and the Principal ealied on 
Trustee Nicholl. They met him in the hail,and 
when they stated that they had oalled to dis- 
cuss school matters he toid them that he had 
two of the teachers in his oftice at that moment.

FACTS ABOUT BOSS FEENEY 


HIS DISGRACKHFUL ABUSE OF 
OFFIOIAL POWER. 

ROW JERSEY CITY’Ss POLICE COMMIS- 

SIONER RUNS A LIQUOR BUSINESS 

AS AN ANNEX OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


John Patrick Feeney, the arch bulldozer and 
ruffian to whose tender mercies the life and 
property of the citizens of Jersey City are con- 
signed in bis capacity as President of the Police 
Board, is rapidly attaining a monstrous noto- 
riety. His ire at finding himself reflected in a 
true and none the less révoltine light through 
the columns of THE TIMES amounts to a 
self-conyiction. In his fury he is do- 
ing a number of things that an  in- 
nocent man would leave undone. The 
public has become interested in his fren- 
gied dismay, and the voters of Jersey City 
are learning with mingled anger and contempt 
that thoir affairs are in the hands of an unprir- 
cipled scoundrel whose chief work is to bargain 
for public plunder rather than to protect the 
interests of the city. In viewof the constantly- 
developing chain of evidence against him 
Feeney as an exponent of law and order isa 
startling inconsistency. 

Recently, when his fury overreached itself, 
Feeney, all unwittingly, plunged deeper into 
the mire by attempting to stific the investiga- 
tions made by THE TIMES. His error was phe- 
nomenal. All who know anything against 
Feeney—and their name is legion—are anxious 
to talk about it, and well-authenticated stories 


concerning his official depravity are piling 
mountain high. 

very saloon keeper in Hudson County knows 
that Feeney is in the Jiquor business with the 
bottler, Laverty. Tuey know it because Feeney 
has called in ge ge at their places of business 
and demanded, by virtue of bis oflicial capacity, 
that they patronize his establishment. It was 
dangerous to refuse, as maoy of them have 
found to their cost. Here was the President of 
the Police Board offering them his beer or his 
club. It leftthem a small alternative and near- 
ly every one accepted his terms, gaining there- 
ms A the protection of Feeney’s police and the 1m- 
P led, if not expressed, assurance that they had 
ngratiated themselves into the favor and aiiec- 
tion of the boss. Not only do they spend their 
money for Feeney’s beer, but they are also in- 
vited to try his soda, his pop, his ginger ale, and 
other products of his bottling businese. Witn 
® commendable desire to wake the most cut of 
@ very bad business, Feevey is known to 
have deputized bis police to act as 
@gents for his liquor interests. The com- 
missions which made them policemen were 
in a doubly significant sense written orders to 
ply their master’s trade. These things belng 
true, one cau readily conceive the duties of a 
Jersey City policeman to be, first, to promote 
the interests of Feeney’s liquor, and, second, to 
make it unpleasant for the saloon men who de- 
cline to. buy. 

A TIMES reporter was told yesterday by a 
Jersey City officer that every one of the 
men recently arrested for keeping their 
saloons open on sunday were those who 
had not patronized the beer proffered by the 
President of the Police Boare. It is also a 
Tact that Feeney recently ordered one of his 
hirelings to arrest adelivery man for a New- 
York bottling house doing business in Jer- 
sey City. The arrest was made and the 
man prosecuted for canvassing without a 
license. Between the lines of the indictment it 
‘waa not difficult to read that he whese business 
eonflicts with that of the President of the Police 
Board must sutter. The very few merchants of 
Jersey City who prefer New-York liquor to that 
marketed by Feeney are now obliged to send a 
written order to the New-York house in order 
that the delivery man may use the order 
as an evidence that he is not canvass- 
ing, but merely delivering, and thus run 
the gantiet of Feeney’s agent policemen. Just 
how much money tne tirm ot Laverty & Feeney 
make annually out of their business is a matier 
of conjecture, but the knowing ones tigure that 

t easily yields them $75,000. These facts show 

ow nicely a police force can be dovetailed toa 
liquor house. Incidentaliy, too, ney show how 
prodixious a rascal can, in loosely-organized 
cowrmunities, attain to positions of public trust. 

About three months ago the conspicuous in- 
e@ftticiency of Feeney’s hirellugs was exhibited 
atthe New-Jersey Central Station. There was 
an officer on duty In itat precinct named Pete 
Whalen, and a wore uegraded, unrexgenerate 
Tascal never wore a blue coat. When he wasn’t 
drunk on his beat he was drunk olf his beat. 
Every employe at the Central Station and the 
adjoining ferries will, bear testimony to the fact 
that he was asorry spectacle us a guardian (?) 
of the peace. It is said that he himsrlf has 
been arrested a greater number of times than 
ADYy reguiar occupant of the city jail. It 1s 
also stated by those who know him best that he 
has been arrested and punished tor election 
fraude and various otber irregularities more 
fiagrant than his everyday habit of intoxi- 
cation. 

Oue day about three months ago a man was 
ki ledat theCentra! Station. Whalen having de. 
serted his post and vone to Bergen Pointona 
Spree, the railroad officials telephoned to head- 
quarters for an officer. Chief Murphy himself 
came down, and while there Whalen came in ona 
train wretchedly drunk. This so incensed the 
railroad people that Murpby felt bound to make 
charges against the derelict Whalen, and for 
a few days he did not appear on his beat, 
it being given out by his superiors that 
he was under the ban of saspension. 
Whether the charges alleged to have been 
preferred azuinst b:m were ever pushed or not 
is @ mutter of doubt, but certainit is that this 
same Whalen, arrayed in all the vagaries of his 
accustomed inebriation, is a policeman to-day, 
staggering the streets of Jersey City undera 
commission from that Lord High Bulidozer, 
Feeney. 

The reason for Whalen’s retention in oftice— 
and there are reasons for everything in Jersey 
City—is that he, his kith and kin for years 
back, have been ward heelers and _ wire- 
workers of the first water. Some of the family 
keep an ugly place down on Washibgton-street, 
near the sugar house, where they cater to the 
tastes of canalboatmen, sailors, and dock la- 
borers. Whalen’s brother keeps a policy 
shop in Jersey City and his joint does a 
lovely business through the participation 
and co-operation of Feeney’s police. While 
the honest people of Jersey City havo suc- 
ceeded in suppressing the outward aud visible 
signs of the policy shop business, they have by 
po means stifled Whalen, and he may be seen 
any dey making his rounds with his slipsin 
his coat pocket. 

Another anid perhaps & paramount reason 
why Whalen should continue to patrol Jer- 
sey City’s streets is that he is, by mar. 
riage, connected with the family of Sheriff 
* Bob” Davis, the Talieyrand of Hudson Coun- 
ty politics. Whalen’s beat. however, is no 
longer at the Jersey Central station, a change 
in which the station people take deep delight 
But ever since Whalen’s notorious exhibition, 
when Chief Murphy suspended him, the station 
has been without police protection of any sort, 
gave from the few detectives employed by the 
New-Jersey Central Railroad. This is surpris- 
Ing in view of the fact that police are in de- 
mand at the station every day owing to the 
great crowds of people, among whom toughbs 
and criminals abound. 

lt is a source of frequent inquiry why this 
astute of things is permitied to exist, and there 
are abundant answers to all such inquirios. 
Capt. Lennon of the station detectives and all 
bis aseociates understand the matter very 
thoroughly and ean explain it. Some time 
azo Feeney and nis brother Police Com- 
missioner, Kelly, drove =e to the station. 
Kelly held the horse while Feeney went inside 
to talk with Mr. Wallace, the manager of the 
station restaurant. He politely informed Wal- 
lace tbat his name was Feeney, and that be rep- 
resented the jiquor interests of Laverty & 
Feeney, adding, by way of explanation, that he 
hoped Wallace would find it agreeable hence- 
forth to patronize said firm. Wallace had been 
prepared for this, having several times been 
approached on the same subject by Feeney’s 
agent for that precinct, the policeman Whalen, 
But it happened that Wallace bought his liquor 
iu New York, and he so informed Feeney; 
whereupon the Police Commissioner strode off 
in a towering rage, and from that time the sta- 
tion has been without police protection. 

Mayor Cleveland and the ring apparently 
count upon Feeney’s abuse of nis powers as 
President of the Police Board tu frighten and 
bulldoze the saloon men into linein the coming 
elections, Feeney’s most subservient tool, next 
to Chief Murphy—possibly even more than 
Chief Murphy—is Capt. Christopher P. Smith of 
the Second Precinct poliee. It is notorious 
that during the last eoupelgn the arrogant 
head of the department, his vanity swelled by 
his newly-found prominence, went around 
among the saloon keepers who were not favor- 
able to the candidacy of his man in the last As- 

embly campaign and threatened them with all 

inds of annoyances if they refused to come to 
time. folice Captain Smith is openly accused 
of having backed up his chief, and some saloon 
keepers who were arrested for violation of the 
Sunday laws practically charged their discom- 
fi:ure to their political independence. 

It is nothing new, however, for Feeney to use 
ths powers of tho offices he disgraces to serve 
his political or personal ends. Itis not many 
w-eks since a mysterious raid was made upon 
a few saloon keepers who had darea to keep 
th ‘ir saloons openjon Sundays. Tne outrageou 
discrimination that was shown in this raid cause 
all the wider comment because the saloon keep- 
ers who were attacked kept bars in little back 
atreete, and the policemen who arrested them 
must bave passed hundreds of open saloons 
which were open and doing business to make 
the arrests. Suspicion was aroused that the 
arrested saloon keepers had in some. ae 4 
trodden on Feeney’s toes, and that he | 
supplied a list to Ohief Murpby to gu 
him in his “raid.” The Chief was asked 
whether that was so. Some one had made com- 
plalut, he replied. Who he refused to say. Ex- 
Piavations were sought in other quarters for 
this limited manifestation of public virtue on 
the partof Feeney’s department. Beyond the 
fact that the saloon keepers h eefapes, in al- 
most every instance, to ally themselves with 
the Hudson County Liquor ere’ Associa- 
tiop, an organization which finds it necessary 
to be in Jine with the ring to protect itself from 
roseoution for violations the law, nothing

count for this palpable abuse of his preroga- 
tives, which fortifies the conviction every where 
a a that it was he who planned the 
The recent raids upon the pool sellers at Har- 
rison serve to illustrate Feeney’s. methods in 
other directions where he can make his power 
felt. He is a detective in the employ of Prose- 
cutor Winfield, and he enjoys the distinction of 
being one of the chief constables on the race 
track at Guttenberg. The kind of protection he 
seems to extend in connection with the race 
tracks ry Botralt he to point the moralof the story 
about the Harrison pool sellers. The character of 
the protection is shown by the fact that all the 
approaches to the track are lined with gamblers 
and sharks lying in wait for the unwary. No 
amount of complaint by residents against the 
presence of these disturbers of the peace and 
corrupters of morals has sufficed so far to drivo 
them away. If Boss Feeney has no business with 
them as Lord High Constable on the race track, 
he certainly has aright to act on benalf of the 
county authorities to suppress them. But they 
are not suppressed. 
Some time ago the county authorities were 
compelled to take notice of the existence of 
oolrooms in Harrison. Their presence there 
nvited a rabble of gamblers to the town, which 
trightened some residents of the place and an- 
noyed all. The nuisance became so unbearable 
that the priests in the town began a fight 
against them; but they were not hacked by 
Official power, and the fight was without effect. 
A few weeks ago the demand became so strong 
that the Court House people deemed action 
imperative. Feeney made the raid.. How did 
he go aboutit? Did he quietly assemble 
a force of trusty lieutenants. and sur- 
prise the gamblers in their unts? Not 
much! He gave out one day, that he was 
going to clean out the rooms the next day. And 
when he reached the places, why there was no 
one there of course. The shanties were bare, 
even of the paraphernalia of the business that 
had been done in them. Some of the pool 
sellers have since resumed operations in Har- 
rison, but Feeney has not deemed it necessary 
thus far to repeat bis “raid,” and rumor has it 
that the only effeet of his * raid” was to drive 
one gang of the gamDiers from their haunts and 
leave the whole business in the hands of an- 
other gang. 
{It is upon the man who thus abuses his own 
- prerogatives and permits his subordinates in 
the Police Department, if he does not indeed 
command them, to abuse theirs, that the ring 
largely counts to bluff and bulldoze and terrorize 
the liquor-element in Jersey Cityin theinterest 
of Mr.{Cleveland’s re-election. It may be worthy 
of note in this connection that one of Feeney’s 
bosses, Prosecutor Charles H. Winfield, has re- 
turned from his wedding trip to get things in 
readiness for the prosecution of the election 
rascals at the assewbly of the Grand Jury next 
Tuesday. 


THE SENATHK INQUIRY. 


MORE LIGHT WILL BE SHED ON SHER- 
IFF’S OFFICE METHODS TO-DAY. 


The Senate Committee on Cities will resume 
its investigation into the affairs of this city in 
Part If. of the Superior Court at 10:30 o’clock 
this morning. It will be an interesting session, 
The dexterous pliers of the probe will continue 
their dissection of the Sheriti’s office. More 
lawyera will probably testify on the question 
of auctioneers’ fees and extra compensation, 
and more disclosures may be made of the way 
in which things have been going on in the eflice 
for the past few years. 

There were reports yesterday that an effort 
will be made to show that Tammany profited 
largely by the income of the Sheriff's office, and 
that checks will be produced to show payments 
inade by Sheriff Grant to Richard Croker. When 
A. B. Boardman, counsel fur the committee, 
was asked about these rumors he declined to 
say anything one way or the other. He simply 
laughed. 

Itis possible that Mayor Grant will be re- 
called a3 a witness to-day. When asked about 
it yesterday afternoon, however, he said that 
he had not been notitied. No new subpena has 
been served on him, butas his examination was 
not completed he can be calied on the old sub- 
pena If he goes upon the witness stand again 
be will probably be asked many more questions 
about the division of the auctioneers’ fees as 
well as on other topics of interest. 

Those who are trying to forecast the plans of 
the committee volunteer the information that 
the Police Department will be the next one in- 
veptigated. This will afford a fine field for in- 
vestigation, and the disclosures, it is asserted, 
will be peculiarly interesting. 

Among the witnesses subpwenaed for to-day’s 
hearing are District Attorney John R. Fellows, 
who has been tnstructed to bring the present- 
ment receutliy made by the Grand Jury in refer- 
ence to the abuses in the Sneriff’s ottice with 
him and Under Sheriff John B. Sexton, whose 
examination Will be continued. Possibly the 
calling of Mr. Feliows may furnish some infor- 
Ination as to whether any more indictments are 
to be sought for. 








CHARGES AGAINST BIRKETT. 


A LIVELY MEETING OF KINGS COUNTY 
REPUBLICANS PROBABLE. 


George L. Nichols, Jr., one of the delegates to 
the Kings County Republican GeneralCommittos 
from the First Ward of Brooklyn, intends at the 
next meeting, April 8, to offer aresolution expell- 
ing Senator James W. Birkett of the Third Dis- 
trict. The allegation will be made that the Sen- 
ator, a8 Treasurer of the General Committee, 
last year gave Greenleaf A. Smith of the Six- 
teenth Ward a check for $400 for the purpose 
of influencing votes from that district at the 
organization of the committee in January. 

Whether Mr. Nichols will have the courage to 
do anything of this kind is a subject that is agi- 
tating the politicians of Kings County. His 
father was a leader of his party in the First 
Ward. The son isa member of the Young Re- 
publican Club, and was never known to make 
an attack without first being pretty sure of the 
ammunition. He has been a member of the 
General Committee since the last primary. 
Senator Birkett’s friends are disposed to ridi- 
cuie the threatened explosion, and they say it 
will only be a fizz at best. 

Delegates to the Republican General Commit- 
tee have received copies of the ameudments to 
the by-laws prepared by the Committee on 
Rules and Order. They provide for an adjourn- 
ment of the General Committee from May to 
September, but as in the next Presidential year 
it will be necessary to hold monthly meetings 
all Summer this proposed change will be altered. 
The amendment providing for an enlargement 
of the Committee on Legislation from four 
to seven members may be changed +0 
as to provide that each member shail 
pay his own expenses at <Alvany. The 
amendment that the Chairman of the General 
Committee shall put his signature to all checks 
drawn by the Treasurer before they can be used 
isasiap at Senator Birkett, but no opposition 
is feared. 

Chairman Woodruff has already enlarged the 
Legislative Committee without any authority. 
Under his ruling at the last meeting of the 
General Committee a two-thirds vote of those 
present at the next meeting will be necessary 
to adopt the report. 





THE DRESSES WOULD NUT FIT THE GIRL. 

A seizure of about $500 worth of miscella- 
neous dress goods was made by the Custom in- 
spectors from W. J. Egan, a son of Mrs. Mar- 
garet J. Evan, a dressmaker of 3 East Thir- 
tieth-street, when the steamship La Champagne 
arrived on Sunday last. Egan’s declaration on 


board the vessel was that there was nothing 
dutiable in bis effects but about 480f. worth of 
chinaware. At the dock, however, J. N. Storey, 
the inspector in charge, suspected that some- 
thing was wrong because of a rather mys- 
terious conversation which Egan had with ‘one 
of the inspectors. He ordered Inspector Barry 
to search Egan’s trunks. In the bottom of the 
trunks Barry found a quantity of ladies’ ap- 
parel, including robes, silk skirts, laces, and 
gloves. The goods were sent to the Barge 
Ottice seizure room. 

When the discovery was made Egan claimed 
that the articles were the property ofa Miss 
Meighan, a slender young lady, who was trav- 
eling under hie charge. But tne finished dresses 
in the lot were far too large for her, and when 
she was asked to step into a dressing room and 
try them on she declared thas she knew noth- 
ing abeut them. 





BARNEY MARTIN AND COMPANY.

AGAINST THE CONTRACT 


THE GENERAL TERM UPHOLDS 
TAXPAYER ARMSTRONG. 

A DECISION BY JUDGE ANDREWS IN THE 
SUBWAY LITIGATION OVERRULED— 
THE STANDARD’S CONTRACT. 


The recent decision of Judge .Andrews of the 
Supreme Court denying the application of the 
Manhattan Electric Light Company and of 
George E. Armstrong as a taxpayer for an in- 
junction to restrain the Mayor and the Board of 
Electrical Control from transferring, under @ 
proposed contract, the business of subway con- 
struction from the Consolidated Telegraph and 
Electric Subway Construction Company to the 
Standard Electrical Subway Company has been 
acted upon by the General Term. 

The application of the Manhattan Company 
and the taxpayer were distinct, but were argued 
before Judge Andrews together, as they were 
based ou the same grounds. The taxpayer's 
application Judge Andrews dismissed very sum- 
marily, saying that it was evidently a mere 
attempt to bolster up the Manhattan Com- 
pany’s application, as Armstrong was the prac- 
tical owner of the East River Electric Light 
Company, which had identical interests. The 
Genera! Term reverses his decision in the tax- 
payer's application, while it affirms his decision 
regarding the company. This will stop any 


transfer of the business of subway construction 
unless the Court of Appeals reverses the de- 
cision of the General Term. 

The General Term disposes of the case of the 
Manhattan Company with as little ado as Judge 
Andrews made over Mr. Armstrone’s applica- 
tion. In affirming the denial of an injunction 
to the company the decision simply says that it 
**has no such rights secured to it, either by the 
statutes or the agreement which it has made, as 
entitles it to interfere with the action of the 
Board of Electrical Control for the construc- 
tion of the remaining subways, ana no injunc- 
tion, at its suit, is required by the circum- 
stances,” 

As to Taxpayer Armatrong’s case, the decision 
says that “the plaintiff is in a position, as a tax- 
payer, to prevent this illegal contract from be- 
ing subscribed and completed, certainly until it 
shall be made entirely definite and clear that 
the rights of the public will be subserved and 
effectually secured.” 

The decision deals almost entirely with the 
failure of the coutract with the Standard Com- 
pany, as drawn up, to properly preserve the 
city’s equity in the subways. The proposed 
contract does not properly provide that the 
Standard will construct or maintain subways, 
or a it will construct them in the time desig- 
pated. 

Directly bearing on the right of Mr. Arm- 
strong to have an injunction restraining the 
execution of the contract on a olaim of a waste 
of the city’s equity the court says: 

“By Section 15 of the contract proposed the oity, 
at any time after Jan. 1, 1897, wou!d have the right 
to buy the subways which had been theretofore con- 
structed under the contract, subject, however, to 
all leases, mortgazes, Or contracts theretofore law- 
fully made within ths limits imposed by Section 12 
of the contract. Section 12 imposes no limitations 
asto the amount of mortgages or incumbrances 
which might be placed by the company upon the 
subways constructed by it. The resuit would be 
that the Standard Company might mortgage to any 
amount thatit pleased as Har 4 as it did not fail to 
comer. with the terms of the contract 80 as to 
make itself liable to the forfeiture contained in the 
twelfth paragravh of the contract. The city, if it 
desired to become the purchaser, would, by the 
terms of the contract, be required to assume this 
mortgage, no matter how largeit might be. * * * 
‘The company by the terms of the contract would be 
enabled by the placing of excessive mortgages upon 
the property to prevent the city from becoming a 
purchaser.” 


Continuing, the court says that in the con- 
tract there are defects of so radical a nature as 
to involve an entire want of authority in the 
action authorized to be taken by the board. 
Fundamental among these ts the failure to bind 
the Standard Company to the construction of 
the subways mentioned in the resolution of 
the Board of Electrical Control, and to construct 
them in oneyear. The decision continues: 


**Experience has demonstrated the necessity of 
requiring corporations in tieir contracts with 
municipal bodies to clearly and explicitly define 
their obligations and leave as little as possible to 
future uncertainties, for after the agreements or 
privileges may be obtained, the exacting disposi- 
tion of the parties contracting with these bodies is 
euch asto exclude all possible concessiun to pro- 
mote and protect the interests of the public. While 
the granting of an injunction against the execution 
of @ Opntract such aa the one proposed will be at- 
tended with some delay in securing the accomplish- 
ment of the object intended, it will in the end be 
much more advantageous to the public that its in- 
teresta chall be clearly and expressly limited here 
than to permit the contract now propose to be en- 
tered into, which could not fail to engender dis- 
putes, and would leave to the volition of the Stan. 
ard Company to construct subways or not as it 
might afterward determine to be most expedient to 
its own interests.” 





FIRE IN A BAG FAOTORY. 


EMPLOYES ESCAPED, BUT $28,000 pam- 
AGE RESULTED FROM THE BLAZE. 


A candle dropped accidentally into a pile of 
burlaps by an employe on the fourth floor of the 
cloth-bag manufactory of the Kurtz Company 
at 76 Pearl-street, a little before 8 A. M. yester- 
day, started a blaze which threw into a panic 
the seventy-five girls employed in the place and 
ended in completely gutting the fourth and 
fifth floors of the five-story brick building 
where the factory is located. All the employes 


escaped unhurt except John Van Horn who, in 
trying to put out the fire, got his face and hands 
badly burned and was taken home. 

The Kurtz Company made cloth flour bags for 
& large number of concerns outside the city. 
‘hese were printed in different designs from 
plates, and in different colors, Five printing 
presses of the Hoe, Scgtt, and Taylor makes 
were used for this wor They were on the 
floors burned out, and are almost a complete 
loss, as are eighty-two sewing macbines used in 
waking the bags. This machinery was fully in- 
sured. An insurance of $39,000 was carried on 
stock, which is damaged by smoke and water, 
but can be partially utilized. The atereotype 
plates from which the printing is done were 
melted, and, as in many cases the proofs are 
lost also, it will be three or four weeks before 
the designs can be replaced by communication 
with customers outof town. In the meantime 
work wiil be suspended. 

Mr. Kurtz said yesterday that he could make 
po accurate estimate of the damage. A eon- 
servative estimate places the loss to stock and 
machinery at $25,000, and the loss to the build- 
ing, owned by the Dows estate, at $3,000, also 
insured, 





THE POLICE PENSION FUND. 

Two bills drafted for presentation to the 
Legislature were presented to the Police Board 
at its meeting yesterday by President MacLean. 
One of them provides for turning all the 
money in the Police Pension Fund into the City 
Treasury and making the city responsible for 
expenditures therefrom on the police pension 
account. The other empowers the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment to make pro- 
vision in the tax levy for deficiencies in the 
tund. Before definite action was taken it was 
thought advisable to have an informal con- 
ference with the members of the Board of 
Estimate. The business of the Police Commis- 
sionere yesterday was quickly disposed of and 


was devoid of interest except to members of 
the force. 





TAMMANY MEN OONFER. 

Mayor Grant spent much of yesterday in con- 
sultation and conferences with Bourke Cockran, 
Under Sheriff John B. Sexton, Police Commis- 
sioner Martin, Commissioner Gilroy, and others. 
What the subjects ander discussion: were is 
merely a matter of surmise. There was never a 
time when the Tammany braves were keeping 
their mouths more closely sealed. Itis prob- 
able that the question of s successor to Sneriff 
Flack was discussed, 1f the matter has not 
already been fixed up. 

After the conference Bourke Cookran protest- 
ed that the Dietrict Attorney was needlessly de- 
laying the cases of the indicted Deputy Sheriffs 
anda said that he had demanded the immediate 
trial of Bernard F. Martin.

FUN FOR THR BURGLARS. 


THREE CASES OF COOL AND SUCCESSFUL 
RAIDS BY THIEVES. 


Three out of the dozens of smaller robberies 
that have occurred lately in this city came to 
light in the “lost” columns of yesterday morn- 
ing’s papers. One was a safe-breaking exploit, 
another was a@ bold seizure of several bits of 
art, and the third was the taking of an express 
Wagon and a horse to match. 

The safe-breaking episode occurred on Tues- 
day evening about 9 o’clock at the cigar manu- 


factory of Deutsch Brothers, on the top floor of 
227 and 229 East Fifty-sixth-etreet. A row of 
tall tenements face the buliding, and the 
occupants of the upper floors satand quietly 
watohed the burglar, whom they describe as a 
“short, fat man with whiskers,” fuss around the 
safe for half an bour and finally knock it open 
witha hammer. Not one of these spectators 
mnde the least outcry. They explained that 
they thought the burglar would sheot them if 
they did, and one man, who seriously thought 
of throwing over a piece of coal at the bad man, 
has posed as the hero of the block ever since. 
They all say, however, that they kept a close 
lookout for a policeman during the half hour, 
but that none appeared. Deutsch Brothers lose 
avout $1,200 worth of cash and jewelry and 
about $620 worth of checks, payment on 
which, however, has been stopped. 

On Wednesday evening, about 6:30 o’clock, 
while the streets were crowded with pedes- 
trians, two enterprising thieves walked into the 
rooms of the New-York Art Guild, at 147 East 
Twenty-third-street, while Secretary Milis was 
at dinner, and walked out with two oil paint- 
ings by John J. Hammer, valued at $700, and a 
bronze figure by C. H. Niehaus, valued at $300. 
Avy number of people saw them, but naturally 
thought they were employes of the place. 

The third of the trio of daring robberies 
occurred about midnight of Weanesday. Then 
&® well-made express waxon worth about $300 
was taken from its place In front ot its owner’s 
B8table at 134 West Twenty-fifth-street by 
means of a horse that was stolen from the 
stable at 129 West Twenty-tifth-street, just 
across the way. 

All of these cases were reported at the sta- 
tion houses within a few hours after their 
occurrence, but the detectives seem hopelessly 
atsea, Eachone of the sufferers told yester- 
day of one or more robberies similar in nature 
to his own that have happened in his neighbor- 
hood in the last two montha. 





WALL-STREET TALK.

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ALDERMEN ALONE TO BLAME. 


TAMMANY LEADERS DISCUSS THE DE- 
LAYED TUNNEL PROJECT. 


Ever since the organization of the present 
Board of Aldermen there has been pending 
before it a petition from the East River Tunnel 
Company for permission to construct a tunnel 
from a point near Forty-seeond-street, between 
Tenth and Eleventh avenues, under the city 
and under the East River from the foot of East 
Thirty-eighth-street, in which it is proposed to 
operate an electric railroad for passenger and 
freight traffic. The petition was first referred 
to the Committee on Railroads, but by vote of 
the board was taken from that committee and 
sent to the Committee on Tunnels and Bridges. 

This committee 1s composed of A. J. Dowd, 
Chairman; Louis Schlamp, Isaac H. Terrell, 
William H. Murphy, aud William M. Montgom- 
ery. The first four are Tammany Democrats. 
Montgomery is a Republican. Notwithstand- 
ing the representatives of the company have 
many times asked fora hearing upon their pe- 
tition, and thatthe board has been petitioned 
by several labor organizations to grant the 
petition, the committee has persistently refused 
to either grant the hearing or report the peti- 
tion to the board. 

The committee is pursning the course com- 
monly adopted by a gang of legislative strikers, 
The pretext in this instance is alleged to be that 
the policy of Tammany Hall is against the 
project of tunneling the East River. This is 
said to have been given by members of the 
eommittee as an explanation for refusing the 
company a hearing. 

Mayor Grant said yesterday that he knew 
very Jittle about the merits of the scheme. He 
had received petitions from workingmen in 
favor of it, but had declared that the time for 
his interference in the matter had not come 
and would not come until the matter should 
come before bimin the shape of an ordinance 
or resolution for his official action.

Commissioner of Public Works Thomas F, 
Gilroy was even more emphatic, He said that 
the statement that Tammany had any policy in 
the matter was an out-and-out lie. He had no 
personal knowledge of the matter. He would 
say, however, that he thought the matter was 
of so much importance thatthe Aldermanic 
committee should without unnecessary delay 
pa hesitation give the petitioners a public hear 

ng.
